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RKTjHE  preparation  of  the  annual  report  covering  all 
jV^/j  the  State's  educational  activities  requires  much 
E^B  care  and  diligence  on  the  part  of  all  school  offi- 
cials throughout  the  State.  A  report  from  each  school 
district,  incorporated  city  and  town  carefully  prepared 
by  the  local  officials  is  made  annually  to  the  county 
superintendent,  who  in  turn  compiles  a  complete  report 
for  his  county.  The  State  Superintendent,  using  the  re- 
ports of  all  the  county  superintendents,  together  with 
the  reports  made  by  the  heads  of  State  institutions,  pri- 
vate and  denominational  schools,  and  directors  of  other 
educational  activities,  compiles  the  annual  report  re- 
quired by  law  of  the  State  Department  of  Education. 

The  gathering  of  statistical  facts  by  each  county  su- 
perintendent for  the  making  of  his  annual  report  to  this 
office  is  a  difficult  task,  and  the  thoroughness  a^cj  ^ecu- 
racy  with  which  the  several  coiuity  mijiteriHtfeiKim  pre- 
pare their  own  annual  reports  .ileteriuiuos.in  a  large 
measure  the  accuracy  and  value  of  tii^iinjiual. report  re- 
quired at  my  hands.  With  each  passiiig:yefi^  air  earnest 
effort  is  made  <m  the  part  of  all  e»gageirl-  in  We  prepara- 
tion of  material  for  this  report  to  the  end  that  it  may 
become  more  and  more  accurate  in  presenting  to  the 
public  a  faithful  review  of  our  educational  conditions 
as  they  actually  exist  in  all  phases  of  educational  effort 
throughout  the  State.  If  there  are  evils  to  correct,  de- 
linquencies to  overcome,  or  excellencies  to  commend,  we 
may  succeed  only  in  proportion  as  we  are  willing  to 
view  the  conditions  as  they  are,  speaking  plainly  and 
truthfully. 
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SCOPE  OF  REPORTS. 

Until  two  years  ago  no  attempt  was  made  to  publish 
in  the  annual  report  issued  by  this  department  any  sta- 
tistics from  private  or  denominational  schools.  It  is 
gratifying  to  observe  that  those  charged  with  the  admin- 
istration of  such  institutions  respond  cheerfully  to  all 
reasonable  requests  for  information  w  hich  should  prop- 
erly be  embodied  in  a  report  of  this  kind.  It  is  highly 
important  to  the  State  of  Alabama  that  all  educational 
effort  of  whatever  kind  being  made  within  its  borders 
should  l>e  set  forth  fully  in  some  annual  publication  in 
order  that  our  showing  may  be  as  good  as  our  condi- 
tions will  actually  justify.  Private  schools  and  denom- 
inational schools  are,  under  our  laws,  given  freedom 
from  taxaticm.  This  is,  perhaps,  an  additional  reason 
why  all  such  institutions  should  be  willing  to  co-oper- 
ate* fully  with  the  State  authorities  in  making  the  full- 
est possible  showing  of  all  phases  of  educational  effort 
thnHighj)u4.  (;he-State,.  ^^^'^or  does  any  law  exist  requir-

showed  a  willingness* ami  a  promptness  to  take  the  pub- 
lic into  their  confidence  by  presenting  in  this  volume 
statistical  facts  giving  receipts,  expenditures,  and  at- 
tendan(*e  covering  their  operations  during  the  past  year. 
In  addition  thereto,  most  of  them,  speaking  through 
their  jiresidents,  in  interesting  sketches  necessarily 
made  brief,  present  written  reports  to  which  special  at- 
tention is  directed. 
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ENROLLMENT  IN  PUBLIC  SCHOOLS. 

According  to  the  enumeration  which  is  taken  bien- 
nially in  even  years,  the  number  of  white  children 
within  school  age,  seven  to  tw^enty-one  years,  in  this 
State,  is  399,273,  and  of  colored  children,  328,024.  Dur- 
ing the  year  which  closed  on  Sept.  30,  1913,  the  number 
of  white  children  enrolled  in  public  schools  was  293,755, 
and  the  number  of  colored  children  enrolled  was  134,- 
870.  Compared  with  the  figures  in  the  report  issued  a 
yekr  ago,  this  enrollment  was  an  increase  of  three  per 
cent  for  the  white  children,  and  about  one  per  cent  in- 
crease for  the  negro  children.  It  may  be  observed,  how- 
ever, that  only  seventy-four  per  cent  of  the  white  chil- 
dren were  enrolled  in  the  public  schools  for  whites  and 
only  forty-one  per  cent  of  the  negro  children  in  the  pub- 
lic schools  maintained  for  them.  This  percentage  will 
be  increased  to  eighty  per  cent  for  the  whites  when  we 
add,  as  shown  elsewhere  in  this  report,  the  number  of 
children  attending  secondary  institutions  and  colleges 
provided  by  the  State,  together  with  those  who  attended 
private  and  denominational  schools.  In  like  manner 
the  total  percentage  of  negro  children  enrolled  in 
schools  of  all  kinds  maintained  for  their  race  in  this 
State,  is  increased  to  fOrty-six  per  cent.  This  is  only 
another  way  of  saying  that  one-fifth  of  the  white  chil- 
dren within  school  age  in  Alabama  last  year  did  not 
have  their  names  enrolled  even  for  a  day  in  any  school 
whatever;  and,  in  like  manner,  a  little  more  than  half 
of  the  negro  youth  of  the  State  did  not  attend  any 
school  even  for  a  single  day.  In  my  report  issued  a  year 
ago,  the  percentage  of  white  children  enrolled  in  school 
was  seventy-seven,  thus  showing  an  increase  during  the 
year  covered  by  the  present  report,  of  three  per  cent. 
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while  the  enrollment  on  the  part  of  the  negro  children 
was  exactly  the  same  in  both  years,  forty-six  per  cent. 


SCHOOL  ATTENDANCE. 

It  goes  without  saying  that  children  will  not  be  edu- 
cated if  they  do  not  become  enrolled  in  some  sort  of 
school ;  but  it  is  of  equal  importance  to  those  who  enroll 
that  they  remain  in  school  a  reasonable  period  if  they 
are  to  obtain  any  actual  benefit.  The  figures  in  this  vol- 
ume show  that  the  white  children  who  became  enrolled 
in  school  were  so  irregular  in  their  attendance  as  to 
make  only  60%  of  full  time  during  which  the  public 
schools  were  kept  open,  and  added  to  this  the  attend- 
ance of  other  white  children  in  private  and  denomina- 
tional schools  in  this  State,  brought  up  the  average  to 
62%,  while  the  average  attendance  for  the  negro  chil- 
dren was  56%  of  full  time  for  those  enrolled  in  the  col- 
ored public  schools,  with  a  total  for  them  of  63%  full 
attendance  of  those  enrolled  in  public,  private  and  de- 
nominational schools  open  to  them.  Therefore,  taking 
into  consideration  the  total  number  of  children  of 
school  age,  and  noting  the  large  number  who  did  not 
attend  any  school,  and  the  irregularity  of  attendance  of 
those  who  did  attend,  it  is  found  that  the  total  attend- 
ance of  white  children  in  all  schools  open  to  them  was 
equal  to  the  attendance  of  just  half  the  white  children 
in  the  State  for  the  full  time  during  which  the  schools 
were  open;  or,  stated  in  another  way,  the  total  attend- 
ance of  white  children  in  schools  of  all  kinds  was  the 
equivalent  in  attendance,  if  all  the  white  children  of 
school  age  had  attended  the  schools  for  just  exactly  half 
the  session  during  which  the  schools  last  year  were  open 
to  them.    In  like  manner,  the  negro  children  attended 
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school  during  the  year  twenty-nine  per  cent  of  full  time 
for  all  of  them.  To  put  it  in  another  form,  the  total. at- 
tendance of  negro  children  last  year  in  schools  of  every 
kind  open  to  them,  was  the  equivalent  of  having  twen- 
ty-nine negro  children  out  of  each  one  hundred,  attend- 
ing school  for  every  day  during  which  the  schools  were 
open  to  them,  and  sixty-one  (*hildren  not  attending  a 
single  day  during  the  year.  The  attendance  of  negro 
children,  therefore,  was  about  the  same  as  if  in  each 
family  of  three  negro  children  one  of  them  went  to 
school  during  the  whole  session,  and  two  of  them  did 
not  even  become  enrolled  upon  the  school  register. 

Compared  with  the  figures  of  a  year  ago  on  this  same 
subject,  the  year  just  closed  shows  some  improvement. 
The  above  figures  of  50%  of  all  the  white  children  enu- 
merated, and  29%  for  the  negroes  correspond  with 
48%  for  the  whites  and  27%  for  the  negroes  a  year  ago. 

Every  patriotic  Alabamian,  when  he  gives  the  matter 
any  serious  thought,  earnestly  desires  to  remove  the 
blight  of  illiteracy  from  the  citizenship  of  this  State. 
According  to  the  figures  of  the  U.  S.  Census  of  1910, 
illiteracy  among  the  native  white  population  places 
Alabama  above  only  four  other  States  and  on  an  equal- 
ity with  a  fifth.  The  illiteracy  among  the  negroes  of 
Alabama,  according  to  the  U.  S.  Census,  is  greater  here 
than  in  any  of  the  other  States  of  the  Union,  except  one. 
If  it  is  really  desirable  to  remove  from  our  people  this 
handicap  of  illiteracy  in  order  that  Alabama  may  make 
a  more  favorable  showing  in  the  sisterhood  of  States, 
then  it  is  absolutely  necessary  for  a  larger  percentage 
of  the  youth  to  become  enrolled  in  school  and  to  con- 
^tinue  with  reasonable  regularity  during  the  session, 
after  they  become  enrolled. 
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COMPULSORY  ArrBNDANCE. 


The  conclusion  seems  irresistible  that  Alabama  with- 
out much  more  delay  will  be  compelled  to  enact  a  rea- 
sonable compulsory  attendance  law,  and  thus  follow  in 
the  footsteps  of  all  but  a  half  dozen  of  the  States  of  the 
American  Union.  Public  sentiment  throughout  this 
State  appears  to  be  growing  strongly  in  favor  of  a  law 
requiring  coibpulsory  attendance,  and  if  the  next  ses- 
sion of  the  Legislature  should  see  fit  to  reflect  this 
growing  public  sentiment,  it  is  my  opinion  that  such  a 
law  will  be  popular  and  greatly  beneficial.  Since  no 
taxpayer  is  given  the  choice  of  paying  or  declining  to 
pay  the  school  tax  levied  by  the  State  for  the  support  of 
our  public  schools,  the  young  people  for  whom  this 
money  is  paid  ought,  in  reasonable  circumstances,  to  be 
required  to  receive  the  benefits  of  a  common  school  ed- 
ucation in  order  that  they  may  become  citizens  more 
useful  both  to  themselves  and  to  the  State.  It  is  a  well- 
known  fact  that  a  very  large  percentage  of  the  criminal 
classes  in  Alabama  are  made  up  of  people  uneducated, 
poorly  educated,  or  wrongly  educated. 

Within  recent  years  a  number  of  the  Southern  States 
hav(i  enacted  compulsory  attendance  laws.  During  the 
present  year  the  Legislature  of  South  Carolina  passed 
a  State-wide  compulsory  education  bill  which  was  ve- 
toed by  the  Governor;  but  the  legislative  enactment 
shows  public  sentiment  in  that  State  where  the  negro 
population  is  in  the  highest  percentage  of  that  of  any 
State  in  the  Union.  Besides  South  Carolina  there  are 
only  the  States  of  Mississippi,  Alabama,  Georgia,  Flor- 
ida and  Texas  which  have  no  legislation  compelling  the 
children,  under  reasonable  circumstances,  to  receive  the 
benefits  of  a  <*ommon  school  education  provided  by  law 
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for  them.  If  Alabama's  Legislature  at  its  next  session 
should  not  enact  a  compulsory  education  law  and 
should  have  to  wait  four  more  years,  it  is  almost  a  cer- 
tainty that  the  remaining  Southern  States  will  place 
on  their  statute  books  a  suitable  law  on  this  subject, 
leaving  Alabama  five  years  from  now  as  the  only  State 
in  the  American  Union  which  is  willing  to  provide  by 
public  taxation  for  a  public  school  system  and  exercis- 
ing no  <'are  whether  children  attend  school  at  least  long 
enough  to  remove  from  our  borders  the  pall  of  illiteracy 
which  is  retarding  the  State's  gi'owth  and  development. 
The  overwhelming  majority  of  our  public  schools,  es- 
pecially in  the  rural  district*?,  are  crowded  for  only  a 
few  weeks  in  the  .  middle  of  each  winter  session.  A 
teaching  force  which  is  suflficient  to  care  for  this  crowd- 
ed condition  during  less  than  half  the  session  is  em- 
'  ployed  in  almost  all  cases  for  the  entire  session,  and, 
therefore,  if  those  who  now  enroll  in  school  were  re- 
quired to  attend  regularly,  the  additional  cost  of  main- 
tenance, so  far  as  they  are  concerned,  would  be  prac- 
tically nothing.  The  only  additional  cost  in  the  main- 
tenance of  sufficient  school  facilities  to  care  for  all  the 
children  who  ought  to  l)e  required  to  attend  would  ap- 
ply only  to  those  children  who  are  not  now  enrolled  and 
who  have  not  been  in  the  habit  of  attending  any  school 
whatever.  As  we  have  seen  in  the  figures  already  quot- 
ed, that  would  include  about  20%  of  the  white  children 
and  a  small  fraction  nu)re  than  half  of  the  negro  chil- 
dren. It  is  quite  probable  that  a  considerable  percent- 
age of  the  children  who  do  not  become  enrolleil  in 
school,  both  white  and  colored,  would  be  able  to  show 
to  the  local  authorities,  if  a  compulsory  attendance  law 
were  passed,  that  they  have  reasonable  excuses  and 
would  be  exempt  from  the  obligation  of  the  compulsory 
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att(*ndance  law.  ThoHe  of  them  who  are  without  excuse 
ought  in  justice  to  themselves  and  in  justice  to  the 
State  to  hi*  rtHjuired  to  attend  school  suflSciently  long  to 
obtain  an  elementary  or  a  common  school  education. 

An  investigation  of  the  subject  fails  to  disclose  any 
Mtate  or  any  (*ivilized  (*ountry  w^hich  ever  repealed  a 
compulsory  education  law  after  it  was  enacted.  It  is 
modified  from  time  to  time,  usually  extended  in  its 
scope  and  in  its  reipiirements;  but  when  once  enacted  it 
proves  so  popular  tiiat  history  does  not  chronicle  the 
repeal  of  any  law  on  ccmipulsory  attendance. 

LOCAL  TAXATION. 

Through  many  years  the  people  of  Alabama  have 
lM*en  agitating  tiie  question  of  local  taxation  for  public 
schools, — taxation  by  districts  and  an  increased  taxa- 
tion by  counties.  The  constitutional  amendment  au- 
thorizing local  taxation  would  in  no  wise  affect  the 
Stat(»'s  present  method  of  collecting  and  distributing  to 
all  the  counti(»s  the  general  public  school  fund  which 
now  (»cmstitut(»s  the  basis  of  support  of  public  educa- 
tion. Local  taxaticm  as  proposed  would  authorize  the 
people  of  each  county  and  of  each  school  district  to  de- 
termine for  themselves  whether  they  desire  to  levy  this 
tax  upon  themselves  additionally  in  the  further  support 
of  their  own  public  schools.  The  present  condition  of 
the  Stat<»  tr<»asnry  shows  conclusively  that  whatever  ad- 
vances w(»  may  make  in  the  future  in  a  further  support 
of  our  i)ublic  s(iiool  system  must  be  made  not  by  in- 
creasing the  sui>port  from  the  State  Government,  but 
by  allowing  the  people  in  the  counties  and  in  the  school 
districts  to  increase  their  own  public  school  revenue  to 
such  degree  and  extent  as  they  are  willing  to  provide. 
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Furthermore,  it  might  be  well  for  Alabamians  to 
learn  something  from  the  experience  of  other  States  on 
this  subject.  The  ridiculously  low  position  which  Ala- 
bama occupies  relatively  to  the  other  States  in  the  effi- 
ciency of  its  public  school  system  should  emphasize  our 
willingness  to  give  thoughtful  consideration  to  the 
methods  and  to  the  experience  which  the  other  forty- 
seven  States  present  to  us  on  the  vital  subject  of  financ- 
ing their  public  sc^hool  systems.  The  government  rec- 
ords in  the  National  Department  of  Education  at  Wash- 
ington present  two  facts  touching  this  subject  which 
stand  out  boldly  and  challenge  our  attention. 

First,  the  total  amount  raised  for  each  child  of  school 
age  in  Alabama  as  compared  to  the  total  amount  raised 
in  the  othej  States  annually  for  each  child  of  school  age, 
as  it  appears  in  the  report  of  the  Commissioner  of  Edu- 
cation, shows  that  the  highest  per  capita  is  raised  in  the 
State  of  Washington,  $32.00  annually,  and  the  lowest, 
\^ith  one  exception  (South  Carolina,  a  few  cents  less 
than  $4.00),  is  Alabama  with  $4.00.  Alabama  raises  for 
all  school  purposes  not  quite  one-fourth  as  much  an- 
nually as  the  average  per  capita  expenditure  through- 
out the  United  States. 

In  the  second  place,  a  study  of  the  method  by  which 
school  expenditures  are  raised  shows  that  Alabama  de- 
pends more  on  the  State  taxes  and  less  on  the  local 
taxes  than  any  other  State  in  the  Union.  The  National 
Government's  report  presents  the  States  in  the  follow- 
ing order  showing  the  percentage  of  their  whole  school 
revenues  raised  by  local  taxes  :

If  our  expenditures  for  public  education  including 
all  sources  and  to  all  kinds  of  schools  is  large  enough  at 
four  dollars  per  capita,  then  what  must  be  said  of  all 
the  other  States,  the  average  expenditure  throughout 
the  nation  being  annually  more  than  four  times  as 
much  as  that  which  is  spent  in  Alabama?  If 
the  people  in  tin*  several  counties  and  in  the  school 
districts  and  in  the  municipalities  were  given  the 
privilege,  bv  changing  our  constitution,  of  voting 
upon  themselves  in  their  own  discretion  an  addi- 
tional sum  for  the  maintenance  of  their  own  schools, 
each  county  and  locality  recognizing  its  own  needs 
and  its  own  desires  could  then  exercise  its  own 
pleasure  in   the  further  maintenance  of  longer  terms 
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and  better  s(*hool  buildings,  properly  furnished  and 
equipped  for  a  more  efficient  service.  The  present  con- 
ditions in  our  public  school  system  cannot  be  materi- 
ally improved  until  each  locality  shall  be  given  the  per- 
mission by  a  change  in  our  constitution  to  determine 
for  themselves  how  much  additional  revenue  they  de- 
sire to  spend  in  the  education  of  our  children  beyond 
that  which  is  now  provided  by  the  State.  Every  think- 
ing man  knows  the  folly  of  depending  on  private  sub- 
scriptions and  tuition  fees  as  compared  with  the  busi- 
ness-like metho<l  of  levying  an  equitable  local  tax  for 
whatever  supplement  may  be  needed.  If  our  State  is 
really  committed  to  the  maintenance  of  public  educa- 
tion as  a  public  function — as  really  a  governmental  ob- 
ligaton — then  the  maintenance  of  a  means  of  public  ed- 
ucation ought  to  be  committed  to  the  several  govern- 
mental units, — State,  county,  and  district,  each  of 
which  is  so  vitally  concerned  in  the  maintenance  of  itk 
schools  according  to  its  own  needs  and  desires. 

Conditions  ditfer  so  strikingly  among  the  several 
counties  and  among  the  several  districts  even  in  the 
same  county,  as  to  make  it  absolutely  impractical  for 
the;  State  as  a  unit  to  levy,  collect  and  distribute  the 
entire  public  school  fund.  The  State  ought,  as  it  does,  to 
provide  for  a  substantial  basis,  which  now  amounts  to 
more  than  $2,000,000  annually,  for  the  public  schools. 
The  (*ounties  and  school  districts  ought  to  be  given  the 
privilege  of  raising  their  own  supplements  as  their  ow^n 
needs  require.  If  forty  seven  States,  many  of  them 
through  long  years  of  experience,  have  found  it  desira- 
ble to  depend  on  local  taxation  for  a  very  large  part  of 
their  school  revenue,  and  if  nearly  all  of  these  forty- 
seven  States  have  public  school  systems  admittedly 
more  efficient  than  has  Alabama,    why  should   we  not 
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give  some  consideration  to  the  object  lessons  which  all 
these  States  afford  us  in  finding  the  best  method  of  sup- 
plementing our  State  revenue  for  the  maintenance  of 
our  public  schools? 

The  next  Legislature  ought  not  to  hesitate  to  submit 
for  ratification  by  the  people  of  Alabama  an  amendment 
to  our  constitution  which  would  authorize  any  county  by 
a  majority  vote  of  its  qualified  electors  to  levy  any  part 
of  three  mills  according  to  their  needs  in  the  schools  of 
the  county  as  a  supplement  to  the  State  fund,  and  at 
the  same  time  the  amendment  should  provide  that  the 
qualified  electors  of  aify  school  district  or  municipality 
might  have  the  privilege  of  determining  by  their  own 
vote  an  additional  supplement,  if  one  should  be  needed, 
in  the  local  schools  of  the  district  or  municipality.  If 
the  people  of  Alabama  are  capalble  of  self-government 
they  are  certainly  worthy  of  being  trusted  to  vote  a  sup- 
plemental tax  on  their  own  property  for  the  education 
of  their  own  children.  The  electors  of  every  community 
throughout  the  United  States,  except  Alabanm,  are  en- 
trusted with  this  privilege.  Certainly  we  are  not  will- 
ing to  admit  that  the  electorate  of  Alabama  is  less  intel- 
ligent, or  less  patriotic,  or  less  conservative,  than  the 
voters  in  all  the  other  local  units  of  government 
throughout  the  United  States. 

LENGTH  OF  SCHOOL  TERM. 

For  the  year  covered  by  this  report,  the  public  schools 
for  the  white  children  were  kept  open  an  average  of  133 
(lays,  and  for  the  negro  children  97  days.  This  shows 
an  increase  over  last  year  of  one  day  for  the  whites  and 
one  day  for  the  negroes.  In  order  to  secure  this  aver- 
age we  had  to  take  into  consideration  the  fact  that  all 
the  s<hools  in  the  larger  towns  an<l  in  the  cities  were 
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maintained  for  nine  months.  It  is  plainly  evident, 
therefore,  that  the  rural  schools  upon  which  more  than 
three-fourths  of  the  children  depend  for  their  educa- 
tional preparation  for  life  were  in  fact  considerably 
shorter  in  term  than  this  average.  Perhaps  the  rural 
schools  for  the  whites,  therefore,  did  not  average  more 
than  six  months  last  year.  The  reports  show  that  the 
public  schools  for  the  white  children  were  maintained 
nearly  two  months  longer  than  the  average  length  of 
the  negro  schools.  The  constitution  and  the  laws  of 
this  State  require  the  public  money  to  be  so  appor- 
tioned by  the  county  boards  as  to  maintain  all  the 
schools  in  a  given  county  as  Aearly  as  practicable  the 
same  length  of  term.  The  average  addition  of  two 
months  to  the  length  of  term  for  the  white  schools  over 
the  negro  schools  may  be  accounted  for  in  a  large  meas- 
ure by  the  fact  that  a  considerable  number  of  the  white 
schools  receive  a  supplement  from  the  patrons  which 
enables  the  term  to  be  lengthened  after  the  public  fund 
is  exhausted.  It  is  not  unlikely,  however,  that  in  some 
instances  the  negro  schools  ai*e  not  given  an  equitable 
share  of  the  jjublic  money.  The  county  boards  having 
entire  charge  of  this  subject  matter,  are  confronted  each 
year  with  innumerable  (lifficulti(»s  in  their  desire  to  se- 
cure the  best  possible  results  with  the  insufficient  pub- 
lic money  at  their  disposal.  The  youth  of  Alabama  can- 
not become  educated  as  they  should  be  when  they  have 
to  depend  on  schools  of  about  six  months  each  year,  to 
say  nothing  of  the  fact  that  school  attendance  is  very 
irregular  even  on  the  part  of  those  who  pretend  to  go 
during  the  whole  term.  Every  thinking  man  knows  that 
the  public  school  term  ought  to  be  lengthened.  The 
only  way  to  lengthen  a  term  is  to  provide  an  additional 
revenue  through  local  taxation.     The  teachers  are  not 
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elaiiioriiig  so  much  for  larger  salaries  as  for  longer 
terms  of  employment  at  the  same  monthly  salaries.  The 
school  term  should  not  be  lengthened,  however,  merely 
for  the  benefit  of  the  teachers,"  but  for  the  good  of  the 
r*hildren  for  whom  these  schools  are  maintained.  The 
additional  money  provided  last  year  over  the  previous 
year  for  the  maintenance  of  our  public  schools  would 
have  extended  the  term  more  than  one  day,  but  for  the 
fact  that  the  number  of  children  was  increased,  the  av- 
erage attendance  was  increased,  and  therefore  the 
teaching  force  had  to  be  increased  in  numbers  propor- 
tionately. 

• 

NUMBER  OF  SCHOOLS. 

The  number  of  public  schools  taught  last  year  was 
4,683  white  and  1,972  colored,  as  compared  with  4,635 
white  schools  in  1912,  and  1,937  colored  schools  during 
tliat  year.  This  showcnl  an  increase  of  about  (me  per 
cent  in  th(»  number  of  white  schools  over  the  preceding 
year,  and  of  nearly  two  per  cent  in  the  number  of  col- 
oi'ed  s(*ho()ls  over  the  year  1912.  In  some  communities 
too  many  schools  are  being  maintained.  If  the  few  pu- 
pils in  a  one-teacher  school  were  combined  with  the  pu- 
pils in  some  other  one-teacher  school  located  nearby, 
the  two  teachers,  thus  combining  their  efforts  in  the 
same  school,  could  classify  the  work  so  that  one  teach- 
(M*'s  time  could  be  devoted  to  the  children  in  a  few  of  the 
classes,  and  the  other  teacher's  attention  could  be  de- 
voted to  the  children  in  the  remaining  classes, 
thereby  doubling  the  length  of  periods  during  which 
each  t^hild  could  receive  instruction,  and  conse- 
quently doubling  in  effect  the  efficiency  of  the  work 
done.  The  consolidation  of  rural  schools  without 
the  aid  of  public  transportation  should  not  be  carried 
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to  a  point  which  would  make  the  distance  traveled  un- 
reasonable for  the  children  to  walk.  In  some  sections 
the  county  boards  have  found  it  highly  advantageous  to 
concentrate  in  central  points  in  the  rural  districts  the 
teaching  of  high  school  subjects,  those  above  the  sev- 
enth grade,  rather  than  to  permit  one  teacher  in  a  rural 
community  to  attempt  the  instruction  of  classes  in  all 
the  common  school  studies  and  at  the  same  time  give 
instruction  to  a  few  students  in  some  of  the  high  school 
branches.  This  arrangement  prevents  a  few  advanced 
pupils  from  receiving  the  larger  part  of  the  teacher's 
time  to  the  neglect  of  smaller  children  who  constitute 
the  greater  part  of  such  a  school.  Wherever  possible, 
therefore,  county  boards  should  consider  the  advisabil- 
ity of  designating  a  number  of  conveniently  located  ru- 
ral schools  wherein  may  be  done  with  two  or  more 
teachers,  high  school  work  aa  well  as  the  lower  seven 
grades,  and  require,  as  far  as  may  be  reasonable,  the 
larger  pupils  in  adjacent  territory  to  attend  this  cen- 
tral school  for  their  high  school  work.  The  number  of 
high  school  grades  in  such  a  central  school  would,  of 
course,  be  determined  by  'the  number  of  teachers  em- 
ployed. This  system  of  regulating  the  attendance  and 
of  concentrating  high  school  work  in  rural  and  village 
schools  is  working  well  in  many  parts  of  the  State. 

GRADED  SCHOOLS. 

The  work  of  grading  and  better  systematizing  the 
work  ui  the  rural  schools  of  Alabama  has  been  empha- 
sized by  the  State  Department  of  Education  during  the 
last  three  years  more  perhaps  than  was  ever  done  before 
in  a  like  period  of  the  State's  history.  Three  years  ago 
the  number  of  graded  schools  reported  by  the  county 
superintendents  throughout  the  State  was  1,376  white 
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and  284  colored.  One  year  ago  the  number  of  white 
graded  schools  had  increased  to  2,941  and  the  number 
of  graded  schools  for  negroes  had  increased  to  814.  At 
this  time  the  number  of  graded  white  schools  has  in- 
creased to  3,226;  the  number  of  graded  schools  for  the 
negroes,  1,054.  Thus  in  three  years  the  number  of 
graded  schools  for  the  white  children  shows  an  increase 
of  135%,  and  the  number  of  schools  graded  and  classi- 
fied for  the  negroes  showed  an  increase  in  three  years 
of  271%. 

The  time  was,  a  few  years  ago,  when  many  of  the 
teachers  thought  it  impractical  to  attempt  any  grading 
of  the  rural  schools.  The  actual  facts  now  show  that 
about  three-fourths  of  all  the  white  schools  in  Alabama 
are  graded  and  properly  classified  for  systematic  work. 
In  like  manner,  about  half  the  negro  schools  are  graded 
and  the  daily  work  properly  systematized.  In  a  few 
more  years  practically  all  the  schools,  even  in  the  rural 
districts,  will  be  graded  schools.  The  State  Depart- 
ment of  Education  prepared  a  few  years  ago  a  suggest- 
ive course  of  study  for  rural  schools,  illustrating  in  a 
general  way  how  the  work  might  be  systematized,  so  as 
to  reduce,  in  a  measure,  the  number  of  classes  and  in- 
crease correspondingly  the  time  that  the  teacher  could 
devote  to  each  grade.  The  cordial  co-operation  which 
the  county  boards,  county  superintendents,  teachers 
and  district  trustees  have  given  to  this  continuous  ef- 
fort to  better  systematize  the  work  in  the  rural  schools, 
has  been  most  gratifying. 

NUMBER  OP  TEACHERS  EMPLOYED. 

The  white  teachers  employed  in  the  public  schools  .of 
Alabama  now  number  7,115,  and  the  colored  teachers 
2,371.    These  figures  have  increased  in  three  years  from 
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6,534  white  teachers  in  1910  and  2,243  negro  teachers  in 
the  same  year.  The  State  thus  has  on  its  payroll  in  the 
public  school  system  about  9,500  teachers  engaged  for 
about  half  their  time  in  the  preparation  of  Alabama 
youth  for  Alabama  citizenship.  This  is,  in  fact,  an 
army  of  employees,  and  it  requires  a  large  outlay  of 
money.  But  who  can  say  that  it  is  not  money  well 
si)ent?  Children  have  to  be  educated.  They  have  to  be 
trained  for  efficient  service.  Public  education  is  the 
State's  most  important  function  to  which  it  is  devoting 
very  properly  a  large  part  of  its  total  revenues. 

GRADES  OP  CERTIFICATES  HELD  BY  TEACHERS. 

Among  the  teachers  employed  in  the  public  schools 
of  Alabama  753  hold  life  first  grades,  1,593  hold  first 
grades,  2,818  second  grades  and  1,951  third  grades. 
Comparing  these  holdings  with  the  report  one  year  ago, 
there  is  an  increase  of  14%  among  the  life  grade  certifi- 
cates, 8%  increase  in  the  first  grade,  2%  increase  in  the 
second  grade,  and  7%  in  the  third  grade.  It  is  gratify- 
ing to  note  that  the  largest  increase  appears  among  the 
life  grade  holders,  and  the  next  largest  among  the  first 
grade  holders. 

Of  the  certificates  held  by  negro  teachers  during  the 
year  covered  by  this  report,  134  are  life  grade,  28  first 
grade,  544  second  grade,  and  1,665  third  grade.  Com- 
paring these  figures  with  those  of  a  year  ago,  there  ap- 
pears an  increase  of  3%  among  the  life  grade  holders 
and  an  increase  of  10%  among  the  third  grade  holders, 
while  the  first  and  second  grade  have  both  slightly  de- 
creased in  number.  During  the  year  just  closed,  there 
appeared  in  a  few  localities  a  slight  deficiency  in  the 
number  of  available  teachers  needed,  while  in  most  lo- 
calities there  was  a  surplus  of  teachers  holding  certifi- 
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cates  who  were  not  employed  apparently  for  the  reason 
that  they  were  either  not  needed  or  not  desired.  At  the 
time  of  writing  this  report,  the  supply  of  available 
teachers  is  not  quite  up  to  the  demand.  A  very  consid- 
erable number  of  men  and  women  holding  certificates 
are  known  to  be  engaged  at  least  temporarily  in  com- 
mercial pursuits,  being  induced  to  leave  the  schoolroom 
for  other  fields  of  activity  where  they  secure  employ- 
ment for  twelve  months  in  the  year  instead  of  six 
months,  at  about  the  same  monthly  salary.  During 
times  of  depression  in  commercial  pursuits,  such  teach- 
ers drift  back  into  the  schoolroom  and  constitute  a  very 
considerable  excess  of  teachers  available  beyond  the 
number  needed  for  the  schools.  In  times  of  commercial 
activity,  as  at  the  present,  this  floating  surplus  in  the 
teaching  supply  are  thrown  into  mercantile  employ- 
ment. 

SALARIES  OF  TEACHERS. 

The  average  yearly  salaries  of  white  teachers  em- 
ployed in  the  public  schools  of  Alabama  during  the  year 
<?overed  by  this  report  were  |429  for  the  men,  and  |346 
for  the  women.  This  income  takes  into  consideration 
all  the  teachers  employed  in  the  white  public  schools, 
whether  in  the  cities,  the  towns,  the  villages,  or  the  ru- 
ral districts.  The  negro  teachers  received  for  the  year- 
ly income  last  year,  on  the  average,  |191  for  the  men 
and  $153  for  the  women.  During  the  previous  year  the 
salaries  were  f 410  and  |334  for  the  whites,  and  for  the 
negro  teachers  fl75  and  f  155,  males  and  females  re- 
spectively. There  appears,  therefore,  an  increase  of 
four  to  five  per  cent  in  the  salaries  of  white  teachers 
over  the  previous  year,  and  an  increase  of  about  nine 
per  cent  in  the  salaries  of  the  negro  men,  while  the  sal- 
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aries  of  the  women  teachers  in  the  negro  schools  were 
decreased  about  one  per  cent. 

Let  it  be  remembered  that  these  figures  represent  the 
entire  average  income  of  the  public  school  teachers  in 
Alabama.  The  schools  taught  by  men  are  ordinarily  a 
little  longer  in  term  than  the  one-teacher  schools  taught 
by  women.  This  accounts  in  some  measure  for  the  dif- 
ference in  salaries  between  the  men  and  women.  When 
we  consider  the  standard  of  living  required  of  school 
teachers,  and  a  reasonable  expenditure  for  dress  and 
living  expenses  necessary  in  the  maintenance  of  a  fam- 
ily, if  it  be  a  man  and  he  be  married,  these  yearly  in- 
comes are  so  low  as  to  be  pitiable.  Let  it  not  be  forgot- 
ten, moreover,  that  almost  every  community  is  now  de- 
manding a  teacher  of  successful  experience,  and  the 
teacher  is  expected  to  be  progressive  and  helpful  in  pro- 
moting all  community  interests.  The  successful 
teacher  finds  it  necessary  to  purchase  and  to  read  new 
books  on  the  subject  of  his  profession.  He  is  expected 
to  attend  teachers'  conventions,  including  the  teach- 
ers' institute  for  one  week,  where  he  pays  his  board  and 
receives  his  instruction  through  experienced  conduct- 
ors, in  order  that  his  efficiency  may  be  maintained  and 
increased.  If  the  teacher  gets  sick,  he  pays  his  own 
doctor  bill,  and  is  constantly  reminded  of  the  necessity 
of  laying  aside  each  year  a  reasonable  part  of  his  in- 
come for  the  "rainy  day"  which  is  certain  to  come  when 
he  must  retire  from  his  profession  at  an  earlier  age,  on 
the  average,  than  that  which  pertains  to  people  of  any 
other  walk  of  life.  At  fifty  the  lawyer  or  the  physi- 
cian is  in  his  prime,  but  when  a  teacher  reaches  that 
age,  and  ofttimes  sooner,  his  patrons  begin  to  wonder 
whether  he  is  not  too  old  for  further  usefulness  and  to 
suspect   that  his  methods   are  altogether   antiquated. 
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How  is  the  teacher,  on  these  salaries,  to  lay  by  in  store 
for  himself  anything  for  the  inevitable  shelving  to 
which  he  is  rapidly  going?  Aye,  on  these  incomes,  how 
can  he  feed  and  clothe  himself  in  a  manner  befitting  his 
responsible  position  in  the  community?  Even  these  fig- 
ures are  slightly  higher  than  those  which  reported  the 
salaries  of  teachers  a  few  years  ago ;  but  "every  thinking 
person  knows  that  a  dollar  buys  much  less  of  the  neces- 
sities of  life  than  it  did  some  years  ago.  Occasionally 
we  hear  a  man  say  that  salaries  of  teachers  are  entirely 
too  high,  that  they  receive  forty,  fifty,  sixty,  and  even 
seventy-five  dollars  per  month.  He  forgets  the  further 
fact  that  the  teacher  is  given  employment  just  a  little 
more  than  half  the  time  in  each  calendar  year,  and  dur- 
ing the  period  of  enforced  idleness  expenses  go  *bn  un- 
diminished; or  the  teacher  must  even  spend  a  portion 
of  his  vacation  in  better  preparation  for  next  year's 
duties. 

True  it  may  be  said  that  not  all  school  teachers  in 
Alabama  render  a  high  quality  of  service.  In  my  opin- 
ion, however,  they  render  a  higher  quality  of  service,  on 
the  average,  than  they  get  pay  for.  The  desired  effi- 
ciency of  our  public  school  system  requires  that  a 
greater  number  of  strong  young  men  and  young  women 
be  induced  to  enter  the  teaching  profession  to  take  the 
place  of  some  who  might  be  regarded  as  less  fitted  for 
these  responsible  duties.  The  present  scale  of  yearly 
salaries  for  teachers  in  Alabama  is  not  sufficiently  at- 
tractive to  draw  into  the  ranks  of  the  teaching  profes- 
sion any  extraordinary  number  of  men  and  women 
whose  strength  of  native  endowment  and  whose  culture 
and  training  will  enable  them  to  crowd  out  of  the  teach- 
ing ranks  some  who  are  less  fitted  for  its  responsibil- 
ities. 
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The  quality  of  the  work  done  in  any  school  is  deter- 
mined by  the  quality  of  the  teacher  employed.  The 
standard  of  excellence  among  teachers  will  be  main- 
tained in  like  proportion  to  the  compensation  which 
they  receive  for  their  services.  Of  course  there  are  some 
exceptions  to  this  rule,  but  they  are  rare.  We  get  in 
value  just  about  what  we  pay  for  in  the  open  market, 
whether  it  be  in  the  employment  of  a  teacher  or  the  pur- 
chase of  an  article  of  merchandise. 

TOTAL  RECEIPTS  AND  EXPENDITURES. 

During  the  year  ended  September  30,  1913,  the  total 
receipts  for  the  maintenance  of  the  State  system  of  pub- 
lic schools,  both  city  and  rural,  was  $3,993,571,  as  com- 
pared with  the  total  receipts  a  year  ago,  $3,703,711,  or 
an  increase  of  $290,000,  about  8%.  Of  this  amount  the 
State  provided  $2,105,468  as  compared  with  $2,004,945 
a  year  ago.  The  counties  provided  through  the  one-mill 
tax  last  year  $558,143  as  compared  with  the  income 
from  a  like  source  a  year  ago  of  $540,223.  The  cities 
appropriated  through  municipal  taxation  last  year 
$443,868  as  compared  with  the  income  from  a  similar 
source  a  year  ago  of  $527,600.  In  this  connection  it 
might  be  observed  that  the  larger  part  of  this  appropri- 
ation, $289,891,  was  obtained  through  municipal  taxa- 
tion in  Greater  Birmingham,  as  a  supplement  to  its 
own  public  schools.  Included  in  the  total  amount  ex- 
pended for  public  education  last  year  given  above, 
should  also  be  mentioned  the  following  approximate 
amounts  from  the  sources  named: 

Supplements  paid  by  patrons $181,000 

Matriculation    fees    paid    by    pa- 
trons     173,000 
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General  property  taxes  levied  for 
schools,  not  included  in  the 
one-mill  tax    175,000 

For  alterations  in  buildings  and 
erection  of  new  buildings ^_  185,000 

It  will  be  seen  that  the  State's  provision  by  means  of 
the  public  school  fund  was  about  $100,000  more  for  the 
year  just  closed  than  it  was  for  the  preceding  year. 
This  increase,  of  course,  was  caused  by  the  enhanced 
value  of  taxable  property  throughout  the  State  on 
which  was  levied  the  three-mill  school  tax.  The  counties 
in  like  manner  through  the  levy  of  the  one-mill  school 
tax  increased  the  income  from  that  source  by  about 
$18,000.  The  income  from  city  appropriations  directly 
to  city  schools  shows  an  apparent  decrease  of  more 
than  $80,000,  but  this  is  accounted  for  in  the  fact  that  a 
considerable  part  of  the  general  property  tax  enumer- 
ated above  as  $174,000  was  levied,  raised  and  expended 
in  the  city  schools,  and  therefore  the  amount  raised  and 
contributed  by  cities  in  sum  total  is  evidently  no  less 
than  it  was  a  year  ago.  The  matriculation  fees  charged 
students  in  the  public  schools  last  year  were  about 
$25,000  more  than  the  year  preceding.  The  supplement 
paid  by  patrons  for  extending  the  term  was  in  like  man- 
ner about  $21,000  more  during  the  year  covered  by  this 
report  than  it  was  during  the  preceding  year. 

If,  as  stated  elsewhere  in  this  report,  the  people  of 
the  counties  and  of  the  school  districts  and  of  the  mu- 
nicipalities were  authorized  under  our  constitution  to 
levy  in  a  legal  way  and  collect  in  an  equitable  manner 
supplements  in  addition  to  the  State's  general  fund,  the 
method  of  securing  such  needed  supplements  whether 
for  maintenance  or  for  permanent  improvements  would 
be  rendered  business-like  and  certain,  and  would  bear 
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justly  upon  all  alike,  each  paying  in  proportion  as  he  is 
able,  toward  the  maintenance  of  the  public  school  sys- 
tem. 

LIBRARIES. 

The  Rural  School  Library  Law  has  proved  one  of  the 
most  popular  and  helpful  of  any  legislation,  consider- 
ing the  amount  of  money  involved,  that  has  been  enact- 
ed in  recent  years.  Under  its  operation,  public  school 
libraries  are  finding  their  way  into  a  large  number  of 
our  rural  public  schools.  The  cities  also  are  providing 
for  themselves  an  increasing  number  of  libraries  as  well 
as  gratifying  additions  to  libraries  already  in  existence. 

A  year  ago  my  annual  report  showed  815  well  organ- 
ized libraries  in  the  white  public  schools.  During  the 
past  year  that  number  was  increased  27%,  the  number 
of  libraries  now  reaching  1,040.  In  the  negro  schools 
there  were  51  libraries.  They  are  at  least  holding  their 
own,  this  year's  report  showing  52.  The  Rural  School 
Library  Law  has. been  in  operation  about  two  and  a 
half  years.  It  is  applicable  only  to  communities  of  less 
than  1,000  inhabitants.  Under  its  terms  any  school  dis- 
trict may  raise  flO.OO,  and  if  the  commissioners'  court 
of  that  county  will  provide  f  10.00  additional,  then  the 
State  is  authorized  to  add  JIO.OO  for  the  purpose  of  in- 
vesting the  total  of  $30.00  in  a  well-selected  library. 
Any  county  may  in  this  manner  secure  f  100  annually 
in  ten  equal  parts  for  ten  rural  schools.  Unexpended 
balances  at  the  end  of  each  year  are  re-apportioned 
among  all  the  counties  of  the  State.  For  the  current 
year,  on  account  of  the  distribution  of  unexpended  bal- 
ances, each  county  will  be  entitled  to  draw  from  the 
State  f  180,  or  enough  for  eighteen  libraries  receiving 
flO.OO  each.  A  large  majority  of  country  boys  and  girls 
have  but  little  opportunity  of  broadening  their  vision 
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through  travel,  while  many  of  the  homes  of  these  youth 
are  not  plentifully  supplied  with  valuable  and  attract- 
ive literature.  The  operation  of  the  library  law  sup- 
plies, in  a  measure,  some  of  this  want.  Under  the  terms 
of  this  law,  the  director  of  the  State  Department  of 
Archives  and  History  co-operates  wdth  the  Superinten- 
dent of  Education  in  the  compilation  of  a  library  book- 
list enumerating  at  remarkably  low  prices  some  1,600 
desirable  books.  The  arduous  and  exacting  labors  re- 
quired in  the  preparation  of  this  library  list  were  per- 
formed by  Dr.  Thomas  M.  Owen.  The  pamphlet  is  a 
model  of  excellence,  and  it  is  found  of  exceeding  value 
to  all  book-buyers  as  well  as  meeting  fully  all  require- 
ments of  communities  purchasing  libraries,  under  this 
popular  law. 

TBACUBRS^  READING  CIRCLE. 

The  state  Teachers'  and  Pupils'  Reading  Circle  is  a 
voluntary  organization  which  is  rendering  notable  serv- 
ice in  arousing  the  public  interest  in  securing  and  read- 
ing good  books  distributed  under  the  terms  of  the  Rural 
School  Library  Law.  Last  year  there  were  2,967  white 
teachers  and  427  colored  teachers  who  secured  and  read 
the  course  of  three  books  prescribed  for  professional 
reading.  The  number  of  teachers  pursuing  this  system- 
atic course  of  reading  for  their  better  equipment  in  the 
schoolroom  showed  an  increase  over  the  previous  year 
of  10%  among  the  white  teachers  and  21%  among  the 
negro  teachers.  This  remarkable  showing  is  a  develop- 
ment of  scarcely  more  than  three  years.  It  developed 
from  a  beginning  so  small  three  years  ago  as  to  be  al- 
most a  negligible  number  of  teachers  pursuing  at  that 
time  any  course  of  professional  reading.  The  possibili- 
ties of  this  quiet  but  persistent  work  on  the  part  of  the 
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Alabama  Teachers'  Beading  Circle  in  co-operation  with 
the  Rural  School  Library  Law,  can  hardly  be  overesti- 
mated in  the  good  results  attained. 

SCHOOL  IMPROVEMENT  ASSOCIATIONS. 

The  state  School  Improvement  Association  is  an- 
other voluntary  organization.  It  is  composed  almost 
ex(*lusively  of  women.  Its  purpose  is  to  organize  in 
each  school  district  a  local  school  improvement  asso- 
ciation with  a  view  to  the  better  equipment,  the  beauti- 
fying, and  the  observing  of  sanitary  regulations  in  and 
round-about  each  public  school  building.  Last  year 
this  organization  raised  and  expended  among  the  white 
schools  f68,556  in  the  physical  betterment  of  public 
schoolhouses  and  grounds,  and  $4,267  oA  the  colored 
schools.  This  money  was  raised  locally  through  the  en- 
couragement and  co-operation  of  the  State  School  Im- 
provement Association.  The  amount  raised  and  ex- 
pended last  year  showed  an  increase  of  60%  over  the 
previous  year,  among  the  white  schools,  and  an  increase 
of  about  6%  among  the  negro  schools.  This  voluntary, 
organization  with  local  associations  in  all  the  counties 
of  the  State,  has  worked  wonders  in  many  communities 
in  the  improved  appearance  and  in  the  added  comfort 
of  the  schoolhouses  and  the  grounds  about  them,  to- 
gether with  equipment  in  desks  and  other  necessary  fur- 
nishings. Mrs.  E.  D.  Thames,  of  Greenville,  is  the  efll- 
cient  State  President  of  this  organization. 

SCHOOLHOUSES — PUBLIC  SCHOOLS. 

The  present  report  shows  a  valuation  of  $7,280,774  in 
schoolhouses,  sites,  and  equipments.  This  is  an  increase 
ov^r  the  preceding  year  of  nearly  $200,000  and  an  in- 
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crease  in  three  years  of  two  millions  of  dollars,  the  re- 
port of  1910  showing  a  valuation  of  |5,198,000.  The 
law  on  the  statute  books  passed  in  1907  authorizing 
State  aid  for  building  and  repairing  rural  schoolhouses 
to  the  amount  of  |1,000  annually  to  each  county,  in 
sums  of  f  100  to  J200  in  each  community  when  en- 
dorsed by  the  county  board  of  education,  has  furnished 
a  wonderful  stimulus  in  the  building  and  repairing  of 
schoolhouses.  When  the  State  gives  such  aid  to  any 
community,  it  requires  that  the  property  be  deeded  to 
the  State  in  order  that  it  may  be  maintained  perpetual- 
ly for  a  public  school.  The  State's  contribution  to  any 
school  building  is  not  less  than  JlOO  nor  more  than 
$200  in  any  one  year,  and  the  community  is  required  at 
the  same  time  to  giv^  at  least  as  much  as  the  State 
gives.  Since  the  passage  of  this  law  a  little  more  than 
six  years  ago,  the  State  has  aided  in  building  and  re- 
pairing 1,905  rural  schoolhouses.  During  the  year  cov- 
ered by  this  report  326  received .  State  aid  either  in 
building  new  schoolhouses  or  in  repairing  the  old  ones. 
This,  it  will  be  seen,  is  equivalent  to  one  new  school- 
house  or  old  one  repaired  for  every  day  in  the  year  just 
closed,  not  counting  Sundays.  According  to  the  re- 
ports of  the  several  counties,  however,  there  is  yet  a 
large  number  of  rural  schoolhouses  uncomfortable,  un- 
furnished, and  wholly  unsuited  for  use.  Comparatively 
few  of  them  are  provided  with  suitable  apparatus  as 
helps  in  teaching.  A  schoolhouse  in  which  the  children 
are  required  to  spend  five  days  in  each  week  during  the 
school  term,  ought  to  be  made  comfortable  and  attract- 
ive, and  each  schoolhouse  ought  to  be  furnished  with 
needed  equipment  for  efficient  teaching.  This  ideal 
condition  cannot  be  attained  until  the  communities 
have  the  right  of  local  taxation. 
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BOYS^  CORN  CLUBS  AND  GIRLS^  CANNING  CLUBS. 

Education  for  efficiency  is  now  demanded  of  our  pub- 
lic schools.  A  vital  connection  between  the  instruction 
in  the  schoolroom  and  the  home  life  of  the  pupil  is  now 
required  of  every  good  teacher.  Teaching  the  children 
to  do  something  is  recognized  as  of  fully  as  much  im- 
portance as  teaching  them  to  know  something.  No  new 
phase  of  educational  effort  in  j'ecent  years  has  offered 
so  hopeful  and  beneficent  results  as  that  presented 
throughout  the  South  by  means  of  boys'  corn  clubs  and 
girls'  canning  clubs.  This  work  is  fostered  by  the  Na- 
tional Government  and  aided  by  our  State  Government. 
It  receives  the  most  cordial  co-operation  of  school  offi- 
cials and  teachers  everywhere  in  Alabama.  Its  man- 
agement and  direction  does  not  rest  with  the  State  De- 
partment of  Education,  but  my  sincerest  commendation 
follows  the  remarkably  successful  efforts  of  the  able 
men  and  women  to  whose  hands  is  entrusted  the  respon- 
sibility of  arousing  the  latent  energies  of  the  boys  and 
girls  in  this  State  and  are  demonstrating  to  them  the 
wonderful  possibilities  in  agriculture  when  directed  by 
scientific  methods.  Too  many  boys  and  girls  in  the 
South  have  appeared  to  believe  that  an  education  might 
give  one  a  freedom  from  the  necessity  of  work  rather 
than  to  recognize  the  truth  that  a  man  or  woman  prop- 
erly educated  is  not  only  prepared  to  do  more  work  and 
better  work,  but  that  it  is  his  duty  to  do  it.  In  my  opin- 
ion, there  has  never  been  much  basis  for  the  hope  of  re- 
sults in  the  oft-repeated  expression  "Back  to  the  farm," 
because  those  who  have  left  it  and  come  to  the  cities  are 
usually  there  to  stay.  If  in  after  years  they  return  to 
the  country  they  are  usually  helpless  and  indifferent 
when  engaged  in  agricultural  pursuits.     No  doubt  re- 
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mains,  however,  that  if  the  boys  and  girls  who  are  now 
on  the  farm  are  shown  how  to  make  the  farm  pay  hand- 
somely and  to  produce  the  comforts  and  even  the  luxu- 
ries of  life,  the  ever-noticeable  moving  from  the  country 
to  the  town  will  have  ended.  For  the  valuable  work  in 
connection  with  the  boys'  corn  clubs  and  the  girls'  can- 
ning clubs  of  Alabama  this  expression  of  cordial  ap- 
proval and  deep  appreciation  is  extended  to  Prof.  L.  N. 
Duncan,  Prof.  J.  R.  Hobdy,  and  Mrs.  Birdie  Inzer  Rob- 
inson, all  of  Auburn.     • 

OFFICIAL   VISITS   BY   rOTNTY   ST  PBRINTENDBNTS. 

The  term  of  office  of  a  county  superintendent  is  four  • 
years.  These  officials  under  our  law  and  custom  are 
selectiKl  about  a  year  before  their  terms  expire.  During 
the  year  covered  by  this  report  twenty-nine  county  su- 
perintendents knew  one  year  in  advance  that  they 
would  not  continue  in  office.  That  fact  may  be  some 
explanation  of  the  reduced  number  of  official  visits 
made  to  the  schools  last  year  by  the  county  superinten- 
dents. In  the  report  issued  a  year  ago  it  was  shown 
that  3,683  visits  were  made  by  the  county  superinten- 
dents to  the  white  schools,  and  406  to  the  negro  schools. 
During  the  year  covered  by'  the  present  report,  the 
number  of  official  visits  to  white  schools  was  reduced  to 
2,640, — nearly  one-third  off,  while  the  official  visits  to 
the  negro  schools  were  increased  to  544  or  about  31%. 
More  careful  supervision  has  been  recognized  for  many 
years  in  Alabama  as  one  of  our  direst  needs.  The  re- 
cent Legislature  enacted  a  law  which  authorized  county 
boards  in  their  discretion  to  employ  on  full  time  the 
county  superintendent  and  to  iSx  his  salary.  The  same 
statute  also  authorized  the  county  board  in  its  discre- 
tion to  employ  teachers  to  assist  the  county  superinten- 
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dent  in  supervising  the  large  number  of  widely  distrib- 
uted schools  in  the  average  Alabama  county.  Slightly 
more  than  half  the  counties  have  taken  advantage  of 
this  law  and  have  placed  the  county  sujxerintendent  on 
a  salary  for  his  full  time,  receiving  from  him  at  the  end 
of  each  month  a  written  report  as  to  the  condition  of  all 
the  schools  visited.  The  operation  of  the  law  which 
begins  with  the  school  year  upon  which  we  are  now  en- 
tering, offers  the  first  real  legal  basis  for  systematic  su- 
pervision for  the  public  schools  in  the  State's  history. 
Its  beneficent  results  will  becom^  universally  apparent 
when  the  law  shall  have  been  operative  even  for  a  short 
time. 

STATE  SUPEBVISORS  OF  BUBAL  SCHOOLS. 

On  entering  upon  my  duties  as  Superintendent  of 
Education  some  three  years  ago,  I  cherished  fondly  the 
hope  of  securing  in  some  way  one  or  more  State  super- 
visors whose  entire  time  should  be  devoted  to  the  rural 
schools.  There  is  no  law  providing  for  any  such  official, 
nor  was  there  any  money  available  for  his  employment. 
Some  two  and  a  half  years  ago,  through  the  generosity 
of  the  trustees  of  the  Peabody  fund,  an  annual  appro- 
priation of  $3,000  through  an  indefinite  period  of  years 
was  made  available  to  cover  the  salary  and  traveling 
expenses  of  a  supervisor  of  rural  schools.  To  this  posi- 
tion I  appointed  PFof.  N.  R.  Baker,  whose  services  ever 
since  have  been  devoted  to  the  rural  schools  for  white 
children.  An  expert  in  supervision,  especially  of  rural 
schools,  tactful  and  untiring,  he  is  rendering  services  of 
marked  value  through  his  constant  travels  among  the 
rural  schools,  in  co-operation  with  the  county  superin- 
tendents. 
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Nearly  a  year  ago,  at  my  earnest  request,  the  C^ene^al 
Education  Board  appropriated  for  an  indefinite  period 
of  years  the  sum  of  f  3,000  to  pay  the  salary  and  travel- 
ing expenses  of  another  supervisor  of  rural  schools  who 
should  devote  himself  to  the  better  supervision  and  di- 
rection of  the  work  which  the  State  is  doing  for  the  ed- 
ucation of  the  negi'oes.  Upon  these  schools  the  State  is 
expending  annually  nearly  f 400,000.  Every  thoughtful 
citizen  of  Alabama  recognizes  the  propriety  of  suitable 
appropriations  for  negro  education.  That  being  so,  it 
appears  eminently  right  and  proper  that  the  expendi- 
ture of  this  money  and  the  kind  of  teaching  which  is  be- 
ing given  to  the  negroes  ought  to  be  supervised  and 
proi)erly  directed.  To  fill  this  responsible  position, 
most  delicate  in  its  nature  and  fraught  with  possi- 
bilities for  good  or  ill,  I  appointed  Mr.  Jas.  L.  Sibley. 
The  cordial  and  generous  public  approval  with  which 
the  work  of  Mr.  Baker  and  Mr.  Sibley  is  being  received 
evidences  the  fitness  and  ability  of  both  these  men  for 
the  duties  and  responsibilities  before  them.  Of  course 
each  of  them  works  out  from  the  State  Department  of 
Education  and  is  directly  associated  with  and  under  the 
direction  of  the  State  Superintendent  of  Education. 
For  their  faithfulness  to  duty  and  for  the  splendid  serv- 
ice they  are  rendering,  I  return  to  both  of  them  this  ex- 
pression of  appreciation.

Dear  Sir:     It  affords  me  great  pleasure  to  submit 
herewith  my  report  for  the  year  ending  October  first, 
1913. 

Undoubtedly  the  greatest  problem  in  the  State  along 
school  lines  is  the  problem  of  the  one-room  school.  This 
is  true  for  the  following  reasons : 

1.  It  has  been  most  neglected. 

2.  It  is  most  diflScult  to  reach  by  supervising  offi- 
cers. 

3.  Its  trustees  are  usually  men   with   least  school 
experience. 

4.  Its  teachers  are  most  inexperienced. 

5.  Its  teachers  are  most  lacking  in  preparation. 

6.  The  recitation  periods  are  shortest  by  reason  of 
the  multiplicity  of  grades. 

7.  It  has  been  the  last  to  attempt  grading. 

8.  It  has  fewer  vitalizing  activities. 

9.  It  has  poorest  equipment,  by  reason  of  the  handi- 
caps mentioned  heretofore. 

10.  It  is  the  last  to  attract  notice  of  the  authorities 
and  to  receive  intelligent  study. 

11.  It  has  the  shortest  term. 

12.  It  has  least  funds.

13.  It  has  no  chance  to  levy  a  local  tax. 

14.  There  is  a  disposition  to  "let  it  go"  while  work- 
ing out  the  problems  of  consolidated  schools 
elsewhere. 

However,  I  have  not  devoted  my  entire  time  to  the 
one-room  school.  There  are  two-room  and  even  larger 
schools  needing  help.  Even  schools  in  incorporated 
territory  are  not  always  perfect.  Then  we  wish  to  en- 
courage the  consolidation  of  schools  in  rural  territory 
in  order  to  introduce  a  richer  course  of  study  to  the 
country  boy  and  the  country  girl,  and  in  order  to  give 
each  longer  recitation  periods  and  better  supervised 
study  periods. 

According  to  a  survey  which  I  recently  made,  I  find 
the  number  of  rural  schools  in  the  State  to  be  6,488.  Of 
these  4,570  are  white  and  1,918  are  colored.  With  re- 
spect to  their  size  they  total  as  follows : 

WHITE  SCHOOLS. 

One- teacher  rural  schools 3,401 

Two-teacher  rural  schools 896 

Three-teacher  rural  schools 155 

Schools  with  four  or  more  teachers 122 

COLORED  SCHOOLS. 

One-teacher  rural  schools 1,783 

Two-teacher  rural  schools 107 

Three- teacher  rural  schools 19 

Schools  with  four  or  more  teachers 9 

During  the  past  year  the  number  of  State  libraries 
increased  from  351  to  763.  Recent  reports  show  that 
the  increase  during  the  present    year    will    be    very 
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marked.  Several  counties  that  have  not  allowed  libra- 
ries heretofore,  have  already  agreed  to  take  the  entire 
eighteen.  It  may  be  noted  also  that  some  counties,  not- 
ably Jefferson  and  Tuscaloosa  give  from  flO.OO  to 
fSO.OO  more  than  they  are  required  to  do  by  law,  to  sup- 
plement the  library  fund. 

A  number  of  counties  have  established  subsidiary 
high  schools  in  different  parts  of  the  country.  These 
high  schools  usually  carry  but  two  years  of  work  and 
co-operate  with  their  respective  county  high  schools. 

The  number  of  counties  holding  uniform  examina- 
tions during  the  year  has  increased  from  ten  to  thirty- 
five.  , 

According  to  most  recent  reports  available,  there  are 
but  1,250  ungraded  schools  in  the  State.  This,  however, 
is  a  much  larger  number  than  it  should  be,  and  it  shall 
be  my  endeavor  during  the  coming  year  to  reduce  this 
number  as  much  as  possible. 

Consolidation  is  progressing  rather  slowly  owing  to 
the  fact  that  we  have  no  law  allowing  transportation  of 
pupils,  to  consolidated  schools  in  this  State,  by  means 
of  public  funds.  However,  a  number  of  counties  during 
the  year  have  put  on  wagons  at  private  expense. 

THE  RUSSELL  SAGE  REPORT. 

Some  time  ago  the  Russell  Sage  Foundation  made  a 
report  showing  Alabama  to  be  at  the  bottom  educa- 
tionally. 

Let  no  one  be  deceived  by  this  report.  It  is  dated 
1910,  and  hence  it  is.  now  ancient  history.  Figures 
made  three  yeai-s  ago  will  not  apply  today,  even  approx- 
imately or  comparatively.  For  instance,  the  number  of 
high  school  pupils,  reported  in  the  State  at  that  time, 
was  11431.    Your  annual  report  for  1912,  only  two 
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years  later,  showed  the  number  of  pupils  in  the  State 
doing  high  school  work  to  be  24,224,  an  increase  of 
117%. 

Perhaps  the  most  accurate  figures  compiled  in  this 
country  are  those  compiled  by  the  United  States  Census 
Bureau.  The  real  test  of  progress  in  school  lines,  espe- 
cially in  a  so-called  backward  State  is  the  rapidity  with 
which  illiteracy  is  being  eradicated.  In  1900  only  two 
States,  South  Carolina  and  Louisiana,  were  lower  in 
the  scale  of  native  white  illiteracy  than  Alabama.  Dur- 
ing the  next  decade,  we  stayed  ahead  of  those  States, 
and  also  outdistanced  North  Carolina,  Kentucky  and 
New  Mexico. 

Pour  States  border  Alabama.  During  the  decade 
mentioned  one  of  them  decreased  its  illiteracy  7% ;  an- 
other 8%  ;  the  two  others  9%%  each,  while  Alabama  de- 
creased hers  by  11.1%. 

During  the  past  three  years  the  salaries  of  the  teach- 
ers have  been  practically  at  a  standstill,  but  the  length 
of  the  term  has  increased;  the  increased  revenue  being 
used  to  employ  more  teachers  and  to  extend  the  term. 

Permit  me  to  say  that  I  have  now  visited  all  counties 
in  the  State,  at  least  meeting  with  the  teachers  in  insti- 
tute work.  I  have  also  visited  thirtyrfive  counties  by 
spending  some  days  with  the  county  superintendent 
and  assisting  him  in  supervision  of  the  county  schools. 
I  have  been  able  to  visit  several  hundred  rural  schools 
each  year.  When,  however,  it  is  remembered  that  there 
are  nearly  five  thousand  schools,  and  eight  thousand 
teachers  within  my  supervision  bounds,  and  when  it  is 
remembered  that  the  schools  are  in  session  only  six 
months  and  that  this  time  is  encroached  upon  by  exam- 
ination weeks,  association  weeks,  and  pay  roll  days 
also  other  engagements,  a  very  simple  calculation  will 
shoW;  that  by  visiting  even  twenty-five  schools  every 
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week,  it  will  take  ten  years  to  reach  all  the  schools  of 
this  great  State. 

This  shows  the  supreme  need  of  close  supervision,  and 
it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  county  school  boards  will  take 
advantage  of  the  new  school  law  allowing  assistants  to 
the  superintendents,  provided  practical,  energetic,  well 
equipped  men  and  women  can  be  found  for  the  work. 
The  following  plans  for  bettering  rural  school^  have 
been  kept  constantly  in  mind  during  the  past  year,  and 
I  recommend  the  continuation  of  these  plans  as  the  ba- 
sis for  my  activity  for  the  coming  year : 

1.  The  complete  grading  of  schools: 

a.  By  means  of  efforts  to  hold  more  closely  to 
the  State  course  of  study. 

6.  By  standardizing  the  schools  of  the  various 
counties  by  means  of  elementary  uniform  ex- 
aminations and  county  commencements.  Thir- 
ty-five counties  have  held  these  examinations 
this  year. 

c.  By  discussions  of  methods  of  grading  in  insti- 
tutes. 

d.  By  plans  and  devices  introduced  directly  into 
the  rural  schools. 

2.  Improvement  of  the  teaching  force: 

a.  By  encouraging  the  enrollment  of  teachers  in 
the  State  Beading  Circle. 

6.  By  teaching  methods,  plans  and  devices  in  the 
teachers'  institutes  held  in  each  county  and  in 
the  State  summer  normals. 

c.  By  co-operating  with  the  Examining  Board  in 
an  efifort  to  vitalize  the  teaching  force  through 
using  practical  questions  and  practical  prob- 
lems along  the  lines  of  the  State's  educational 
advancement. 
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d.  By  visits  to  the  iBStitotions.  in  an  effort  to  get 
them  to  rationalize  and  ritalixe  their  courses 
of  stndy  in  such  way  as  to  develop  rural  teach- 
ers among  their  graduates.  Inasmuch  as  many 
institutions  really  turn  out  teachers  among 
their  graduates,  even  though  they  may  not  be 
normal  schools,  obviously  their  course  of  study 
should  include  at  least  a  few  pedagogical  sub- 
jects and  some  attention  should  be  given  to  the 
training  of  teachers. 

3.  The  encouragement  of  rural  supervision : 

a.  By  counties;  forty-two  counties  ai-e  now  cov- 
ered. 

6.  By  districts ;  two  counties  now  covered. 

c.  By  using  the  duplicate  reports  of  the  supervis- 
ing superintendents  and  assistants  to  encour- 
age and  increase  eflScieiicy  of  each  other. 

4.  The  encouragement  of  school  fairs,  held  by  coun- 
ties or  by  districts.  Encouraging  an  educational 
department  in  connection  with  the  various  State 
and  county  fail's. 

5.  The  encouragement  of  libraries,  to  be  secured 
either  by  State  or  local  funds.  Over  412  have 
been  secured  this  year. 

6.  Participating  in  the  establishment  of  a  Depart- 
ment of  Rural  Schools  in  connection  with  the 
Alabama  Educational  Association. 

7.  Reporting  observations  and  experiences  during  a 
supervision  week  to  the  county  superintendent, 
for  publication  in  the  county  papers,  in  many 
instances. 

8.  The  establishment  of  reading  circles  among  pa- 
trons and  pupils. 

9.  Encouraging  the  organization  of  school  improve- 
ment clubs  in  our  schools.

10.  Encouraging  com  clubs  and  tomato  clubs. 

11.  Encouraging  pig  clubs,  poultry  clubs,  health 
clubs,  art  clubs  and  other  social  or  vitalizing  or- 
ganizations. 

12.  Participating  in  local  taxation  and  good  roads 
campaigns. 

13.  Making  an  investigation  as  to  the  causes  of  non- 
enrollment  and  irregular  attendance. 

14.  Encouraging  supervision  through  county  super- 
intendents and  assistants : 

a.  By  the  issuance  of  bulletins. 
6.  By  visiting  in  each  county  in  company  with 
the  county  superintendent. 

15.  The  issuance  of  bulletins  on  such  subjects  as  do- 
mestic art,  domestic  science,  manual  training, 
elementary  examinations,  standardizing  of  rural 
schools,  etc. 

16.  Encouraging  the  consolidation  of  schools: 

a.  By  campaigns  where  local  conditions  warrant. 
6.  By  making  map  of  county,  suggesting  scheme 
of  consolidation  of  schools. 

17.  Meeting  with  trustees,  county  school  boards,  and 
boards  of  revenue  (which  have  the  distribution 
of  the  library  fund  in  charge). 

18.  Encouraging  the  teachers  to  keep  a  complete 
register  of  attendance  and  record  of  pupils,  ac- 
tivities, not  only  for  making  their  own  reports 
but  for  the  enlightenment  of  their  successors. 

19.  Encouraging  better  sanitation  in  the  schools  by 
means  of  sanitary  sweeping  arrangements,  the 
bubbling  fountain,  sanitary  closets,  and  light 
regulation  both  in  new  State  buildings  and  in 
those  already  constructed. 

20.  Standardization  of  the  salary  schedules  in  the 
several  counties. 
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21.  The  use  of  the  stereopticon  in  night  lectures  in 
rural  districts,  also  in  county  high  schools,  urg- 
ing practical  articulation  of  high  school  and  ele- 
mentary school  work. 

22.  Furthering  publicity  by  means  of  educational 
journals  and  daily  papers. 

23.  Attendance  upon  farmers'  institutes,  and  engag- 
ing in  summer  educational  campaigns  in  the 
various  counties. 

24.  Issuing  diplomas  to  schools  possessing  certain 
requirements  of  equipment,  administration,  and 
vitalizing  agencies.  These  are  denominated 
Standard  and  Superior  schools.  The  plan  is  as 
follows : 


BUILDINGS  AND  GROUNDS — 20  POINTS. 

Certain  things  are  required,  such  as  that  the  house 
be  painted  on  the  outside,  and  that  the  roof  be  in  good 
repair.  Other  points  to  be  observed  are  the  height  of 
the  windows,  the  amount  of  lighting  space,  the  condi- 
tion of  the  floor,  flowers  in  the  yard,  condition  of  win- 
dows and  doors,  condition  of  the  water  supply^  the  yard, 
trees  and  sanitary  toilets.  Of  these  it  is  only  necessary 
to  make  four  out  of  every  five  points. 

II 

MATERIAL  EQUIPMENT — 24  POINTS. 

The  school  must  be  provided  with  patent  desks  and  a 
library.  It  should  also  have  good  blackboards  of  cer- 
tain size,  teacher's  desk  and  chair,  clock,  jacketed  stove 
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sanitary  drinking  fountain,  globe,  maps,  charts,  ther- 
mometer, mottoes  on  the  wall,  well  framed  pictures, 
shades  to  the  windows.  State  and  national  flags,  etc., 
80%  of  which  are  required  making  24  points  in  all. 

Ill 

VITALIZING  A6BNCIBS — 26  POINTS. 

Here  it  is  insisted  that  the  school  shall  contain  a  corn 
club,  a  canning  club,  a  poultry  or  pig  club,  reading  cir- 
cle, school  improvement  association,  literary  or  lyceum 
association,  and  that  the  manual  arts,  music  and  agri- 
culture shall  be  taught.  It  is  also  expected  that  the 
community  shall  pay  incidental  fees  and  provide  facili- 
ties for  recreation,  and  otherwise  co-operate  with  the 
school. 

IV 

ADMINISTRATION — 30  POINTS. 

From  this  angle  the  school  must  be  graded,  follow  the 
adopted  course  of  study,  have  an  enrollment  of  75%  of 
the  census  and  an  average  attendance  of  at  least  75% 
of  enrollment.  The  term  must  be  at  least  seven  months 
long;  discipline,  method  of  instruction,  school  business, 
as  evidenced  by  the  teacher,  must  be  of  high  standard. 
He  must  hold  first  grade  or  life  certificate ;  keep  a  daily 
attendance  register;  issue  monthly  report  cards  and 
post  the  daily  program.  Here,  again,  while  not  every- 
thing is  required,  at  least  four  out  of  every  five  items 
are  necessary.  Should  the  school  make  100  out  of  a 
possible  125  points,  the  diploma  will  be  issued,  denomi- 
nating it  as  a  standard  school.    Should  it,  however, 
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make  120  points,  it  will  be  denominated  a  superior 
school.  Diploma  will  be  issued  by  the  Department  of 
Education,  to  which  all  applications  should  be  made. 

This  plan  of  standardizing  schools  was  begun  so  late 
in  the  season  that  it  was  not  possible  for  many  of  them 
to  avail  themselves  of  the  plan  before  the  close  of  the 
session ;  consequently,  the  number  is  small.  We  give 
their  names  below.  Such  a  list  will  be  published  each 
year.  Elsewhere  also  will  be  found  picture  of  the  su- 
perior school  and  the  first  standard  school  to  qualify.

Dear  Sir: — I  submit  herewith  my  report  of  work 
among  rural  colored  schools  for  the  period  ending  Sep- 
tember 30,  1913. 

Upon  my  appointment  last  March,  I  spent  about  ten 
days  of  the  month  in  Virginia,  observing  the  work  be- 
ing done  there  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Jackson  Da- 
vis, State  Supervisor  of  Rural  Colored  Schools.  I 
found  that  Mr.  Davis  had,  during  the  past  three  years, 
secured  the  hearty  co-operation  of  leading  white  people 
in  the  movement,  that  he  was  devoting  his  time  to  the 
introduction  of  vocational  work  into  his  negro  schools, 
and  that  he  was  spending  a  great  deal  of  his  energies  in 
trying  to  secure  a  general  improvement  in  rural  life 
among  the  negro  farmers.  Mr.  Davis  is  intensely  inter- 
ested in  farm  demonstration  work  for  the  colored  farm- 
ers, as  a  means  of  bettering  their  condition,  and  he 
speaks  highly  of  the  work  being  carried  on  by  the 
United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  through  its 
colored  demonstration  agents. 

Alabama  can  well  profit  bj^  the  results  in  Virginia. 

SUPERVISION. 

According  to  last  reports,  there  are  1,918  rural  negro 
schools  in  Alabama,  1,783  being  one-room  schools.    We 
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• 
can  readily  see  that  our  problem  lies  in  the  one-room 
rural  school.  The  crying  need  of  these  schools  is  super- 
vision. Nearly  fifty  per  cent  of  the  county  superinten- 
dents reported  last  year  that  they  did  not  visit  a  single 
negro  school  in  their  respective  counties.  It  is  almost 
impossible  for  a  superintendent  to  visit,  all  of  his  white 
and  colored  schools  during  the  short  period  that  they 
are  in  session,  and  the  colored  schools  have  naturally 
suffered  most.  What  these  superintendents  need  is 
competent  assistants  to  help  them  in  this  work  of  super- 
vision. It  is  a  gratifying  fact  that  to  date  forty-two 
counties  have  either  employed  assistants,  or  put  their 
superintendents  upon  salaries,  which  will  require  them 
to  devote  their  entire  time  to  supervising  their  schools. 

In  spite  of  this,  however,  every  county  superinten- 
dent who  has  a  number  of  negro  schools  in  his  county, 
should  have  a  colored  assistant  to  help  in  the  work  of 
supervision.  This  does  not  lessen  in  any  degree  the  ob- 
ligation of  the  county  superintendent  to  visit  his  negro 
schools  as  he  does  his  white  ones,  but  merely  enables 
him  to  do  the  work  more  effectively.  It  would  pay 
every  county  board  to  employ  such  a  person,  preferably 
a  colored  woman,  with  industrial  training,  to  assist  the 
county  superintendent. 

JBANES  SUPERVISING — INDUSTRIAL  TEACHERS. 

In  about  one  hundred  counties  of  the  Southern  States 
this  past  year  there  were  employed,  out  of  the  Jeanes 
Fund,  colored  teachers  to  act  as  assistants  to  the  coun- 
ty superintendents,  and  to  stress  industrial  work.  Ala- 
bama had  sixteen  of  these  working  in  seventeen  coun- 
ties. I  am  informed  that  there  is  such  a  demand  for 
these  teachers  that  our  allotment  for  the  coming  year 
will  be  cut  down  to  twelve.    Dr.  Dillard  states  that  he 
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could  place  these  teachers  in  two  hundred  counties  if  he 
had  the  funds.  I  do  not  see  how  we  can  hope  to  secure 
more  from  his  foundation,  and  the  time  has  come  when 
the  counties  should  provide  these  teachers  themselves. 
This  is  allowed  under  the  new  law  going  into  effect  the 
first  of  October.  Experience  has  shown  that,  on  the 
whole,  women  make  better  supervising  industrial  teach- 
ers than  men,  owing  to  their  ability  to  reach  the  homes 
of  the  children.  It  is  recommended  that  these  women 
be  employed  for  twelve  months  during  the  year,  devot- 
ing their  time  in  the  winter  months  to  the  schools  while 
they  are  in  session,  and  to  canning  clubs,  corn  clubs, 
and  community  work  in  the  summer.  Knowing  the  in- 
creased interest  of  the  negroes  in  their  schools,  and 
their  generosity  toward  their  churches  and  other  organ- 
izations, I  am  confident  that  they  themselves,  in  many 
counties,  would  pay  from  one  hundred  to  one  hundred 
fifty  dollars  annually  towards  securing  such  a  su- 
pervising teacher.  The  county  should  pay  from  one- 
half  to  two-thirds  of  the  necessary  salary. 

SCHOOL  FUNDS. 

This  leads  one  to  consider  the  question  of  school 
funds  for  negroes.  There  has  grown  up  such  a  demand 
for  better  teachers  from  white  communities,  that  county 
boards  are  besieged  each  year  with  applications  for  in- 
creased appropriations  for  their  several  school  dis- 
tricts. Owing  to  the  pressure  brought  to  bear  upon 
them,  many  county  boards  have  increased  these  appro- 
priations at  the  expense  of  the  colored  schools,  requir- 
ing the  negroes  to  supplement  in  order  to  get  any  repu- 
table teacher.  The  customary  way  of  providing  for 
these  negro  schools  is  to  set  aside  one  hundred 
twenty-five  dollars  for  the  annual    support    of    each 
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school,  which  is  supposed  to  provide  for  five  months 
schooling  at  twenty-five  dollars  per  month.  The  remain- 
der is  then  apportioned  among  the  white  schools  of  the 
county.  As  highly  desirable  as  increased  salaries  may 
be,  it  is  hardly  fair  to  grant  these  entirely  at  the  ex- 
pense of  the  negro  schools.  A  much  better  plan  would 
be  for  both  white  and  colored  to  bear  a  share  of  the  in- 
creased demands  by  supplementing  a  third  or  a  fourth 
of  the  salaries.  Some  counties  have  already  come  to 
this  conclusion.  It  is  the  best  solution  until  additional 
funds  can  be  secured  through  local  taxation.  Our  sym- 
pathies are  with  the  county  boards  in  this  diflScult 
problem. 

AN  BGONOMIG  PROBLEM. 

When  our  white  people  realize  that  40%  of  all  farm 
workers  in  the  South  are  colored,  and  that  the  best  way 
to  reach  these  people  is  through  better  schools  and  betr 
ter  methods  of  farming,  they  will  voluntarily  contrib- 
ute to  make  the  negro  eflScient. 

In  Alabama,  with  our  large  percentage  of  population 
colored,  there  does  not  seem  to  be  any  immediate  possi- 
bility of  attracting  any  large  body  of  immigrants  to  the 
State.  With  the  opening  of  the  .Panama  Canal  and  the 
increased  development  of  our  natural  resources,  we 
will  find  a  greater  demand  for  intelligent  workers. 
The  negro  has  already  shown  himself  capable  of  being 
developed  to  a  high  degree  of  efficiency. 

EMPHASIS  NEEDED. 

In  our  one-room  schools  I  find  the  majority  of  chil- 
dren below  the  fifth  grade,  with  very  few  doing  any 
higher  work.    County  boards  would  do  well  to  follow 
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the  example  of  Montgomery  County  in  emphasizing  the 
first  five  grades  of  work  in  one  teacher  schools,  giving 
thorough  training  in  elementary  branches,  and  allow- 
ing an  hour  a  day,  from  three  until  four  o'clock  in  the 
afternoon  for  vocational  subjects.  The  new  course  of 
study  and  the  daily  program  can  readily  be  arranged  to 
meet  these  conditions. 

TEACHERS^  INSTITUTES. 

During  the  summer  months,  most  of  my  time  was 
taken  up  with  the  colored  institutes,  an  outline  of  which 
is  given  below.  In  order  to  give  the  teaching  force  ade- 
quate instruction,  we  selected  sixteen  eflScient  colored 
instructors  from  the  State,  and  after  a  two  days  confer- 
ence in  Montgomery,  sent  them  out  into  the  State  to 
conduct  the  institutes. 

Thirty-seven  were  held  by  the  State  and  over  eighteen 
hundred  teachers  were  enrolled,  all  of  whom  were  in- 
structed in  methods  of  teaching  manual  training,  do- 
mestic science,  conducting  school  gardens,  organizing 
boys'  corn  clubs  and  girls'  canning  clubs  in  addition  to 
literary  branches.  Nearly  one  thousand  did  actual 
classwork  in  industrial  subjects.  Of  this  number  two 
hundred  attended  the  institute  at  Tuskegee,  receiving 
instruction  in  industrial  classes,  lasting  from  one  to 
four  weeks. 

Four  of  the  institutes  lasted  two  weeks  with  a  total 
enrollment  of  three  hundred  twenty-eight,  all  of 
whom  were  enrolled  in  classes  in  school  gardening, 
manual  training,  cooking  and  sewing,  in  addition  to  lit- 
erary work.  These  were  held  in  Montgomery,  Dallas, 
Wilcox  and  Lowndes  counties. 

The  total  amount  expended  on  the  institutes  this  year 
was  5^2,600.00.    Of  this  sum  ?1,500.00  was  furnished  by 
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the  State,  11,000.00  paid  in  local  fees  by  the  teachers, 
and  1100.00  was  given  by  the  Slater  Board.  The 
amount  spent  on  the  three  hundred  twenty-eight 
teachers  attending  the  four  industrial  institutes  was 
1555.00.  The  Slater  fund  gaie  ?100.00,  the  teachers 
paid  ?145.00  in  fees  and  the  State  ?310.00.  The  cost 
per  capita  to  the  State  for  the  two  weeks  instruction 
was  95c. 

Of  the  thirty-seven  institutes  held,  I  visited  twenty- 
nine  in  person,  and  gave  illustrated  talks  on  school  im- 
provement in  twenty-four  of  them.  About  fifteen  hun- 
dred teachers,  in  addition  to  a  large  number  of  the  col- 
ored people  of  each  community,  attended  these  lectures 
and  saw  the  slides. 

One  feature  which  deserves  mention  is  the  co-opera- 
tion given  in  each  county  by  the  leading  white  citizens. 
Prominent  officials,  ministers,  physicians,  farmers,  ed- 
itors and  teachers  have  given  instructive  and  encourag- 
ing talks  to  the  colored  teachers. 

So  far  as  I  can  learn,  of  the  thirty-seven  institutes, 
each  count}'  superintendent,  with  the  exception  of  four, 
was  present  and  took  an  active  part.  Of  this  number 
one  was  prevented  by  sickness  from  being  present. 

In  addition  to  the  institutes  conducted  by  the  State, 
the  Tennessee  Coal,  Iron  and  Railroad  Company, 
through  its  superintendent  of  schools,  brought  its  col- 
ored teachers  together  for  a  week's  extra  work,  furnish- 
ing entertainment  and  all  instruction  free.  The  work 
given  at  this  institute  was  along  both  literary  and  in- 
dustrial lines,  attention  being  given  to  school  gardens, 
play  grounds  and  community  work. 

I  cannot  close  without  paying  tribute  to  the  efficient 
body  of  negro  men  and  women  who  conducted  these  in- 
stitutes. Going  into  communities  almost  total  stran- 
gers, they  have  so  conducted  themselves  and  their  in- 
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stitutes  as  to  bring  nothing  but  praise  from  white  and 
negro  citizens  alike.  This  is  shown  by  reports  on  file 
in  this  office  from  leading  white  officials  in  each  county. 

CX)UNTY  TRAINING  SCHOOLS. 

Alabama  will  secure  one  of  the  county  training 
schools  established  this  year  through  the  assistance  of 
the  Slater  Board.  Coosa  County  has  been  selected  as 
the  location  for  this  school,  the  negroes  donating  one 
hundred  acres  of  land  and  two  buildings  for  school  pur- 
poses. This  school  will  shape  its  course  to  meet  the 
needs  of  the  county,  offering  training  in  agriculture 
and  vocational  lines,  and  having  a  department  for  the 
preparation  of  teachers  for  the  rural  schools  of  the 
county. 

SCHOOL  IMPROVEMENT  LEAGUES. 

In  about  forty  counties,  this  past  summer,  school  im- 
provement leagues  have  been  organized  with  county  of- 
ficers who  are  to  promote  school  improvement  work 
among  the  colored  schools. 

STATE  AID  TO  SCHOOL  BUILDINGS. 

I  find  a  growing  disposition  on  the  part  of  county 
boards  to  grant  the  negroes  a  fair  share  of  the  f  1,000.00 
allotted  each  county  for  aid  in  the  erection  or  repair  of 
rural  school  houses.  Most  of  the  schoolhouses  are  owned 
by  private  persons,  either  local  trustees,  lodges  or 
churches.  Very  few  of  them  are  suitable  for  doing  ef- 
fective work  of  any  kind,  or  especially  to  meet  the 
needs  of  the  children  for  vocational  training  and  com- 
munity work. 
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Therefore,  school  olBBicials  should  encourage  each  ne- 
gro community  to  erect  a  suitable  building  on  a  piece 
of  land  from  three  to  five  acres  in  extent  to  allow  for 
adequate  playgrounds,  a  school  garden  and  a  demon- 
stration plot.  Each  school  should  also  have  two  sani- 
tary toilets  built  after  plans  obtained  from  the  State 
Board  of  Health. 

In  order  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  negro 
schools,  we  have  had  plans  and  specifications  made  for 
a  neat  house  costing  about  $500.00  and  consisting  of 
two  rooms,  one  for  classwork  and  one  for  industries. 
These  plans  should  be  secured  by  communities  before 
any  more  buildings  are  erected  or  repaired,  whether 
they  received  State  aid  or  not. 

SCHOOL  FARMS. 

Colored  communities  are  learning  that  a  school  dem- 
onstration plot  of  cotton  or  corn,  cultivated  by  parents 
and  pupils,  not  only  offers  a  means  for  teaching  better 
agriculture,  but  that  a  financial  gain  may  be  reaped  as 
well  which  can  be  used  to  supplement  the  school  funds 
or  improve  the  school  building.  These  plots  bring  a 
profit  of  from  $50.00  to  $150.00.  In  Madison  County, 
under  the  direction  of  Prof.  P.  C.  Parks,  of  the  A.  &  M. 
College,  and  in  Tallapoosa  County,  under  the  Jeanes' 
teacher,  Thos.  J.  Edwards,  these  farms  are  highly  suc- 
cessful. Each  county  had  ten  schools  cultivating  these 
plots  last  year. 

BOYS^  AND  GIRLS^  CLUBS. 

In  about  twenty  counties  of  the  State  where  we  have 
either  Jeanes  industrial  teachers,  or  some  one  else  to 
look  after  the  work,  the  negro  boys  are  encouraged  to 
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grow  prize  acres  of  corn,  and  the  girls  to  can  vegetables, 
and  attempt  other  lines  of  domestic  economy.  This 
work  was  carried  on  with  some  degree  of  success  the 
past  year.  I  quote  from  the  report  of  the  Jeanes  super- 
visor for  Tallapoosa  County. 

"The  results  obtained  in  operating  the  Tallapoosa 
County  Colored  Boys'  Corn  Clubs  for  1911-12  indicate 
the  kind  of  improvement  which  should  come  to  every 
farmers'  club.  Thirty-eight  schoolboys,  eighteen  years 
old  and  under,  joined  the  corn  club  in  1912.  Of  this 
number  fourteen  stayed  in  the  contest  to  the  end.  On 
fourteen  acres  of  land  an  aggregate  of  636  bushels  were 
produced.  The  winner  of  the  first  prize  made  97  bush- 
els, 23  lbs.  of  corn  to  the  acre.  The  second  prize  winner 
made  69  bushels,  2  lbs.  to  the  acre;  and  the  third  68 
bushels,  68  lbs.  The  prizes  were  respectively  $18,  f  10, 
and  $8.  Of  the  $36.00  in  prizes,  $20.00  was  subscribed 
and  paid  for  by  white  people. 

"The  results  of  last  year's  corn  contest  had  some 
other  good  effects.  The  corn  club  membership  at  once 
increased  to  fifty  boys,  who  were  willing  to  pay  a  mem- 
bership fee  of  50  cents  each  towards  buying  their  own 
prizes.  The  new  members  are,  as  a  rule,  a  younger  class 
of  boys.  The  fathers  and  mothers  are.  intensely  inter- 
ested in  the  results  obtained  by  their  sons.  The  best 
expression  of  the  good  effect  of  this  movement  was 
made  by  a  father  whose  son  made  fifty  bushels  to  an 
acre,  but  did  not  win  a  prize.  He  said,  'My  boy  did  not 
get  a  prize  but  I  will  not  have  to  buy  corn  this  year  as  I 
have  had  to  do  every  year  before." 

FAB.^I  DEMONSTUATION  WORK. 

I  wish  to  say  a  word  in  regard  to  farm  demonstration 
work  among  negroes.     The  United  States  Department

of  Agriculture  the  past  year,  maintained  six  colored 
demonstration  agents  in  Alabama.  I  wish  that  it  were 
possible  to  place  one  in  each  of  the  forty  counties  of  the 
State  having  a  considerable  percentage  of  colored 
farmers,  for  it  has  been  shown  that  in  those  counties 
where  the  work  has  been  carried  on,  there  have  resulted 
better  farmers,  better  homes  and  better  schools. 

Sixty  per  cent  of  all  the  farmers  in  Alabama,  white 
and  colored,  are  tenants.  The  colored  tenants,  how- 
ever, constitute  five-sixths  of  the  entire  number  of  col- 
ored farmers  and  any  plan  for  reaching  these  farmers 
through  demonstration  work,  must  recognize  the  fact 
that  nearly  all  of  them  are  tenants;  and  in  shaping  our 
policy  for  our  rural  negro  schools,  we  must  remember 
that  the  majority  of  the  children  wh6  attend  them  will 
come  from  tenant  homes.  We  must  enlist  the  co-opera- 
tion of  the  white  land-owners  in  bettering  the  condi- 
tions of  the  negro  tenants  and  the  negro  schools.  I  be- 
lieve it  is  only  a  question  of  time  when  they  will  see 
that  it  is  to  their  advantage,  in  every  way,  to  reach  old 
and  young  alike  upon  their  plantations.  An  investiga- 
tion into  the  facts  will  show  clearly  that  it  is  possible 
to  reach  the  negro  tenants  through  farm  demonstration 
work.  I  quote  below  from  a  letter  of  the  colored  dem- 
onstration agent  in  Wilcox  County : 

"In  the  fall  of  1909,  shortly  after  I  had  taken  up 
the  work  of  demonstration  agent,  I  lectured  to  an 
audience  of  about  175  farniers  on  one  of  the  large 
plantations  near  Camden,  Alabama.  I  was  point- 
ing out  to  the  tenants  just  how  they  could  save 
their  money  and  make  their  crops  on  an  indepen- 
dent basis,  showing  them  that  by  growing  their 
food  supplies  at  home,  and  going  to  the  store  for 
just  what  they  needed,  they  would  soon  get  ahead. 
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"A  colored  tenant  arose  and  said  that  it  was  im- 
possible for  a  tenant  to  come  out  of  debt  on  that 
plantation,  that  regardless  of  how  much  one  made 
or  how  little,  when  the  settlement  was  made  he 
would  be  behind.  He  said  he  turned  in  his  crop  for 
the  year  and  came  out  J280  behind  and  that  this 
debt  had  to  be  carried  over  with  interest  and  the 
expense  of  making  the  next  crop,  and  he  had  no 
hope  of  getting  out  of  debt. 

"After  the  meeting  I  had  a  private  talk  with  him. 
I  went  to  his  home  and  proved  to  him  that  it  was 
his  own  system  of  farming  and  keeping  his  ac- 
counts that  kept  him  behind.  He  told  me  that  he 
never  knew  what  he  owed  until  he  went  to  'settle.' 
I  suggested  a^plan  for  keeping  his  accounts  that 
would  enable  him  at  all  times  to  know  just  what  he 
owed ;  told  him  to  try  just  one  year  and  grow  every- 
thing in  the  way  of  food  stuff  at  home  and  keep  up 
with  his  accounts  and  see  how  he  would  come  out. 

"At  the  end  of  the  year  I  saw  a  different  man  in 
him.  He  told  me  that  he  had  actually  paid  out  of 
debt.  I  stuck  more  closely  with  him  and  encour- 
aged him  to  make  a  more  strenuous  effort  and  to  be 
able  to  put  away  some  money  out  of  the  crop,  but 
still  did  not  encourage  him  to  take  a  demonstra- 
tion farm.  I  assisted  him  in  planning  his  food 
crops,  making  sure  that  he  would  have  more  than 
enough  for  himself.  Late  in  the  fall  of  that  year  I 
met  his  wife  on  the  train  going  to  Selma.  She  was 
so  glad  that  she  had  to  tell  me  the  secret.  They 
had  sold  the  crop  and  she  was  going  to  Selma  to  de- 
posit over  J200  in  the  bank. 

"I  decided  that  he  was  now  ready  for  the  demon- 
stration farm,  because  I  could  show  him  that  if  he 
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could  increase  the  yield  per  acre,  he  could  afford 
to  cut  down  the  acreage  and  thus  reduce  the  rent. 
We  measured  off  two  acres  of  land  where  two  acres 
of  cotton  were  to  be  cultivated  according  to  instruc- 
tions. The  land  was  broken  deep  and  thorough  in 
the  fall  and  rebroken  in  the  spring,  and  in  the  fall 
of  last  year  a  yield  of  1,600  pounds  of  seed  cotton 
seed  was  reported,  against  600  to  700  from  this 
land  in  previous  years  and  for  the  surrounding 
farms  that  same  year. 

"He  is  practicing  the  same  methods  on  his  entire 
farm  now  and  can  be  depended  on  in  carrying  out 
instructions. 

"My  work  is  largely  getting  the  colored  tenants 
up  to  the  point  where  they  can  and  will  properly 
take  hold  of  the  demonstration  work.  A  large  part 
'  of  my  time  is  given  to  tenants  of  this  class  and  I 
could  give  many  examples  where  men  were  hope- 
lessly in  debt  and  were  not  interested  in  the  ques- 
tion of  better  methods,  but  who  are  now  ready  for 
the  work  of  demonstrating  the  possibility  of  larger 
yields." 

BETTER  BUBAL  CONDITIONS. 

The  kind  of  education  the  negro  needs  is  that  which 
will  react  on  his  home.  In  fact,  that  is  the  kind  all 
classes  need.  Women  should  know  how  to  make  and 
care  for  a  home.  Men  should  be  able  to  provide  for  one 
and  maintain  it.  To  do  this  eflSciently,  both  men  and 
women  need  moral,  intellectual  and  vocational  training. 
The  negro  offers  an  opportunity  for  us  in  the  South  to 
fully  demonstrate  the  possibilities  of  doing  this.  He  is 
unhampered  by  traditional  lines,  and  the  field  is  clear 
for  us  to  act.    In  addition  to  this,  the  negro  has  shown 
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himself  open  to  suggestions  and  willing  to  carry  them 
out  to  the  best  of  his  ability.  School  officials  every- 
where bear  testimony  to  the  negro's  willingness  to  help 
in  educating  his  own  children,  and  in  many  districts  he 
is  actually  giving  larger  amounts  to  increase  the  school 
funds  than  the  whites.

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ly^iHE  activities  and  the  influence  of  the  State  Su- 
ly^  perintendent's  office  during  my  administration 
BS8BI  have  been  directed  in  a  large  measure  to  the  bet- 
terment of  the  rural  schools.  At  the  same  time  the  city 
and  town  schools  have  their  own  problems  and  are  enti- 
tled to  a  fair  share  of  whatever  assistance  the  State  can 
give  them.  The  terms  of  city  schools  being  nine  mcmths^ 
and  the  monthly  salaries  being  larger  than  those  in  the 
country  schools,  as  a  rule  we  find  the  stronger  men  and 
women  teachers  drifting  to  the  towns  and  cities.  This 
fact,  together  with  the  more  pressing  need  for  their  im* 
provement,  has  led  me  to  believe  it  my  duty  to  concen- 
trate as  far  as  possible  my  own  efforts  and  the  facilities 
of  the  State  Department  of  Education  toward  improv- 
ing the  schools  in  the  rural  districts.  A  study  of  the 
reports  covering  the  activities  of  the  city  schools  for  the 
year  closed  Sept.  30th,  indicates  a  gratifying  improve- 
ment. The  enrollment  of  white  children  in  the  city 
schools  last  year  was  75,531  as  compared  with  68,152 
for  the  preceding  year,  or  an  increase  of  18%.  The  col- 
ored schools  located  in  the  cities  showed  an  enrollment 
of  26,947,  or  an  increase  of  4%  over  the  enrollment  in 
1912  of  25,841. 

In  average  attendance  there  was  an  increase  of  10% 
among  the  children  of  the  white  schools  of  the  cities, 
and  a  bare  increase  of  one-half  of  one  per  cent  in  aver- 
age attendance  among  the  negro  children  in  the  city 
schools.  Even  in  these  schools  the  need  of  compulsory 
attendance  is  plainly  apparent,  when  white  children  or- 
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dinarDy  with  fairly  good  school  facilities  make  only 
two-thirds  full  time  as  shown  by  these  reports. 

The  length  of  the  term  in  the  city  schools  increased 
for  the  white  children  from  169  days  in  1912  to  175  days 
in  1913.  The  length  of  term  in  the  city  schools  for  ne- 
groes increased  from  144  days  in  1912  to  164  days  in 
1913.  Most  of  the  city  schools,  in  fact,  have  a  nine- 
months'  session.  A  few  of  them  maintain  open  doors 
for  only  about  eight  months. 

The  number  of  schools  for  white  children  located  in 
cities  increased  from  335  a  year  ago  to  345  this  year, 
while  the  schools  for  negroes  in  the  cities  were  de- 
creased in  number  from  169  to  160.  There  may  have 
been  some  consolidation  of  several  small  schools  into 
one  large  one,  or  there  may  have  been  some  negro 
schools  abandoned  in  the  'cities.  The  reports  do  not  in- 
dicate any  explanation  of  these  figures. 

NUMBER  OP  TBACHBBS  EMPLOYED  IN  THE  CITY  SCHOOLS. 

For  the  year  covered  by  this  report,  there  were  em- 
ployed in  the  city  schools  for  white  children  1,877 
teachers,  and  for  the  negi'o  children  446  teachers.  A 
year  ago  these  corresponding  figures  were  relatively 
1,751  and  437,  showing  an  increase  of  8%  in  the  num- 
ber of  teachers  in  the  city  schools  for  white  children, 
and  a  very  slight  increase  in  the  number  of  teachers  for 
the  negro  schools. 

CERTIFICATES  HELD. 

The  city  teachers,  as  a  rule,  hold  higher  grade  certifi- 
cates than  those  in  the  country  schools.  For  example, 
the  white  teachers  in  the  city  schools,  as  shown  by  this 
report,  held  442  life  grade,  611  first  grades,  532  second 
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grades,  and  232  third  grades.  These  figures  indicate 
only  a  slight  variation  from  the  preceding  year.  Among 
the  colored  teachers  in  the  city  schools,  the  certificate 
holdings  were  as  follows :  51  life  grades,  26  first  grades, 
198  second  grades,  and  171  third  grades.  Here  again 
the  certificate  holdings  show  but  little  change  over  the 
preceding  year. 

Really  the  chief  advantage  which  the  city  schools  of- 
fer over  the  rural  schools  is  in  the  length  of  the  term, 
the  better  school  buildings,  and  the  better  equipment. 
The  terms  are  made  longer  because  the  cities  pay  con- 
siderable supplement  to  extend  the  terms.  Moreover, 
the  cities  are  authorized,  under  the  constitution,  to  sell 
bonds  for  the  erection  of  schoolhouses  and  to  levy  taxes 
for  the  payment  of  interest  on  these  bonds.  The  rural 
schools  have  no  such  privileges,  but  they  ought  to  have 
them. 

LIBBAEIES  IN  CITY  SCHOOLS. 

A  much  larger  percentage  of  the  public  schools  in  the 
cities  are  provided  with  libraries  than  of  the  rural 
schools.  For  example,  of  the  345  white  schools  located 
in  cities,  231  are  provided  with  libraries.  In  like  man- 
ner, the  systematic  studying  of  the  Reading  Circle 
books  is  more  general  among  the  city  schools  than  in 
the  rural  schools.  They  can  easily  assemble  in  their 
teachers'  meetings  and  thus  maintain  a  more  lively  in- 
terest in  professional  study  than  can  the  average  rural 
teacher  who  is  generally  remote  from  any  of  his  co- 
workers. 

TALUH  OF  SCHOOLHOUSE  SITES  AND  EQUIPMENT  IN  CITIES. 

The  reports  indicate  a  valuation  under  this  heading 
of  a  little  more  than  f 5,000,000  for  the  white  schools, 
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and  about  one-third  of  a  million  for  the  negro  schools. 
Let  it  be  remembered  that  the  entire  valuation  of  all  the 
public  school  buildings  in  the  State,  both  city  and  rural, 
including  houses,  equipment  and  furnishings,  is  |7,280,- 
000.  Thus  we  see  that  the  valuations  under  this  head- 
ing in  the  cities  where  only  one-fourth  of  the  children 
live  are  about  twice  as  much  as  valuations  in  the  rural 
sections  where  three-fourths  of  the  children  live.  Thus 
the  school  equipment^  including  the  value  of  the  house 
and  the  grounds  and  the  furnishings,  for  one  city  child 
is  about  six  times  as  much  as  that  provided  for  a  child 
in  the  country.  Let  it  be  remembered,  however,  that 
the  cities  themselves  have  provided  and  paid  for  this 
school  equipment,  and  they  have  paid  for  it  out  of  their 
own  city  taxes,  or  they  have  issued  bonds  upon  which 
they  are  paying  interest  for  these  buildings  and  equip- 
ment. The  State  Government,  as  we  have  seen  in  this 
report,  renders  financial  assistance  in  the  building  and 
repairing  of  rural  schools,  whereas  the  State  offers  no 
assistance  whatever  financially  to  incorporated  towns 
and  cities  in  the  erection  or  repairing  of  their  school 
buildings.  These  comparisons  are  presented  merely  to 
show  how  poorly  the  rural  children  are  provided  with 
suitable  schoolhouses  and  equipment.  It  is  a  well- 
known  fact  also  that  the  school  facilities  in  most  of  the 
cities  are  by  no  means  adequate  to  their  needs. 

SALARIES  OF  CITY  TEACHERS. 

The  average  salaries  paid  to  white  teachers  in  the  cit- 
ies of  Alabama  were  f  1,296  for  the  men  and  |547  for 
the  women.  A  year  ago  these  corresponding  salaries 
were  Jl,160  and  |509.  The  salaries  paid  negro  teachers 
in  the  cities  during  the  year  covered  by  this  report  were 
for  the  men  |446 ;  for  the  women  J264.  A  year  ago  tl^ese 
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salaries  for  the  negro  teachers  in  the  cities  were  |468 
and  f326  respectively. 

FINANCIAL  RECEIPTS  IN  CITY  SCHOOLS. 

Last  year  the  city  schools  received  a  State  appropria- 
tion of  1535,513,  or  about  |50,000  more  than  was  re- 
ceived from  the  same  source  a  year  ago.  The  city 
schools  received  last  year  from  county  appropriations, 
the  one-mill  tax,  etc.,  f311,000,  whereas  these  schools 
received  a  year  ago  from  the  same  source  about  $296,- 
000.  From  city  appropriations,  money  raised  by  the 
cities  and  appropriated  to  their  own  schools,  there  was 
a  total  income  of  about  half  a  million  dollars  last  year, 
which  is  slightly  less  than  the  income  from  the  same 
source  a  year  ago.  The  total  receipts  for  city  schools 
during  the  year  covered  by  this  report  were  $1,683,000, 
or  an  increase  of  4%  over  the  preceding  year  when  they 
received  $1,608,000.  This  includes  tuition  and  matricu- 
lation fees. 

CITY  SCHOOL  DISBURSEMENTS. 

For  salaries  of  city  superintendents  in  1913  the  cities 
expended  $50,175,  or  nearly  $5,000  more  than  was  ex- 
pended during  the  preceding  year,  an  increase  of  about 
10%.  For  assistant  superintendents  and  supervising 
principals,  the  cities  paid  last  year  $69,000  or  15%  less 
than  they  paid  the  year  before.  In  the  year  1912  the 
cities  expended  $81,000  under  this  head.  The  salaries 
of  principals  in  cities  during  the  year  1913  amounted 
to  $231,799,  whereas  in  1912  the  cities  expended  under 
this  heading  $212,825.  For  the  purpose  of  classifica- 
tion, a  principal  is  recognized  as  one  who  devotes  more 
than  half  his  time  to  actual  teaching  in  the  classroom 
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and  the  remainder  to  supervising  the  work  of  his  asso- 
ciate teachers.  A  supervising  principal  is  recognized 
as  one  who  devotes  more  than  half  his  time  to  the  work 
of  supervision  and  the  remainder  to  actual  classroom 
instruction. 

During  the  year  covered  by  this  report,  the  cities  ex- 
pended for  salaries  of  teachers  |905,546.  This  item  a 
year  ago  cost  the  cities  $842,861,  the  present  year  being 
an  increase  over  the  preceding  of  about  7%.  The  total 
disbursements  for  teachers  and  supervisors,  including 
superintendents,  in  the  year  1913,  were  $1,256,585.  One 
year  ago  this  total  expenditure  was  $1,182,469.  The 
year  just  closed,  therefore,  shows  an  increased  expendi- 
ture of  6%.  For  all  purposes,  including  salaries  of 
teachers,  janitors,  repairs,  new  buildings,  and  inciden- 
tal upkeep,  the  city  schools  expended  during  the  year 
covered  by  this  report,  $1,683,000.  A  year  ago  they 
spent  $1,608,000.  The  increased  total  expenditure  thi» 
year  over  last  was  about  4%. 

COUNTY  HIGH  SCHOOLS. 

Since  the  law  was  passed  some  years  ago  allowing  the 
location  of  a  county  high  school  in  each  county  of  the 
State,  fifty  such  schools  have  been  located  and  organ- 
ized. Two  others  have  been  located  but  the  buildings 
have  not  yet  been  erected,  and  therefore  they  are  not 
organized. 

The  total  enrollment  for  last  year  in  these  fifty 
schools  was  4,570,  or  an  average  of  91  students  in  each 
school.  A  year  ago,  when  forty-two  schools  were  cov- 
ered in  the  annual  report,  the  average  enrollment  was 
90.  The  average  attendance  in  each  school  for  last  year 
was  77  students. 
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Of  the  total  enrollment,  4,570,  the  students  who  at- 
tended these  schools  from  a  distance,  not  local  students, 
were  1,725,  a  little  more  than  one-third  of  the  entire 
student-body. 

The  graduates  from  the  county  high  schools  for  the 
year  covered  by  this  report  numbered  299.  The  records 
show  that  the  average  of  all  the  students  in  the  county 
high  schools  is  about  seventeen  years.  The  number  of 
teachers  employed  was  155.  It  is  interesting  to  note 
that  the  report  of  three  years  ago  touching  this  subject 
showed  in  the  thirty-two  county  high  schools  then  es- 
tablished, an  enrollment  of  1816,  whereas  the  same  thir- 
ty-two schools  this  year  show  an  enrollment  of  3,015,  or 
an  increase  of  66%  in  three  years.  These  county  high 
schools  maintain  a  four-year  high  school  course  above 
the  seventh  grade.  The  High  School  Commission  is 
authorized  under  certain  conditions  to  allow  the  sev- 
enth gi'ade  to  be  taught  in  the  high  school  building  pro- 
vided the  salary  of  such  teacher  is  obtained  from  other 
sources  than  through  the  regular  high  school  appropri- 
ation. It  devolves,  therefore,  upon  the  local  patronage 
to  furnish  in  some  way  to  the  treasurer  of  the  county 
high  school  the  salary  of  the  seventh  grade  teacher  if  the 
seventh  grade  is  taught  in  connection  with  the  county 
high  school.  These  institutions  are  doing  a  good  work 
and  they  are  growing  in  popular  favor.  Of  course  they 
are  somewhat  more  popular  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of 
their  location  than  they  are  in  other  sections  of  a  given 
county.  It  is  plainly  apparent  to  any  thinking  man 
that  a  high  school  course  cannot  be  provided  at  public 
expense  in  walking  distance  of  every  boy  and  girl  in 
the  State.  For  years  to  come  in  Alabama,  the  ideal  to- 
ward which  we  are  striving  is  the  establishment  of  high 
school  facilities  so  favorably  located  that  any  boy  or 
girl  who  has  finished  the  common  school  course  of  seven 
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grades  may,  by  riding  or  driving,  attend  a  good  high 
school  and  return  home  at  night.  That  condition  does 
not  exist  now,  but  that  U  the  ideal  toward  which  we  are 
tending.  In  this  connection,  it  is  worth  while  to  say 
that  the  course  of  study  and  the  instruction  given  in 
the  county  high  school  should  be  directed  toward  giving 
each  student  as  far  as  possible  a  suitable  training  for 
the  duties  and  responsibilities  of  good  citizenship.  The 
course,  therefore,  should  be  made  thoroughly  practical, 
yet  at  the  same  time  it  should,  and  does,  upon  its  com-' 
pletion,  fit  its  graduates  to  meet  fully  all  the  college  en- 
trance requirements. 

HIGH  SCHOOL  VISnORS. 

For  several  years,  through  arrangements  made  with- 
out any  cost  to  the  State  of  Alabama,   county   high 
schools,  together  with  the  town  and  city  high  schools, 
have  had  provided  for  them  official  inspectors  or  visi- 
tors, whose  services  have  been  exceedingly  valuable  in 
the  promotion  of  secondary  education  in  this   State. 
One  of  the  inspectors  is  Prof.  J.  S.  Thomas,  connected 
with  the  State  University  at  Tuscaloosa.    The  other  is 
Prof.  J.  B.  Hobdy,  connected  with  the  Alabama  Poly- 
technic   Institute   at   Auburn.     These  gentlemen  make 
weekly  or  monthly  reports  to  my  office  and  keep  me  ad- 
vised   of   the   actual   conditions   in    the    county    high 
schools,  thus  enabling   the   High    School    Commission, 
composed  of  the  Governor,  the  Auditor,  and  the  Super- 
intendent of  Education,  to  keep  in  the  closest  touch  with 
all  these  schools.    The  course  of  study  is  made  uniform 
and  the  constant  visiting  several  times  a  year  of  these 
inspectors  enables  the   State   to  maintain   a   uniform 
standard  among  them  as  to  the  quality  of  instruction 
given,  besides  greatly  assisting  in  fostering  the  proper 
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high  school  spirit  among  the  people  throughout  the 
State.  These  gentlemen  who  visit  the  high  schools  of- 
ficially are  doing  a  most  valuable  work  for  the  State. 
They  are  tactful,  energetic,  progressive  and  thoroughly 
well  suited  for  the  work  which  they  are  doing.  They 
have  my  warmest  commendation. 

AGRICULTURAL  SCHOOLS. 

In  each  congressional  district  there  is  located  and 
maintained  by  the  State  an  agricultural  school  for  the 
scientific  instruction  of  Alabama  youth  in  agriculture 
and  all  its  kindred  branches.  Last  summer  at  the  close 
of  the  year's  work,  the  Board  of  Control  of  these  schools 
re-organized  coinpletely  the  course  of  study  with  a  view 
to  making  agriculture  and  agricultural  instruction  both 
in  theory  and  practice  the  paramount  consideration  for 
every  student  connected  with  these  institutions.  What- 
ever criticsm  the  public  may  have  made  of  these  dis- 
trict schools  was  based  upon  the  theory  that  they  were 
not  doing  the  full  amount  of  agricultural  work  intend- 
ed by  the  law  establishing  them.  The  Board  believes 
that  the  complete  re-organization  of  the  course  of  study 
upon  which  these  schools  have  entered  for  the  year  now 
begun,  will  remove  all  basis  for  reasonable  complaint  of 
this  kind. 

With  the  subject  of  scientific  agriculture  being  em- 
phasized in  so  many  ways  throughout  this  State,  which, 
in  the  very  nature  of  things,  must  always  be,  first  of  all, 
an  agricultural  state,  there  is  no  sort  of  doubt  that 
every  one  of  these  schools  has  a  most  important  func- 
tion to  perform  in  the  teaching  of  practical,  scientific 
agriculture. 

The  average  attendance  in  these  nine  schools  last 
year  was  164,  or  a  total  in  the  nine  schools  of  1,477.

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These  figures  show  an  increase  over  the  previous  year  of 
about  2V^%  and  an  increase  in  three  years  of  16%. 

NORMAL  SCHOOLS. 

The  State  maintains  sLk  normal  schools  for  white 
teachers,  and  one  normal  school  (at  Montgomery)  for 
colored  teachers,  besides  ontributing  to  the  maintenance 
of  the  normal  and  industrial  schools  at  Tuskegee  and 
at  Normal,  Alabama.  The  normal  schools  for  the  train- 
ing of  white  teachers  are  located  at  Florence,  Jackson- 
ville, Livingston,  Troy,  Daphne,  and  Moundville.  The 
first  four  named  are  ranked  as  "Class  A''  schools,  and 
the  last  two  as  **Class  B,"  the  income  to  the  Class  A 
schools  being  four  times  as  much  each  as  that  of  the 
Class  B  schools.  Consequently  the  course  of  study,  the 
patronage,  the  equipment,  and  the  teaching  force  in  a 
Class  A  School  are  wholly  different  from  that  of  a 
Class  B  school. 

Professional  training  us  a  suitable  preparation  for 
teachers  who  are  about  to  assume  that  responsible  re- 
lationship to  the  public  schools  is  now  almost  univer- 
sally recognized  as  a  prime  necessity  if  our  public 
school  system  is  to  meet  fully  its  responsibilities  to  the 
people  in  giving  to  the  youth  of  the  country  a  suitable 
training  and  education  which  will  fully  justify  the 
maintenance  at  large  public  expense  of  our  public 
school  system.  The  fact  that  a  person  is  a  graduate  of 
a  high  school  is  no  more  guarantee  that  such  a  person 
is  fitted  to  enter  at  once  upon  the  duties  of  a .  school 
tea(*her  than  that  he  is  fitted  to  enter  the  profession  of 
law  or  medicine  or  dentistry.  The  public  in  Alabama  is 
at  last  beginning  to  recognize  the  correctness  of  this 
proposition. 
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In  some  States  it  is  quite  difficult  for  a  person  to 
obtain  employment  as  a  teacher  unless  he  is  a  graduate 
of  some  reputable  normal  school.  In  Alabama  the  time 
was,  and  still  exists  to  some  extent,  when  the  boards  of 
education,  especially  in  the  rural  sections,  consider  a 
young  person  fully  qualified  to  enter  the  schoolroom  as 
a  teacher  if  he  is  merely  equipped  with  some  sort  of 
teacher's  certificate.  Such  communities  are  really  not 
to  blame,  because  they  have  not  had  an  opportunity, 
perhaps,  of  seeing  the  difference  in  results  from  the 
hands  of  a  teacher  who  is  trained  for  his  work  and  one 
who  is  getting  his  training  by  practicing  on  the  public 
without  the  helpful  guidance  of  some  suitable  profes- 
sional training. 

The  number  of  students  enrolled  in  the  six  white  nor- 
mal schools  last  year  was  2,137,  or  an  average  of  356. 
These  figures  are  about  the  same  as  those  reported  a 
year  ago.  The  number  of  graduates  was  134  as  com- 
pared with  114  the  previous  year,  and  lOS  three  years 
ago,  showing  an  increase  of  17%  in  one  year  and  of 
24%  in  three  years. 

The  number  of  teachers  employed  in  the  white  nor- 
mal schools  last  year  was  91,  whereas  92  were  em- 
ployed the  previous  year.  Of  course  a  large  percentage 
of  the  student-body  in  a  normal  school  find  themselves 
compelled  to  leave  without  gi^aduating,  but  such  stu- 
dents receive  training  and  they  are  strengthened  for 
their  work  in  proportion  to  the  time  they  were  able  to 
remain  in  such  a  teacher-training  institution. 

The  three  institutions  above  referred  to,  maintained 
for  negroes,  showed  an  enrollment  last  year  of  4,128,  or 
an  average  of  1,376.  A  year  ago  the  enrollment  in  these 
institutions  was  3,963  wdth  an  average  of  1,321,  and 
three  years  ago  the  enrollment  was  3,298  or  an  average 
of  1,076.    The  number  of  graduates  in  these  three  negro 
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institutions  last  year  was  255,  the  year  before  243,  and 
three  years  ago  167.  A  study  in  detail  of  the  statistics 
furnished  by  each  of  the  normal  schools,  both  those  for 
white,  teachers  and  those  for  the  negroes,  set  forth  else- 
where in  this  report,  will  prove  interesting  reading. 


UNIVERSITY  OF  ALABAMA. 

Elsewhere  in  this  volume  will  be  found  an  interesting 
report  of  the  great  work  which  is  being  done  by  the 
University  of  Alabama,  and  the  reader's  special  atten- 
tion, is  being  called  to  an  examination  of  all  the  facts 
set  forth  in  that  report.  The  enrollment  for  last  year 
was  the  largest  in  its  history,  1,212,  of  which  number 
562  were  students  in  the  summer  school  and  650  in  its 
regular  nine-months'  session. 

AI'BURN  AND  MONTEVALLO. 

The  detailed  report  made  by  the  presidents  of  these 
two  institutions,  found  elsewhere  in  this  volume,  speak 
for  themselves,  and  will  prove  especiallj'  interesting  to 
every  citizen  of  Alabama.  The  large  enrollment  of  794 
in  the  Alabama  Polytechnic  Institute,  and  525  in  the 
Girls'  Technical  Institute,  would  seem  to  be  about  the 
full  capacity  of  the  two  institutions  as  constituted  at 
present.  These  figures  showing  the  enrollment  are  sub- 
stantially the  same  as  those  reported  a  year  ago. 

PRIVATE  AND  DENOMINATIONAL  SCHOOLS — WHITE. 

The  condition  of  private  and  denominational  schools 
in  this  State,  as  shown  by  the  figures  in  this  report,  in- 
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dicates  a  gratifying  improvement  over  the  figures  re- 
ported a  year  ago.  For  example,  the  enrollment  of  stu- 
dents in  the  elementary  grades  of  these  schools  main- 
tained for  white  children  one  year  ago  was  2,729,  while 
for  the  present  year  they  show  3,664  or  an  increase  of 
nearly  35%.  The  enrollment  and  college  courses  main- 
tained for  white  students  is  3,697  for  the  present  year, 
or  an  increase  of  12%  over  the  enrollment  a  year  ago  of 
3,297.  The  whole  number  attending  these  schools  main- 
tained and  fostered  under  private  or  denominational 
control,  was  7,361  last  year,  as  compared  with  6,026  the 
year  before,  or  an  increase  of  22%. 

Of  the  patronage  of  these  schools  and  colleges,  the 
number  of  boarding  pupils  increased  from  2,325  a  year 
ago  to  2,866  in  the  year  covered  by  this  report,  or  an 
increase  of  23%.  The  graduates  numbered  443  for  this 
year,  and  300  one  year  ago.  The  number  of  teachers 
employed  in  these  private  and  denominational  schools 
for  white  students  increased  from  446  a  year  ago  to  535 
in  the  year  closed  Sept.  30th,  1913. 

The  value  of  school  property  in  this  class  of  institu- 
tions is  now  reported  at  |2,730,000,  while  the  report  one 
year  ago  showed  the  valuation  at  $2,578,000.  The  an- 
nual income  from  all  sources  is  now  reported  at  $510,- 
000  or  an  increase  of  20%  over  a  year  ago  when  the  fig- 
ures were  reportM  at  $428,000. 

The  increased  patronage,  the  larger  maintenance 
fund,  the  growing  value  in  permanent  improvements, 
would  clearly  indicate  that  the  quality  of  the  work 
which  is  being  done  in  these  private  and  denominational 
institutions  is  gratifying  to  the  patronage  which  is  sup- 
porting them.  Of  course  the  boarding  patronage  in  a 
large  measure  was  composed  of  advanced  students  who 
were  pursuing  secondary  and  college  studies. 
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PRIVATE  AND  DENOMINATIONAL  SCHOOLS — COLORED. 

The  enrollment  in  the  elementary  gi*ades  of  these 
schools  was  practically  the  same  for  this  year  as  that 
reported  last  year,  being  6,508  at  present  and  6,472  a 
year  ago.  In  the  high  school  and  collegiate  courses  of 
these  institutions  supported  through  private  means  or 
under  denominational  control  for  the  negro  youth  of 
Alabama,  the  enrollment  increased  from  1,380  a  year 
ago  to  1,415  this  year,  about  3%.  The  entire  patronage, 
therefore,  of  these  negro  schools  reached  the  sum  total 
of  9,018  students  for  the  year  covered  by  this  report, 
and  7,852  reported  a  year  ago,  being  an  increase  of 
about  15%.  Of  these  the  boarding  patronage  numbered 
1,921  students,  an  increase  of  7%  over  the  number  re- 
ported a  year  ago,  1,798.  The  number  of  negroes  grad- 
uating last  year  from  these  schools  was  268,  or  an  in- 
crease of  27%  over  the  previous  year,  211.  In  these 
schools  370  teachers  were  employed,  as  compared  with 
320  a  year  ago.  The  total  valuations  of  this  school 
property  maintained  for  negroes,  is  now  a  little  more 
than  a  million  dollars,  the  report  showing  the  figures  at 
$1,159,692.  This  is  an  increase  of  about  $200,000  over 
the  year  before.  The  income  from  all  sources  for  the 
maintenance  of  these  schools  is  given  as  $269,000,  prac- 
tically the  same  as  that  reported  a  year  ago. 

TEACHERS^  INSTITUTES. 

The  recent  law  enacted  on  this  subject,  which  has 
been  operative  for  three  years,  has  demonstrated  the 
wisdom  of  the  Legislature  in  reorganizing  the  work  on 
this  subject.    Except  life  certificate  holders,  every  pub- 
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lie  school  teacher  in  this  State,  unless  excused  by  the 
county  superintendents  and  chairmen  of  the  county 
boards,  is  now  required  to  attend  for  one  week  during 
the  institute  season  in  the  summer  a  county  institute 
directed  by  the  most  expert  teaching  talent  available  in 
the  State.  The  teachers  themselves  are  doing  their 
whole  duty  in  this  regard  and  they  are  doing  it  cheer- 
fully, thus  growing  in  efficiency  with  each  passing  year. 
They  are,  in  the  main,  doing  a  higher  grade  of  w^ork 
than  in  former  years,  and  with  few  exceptions  they  are 
earning  more  than  they  are  receiving.  The  quality  of 
the  work  done  in  any  school  is  rightly  estimated  almost 
exclusively  by  the  quality  of  the  teachers  employed. 
Any  measure  which  strengthens  a  teacher  will  strength- 
en the  school.  Our  records  show  that  about  two-thirds 
of  the  teaching  force  in  Alabama  are  women.  Their 
average  tenure  of  service  in  the  schoolroom  is  perhaps 
about  four  years.  Most  of  them,  by  that  time,  consent 
to  get  married  and  leave  the  schoolroom.  Institute 
work,  therefore,  is  necessarily  continuous  through  nil 
time  to  come.  Occasionally  we  find  a  teacher  who  does 
not  take  kindly  to  institute  work,  apparently  on  the 
ground  that  there  is  nothing  more  he  can  learn.  School 
boards  are  not  seeking  the  services  of  such  teachers. 

The  growing  percentage  of  our  teachers  are  becoming 
to  realize  more  and  more  the  vital  importance  or'  con- 
necting the  schoolroom  work  wath  home  life  and  com- 
munity interest,  recognizing  as  they  do  that  the  train- 
ing in  the  schoolroom  should  fit  the  children  for  the  life 
w^hich  they  are  to  live.  Every  possible  emphasis  has 
been  drawn  upon  by  this  office  to  encourage  this  whole- 
some tendency  to  make  practical  the  teaching  in  the 
schoolroom  by  applying  the  lessons  learned  to  the  im- 
provement of  their  home  environments. 
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COUNTY  BOARDS  AND  LOCAL  TRUSTEES. 

In  another  place  in  this  report  will  be  found  the  per- 
sonnel of  the  county  boards  of  education.  These  gen- 
tlemen, each  board  in  its  own  county,  under  the  laws 
of  this  State,  have  entire  charge  of  the  public  schools, 
maintaining  such  rules  and  regulations  as,  in  their 
opinion,  will  promote  the  best  interest  of  public  educa- 
tion. They  determine,  upon  the  recommendations  of 
local  trustees,  what  teachers  shall  be  employed  and 
what  salaries  they  shall  receive.  The  wide  range  of  au- 
thority clothed  by  law  upon  these  boards  measures  the 
weighty  responsibility  placed  upon  them.  Incidentally, 
their  compensation,  a  maximum  of  $20.00  annually, 
does  not  begin  to  pay  their  necessary  expenses  in  the 
earnest  and  conscientious  discharge  of  their  duty.  They 
are  but  human,  and  therefore  may  occasionally  fall  into 
errors  of  judgment,  but  the  mistakes  which  they  make 
are  few  in  comparison  with  the  number  of  inconsiderate 
and  groundless  complaints  made  by  a  large  number  of 
school  communities  which  find  fault  with  the  adminis- 
tration of  these  county  boards.  Self-interest  results, 
usually,  in  nearly  all  the  communities  of  any  county, 
feeling  that  they  did  not  receive  a  full  share  of  the  pub-, 
lie  fund.  In  a  few  counties  the  custom  is  still  main- 
tained oif  apportioning  money  to  districts  on  a  per  cap- 
ita basis  rather  than  of  recognizing  the  letter  and  the 
spirit  of  the  law,  and  the  Constitution  itself,  which  re- 
quires the  county  boards  to  apportion  money  and  em- 
ploy teachers  in  such  a  manner  as  to  maintain  all  the 
schools  as  nearly  as  practicable  the  same  length  of  time. 
The  county,  therefore,  is  the  sole  unit  of  distribution 
and  not  the  school  district. 
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The  duties  and  responsibilities  of  local  trustees  are 
very  much  diminished  under  our  county  board  system. 
The  function  of  local  trustees  is  largely  that  of  making 
recommendations  to  the  county  board.  The  mistake 
often  made^  perhaps,  by  county  boards  is  in  following 
some  recommendations  of  local  trustees  which,  in  the 
better  judgment  of  the  <*ounty  boards,  ought  not  be  sus- 
tained. The  duty  of  local  trustees  in  observing  closely 
the  work  done  by  the  teachers  and  in  securing  the  most 
cordial  co-operation  between  teachers  and  patrons,  is  of 
itself  a  very  decided  responsibility,  and  ought  to  receive 
a  larger  share  of  attention  on  the  part  of  local  trustees. 

METHOD  or  PAYING  TEACHERS. 

During  the  period  of  two  years  a  new  method  has  pre- 
vailed in  Alabama  of  making  monthly  payments  to 
school  teachers.  They  now  receive  their  salaries  at  the 
hands  of  some  banker,  treasurer  of  public  school  funds, 
who  serves  without  pay  in  return  for  having  the  privi- 
lege of  carrying  the  account  at  his  bank.  The  county 
superintendent  makes  out  his  payroll  in  duplicate,  as 
heretofore,  but  instead  of  paying  the  teachers  himself, 
and  ofttimes  having  to  receipt  the  payroll  for  absent 
teachers  and  of  being  under  suspicion  by  his  enemies  of 
securing  a  receipted  payroll  of  some  negro  for  a  larger 
amount  than  the  negro  actually  received,  the  present 
system  removes  the  possibility  of  any  such  suspicion, 
the  county  superintendent  only  making  out  the  payroll 
and  the  treasurer  assuming  all  responsibility  in  the  ac- 
tual work  of  paying  the  teachers.  It  would  be  practi- 
cally impossible  now  to  bring  about  a  collusion  on  the 
part  of  the  teacher,  a  banker,  and  the  county  superin- 
tendent to  obtain  a  receipted  payroll  for  any  larger 
amount  than  was  actually  paid  the  teacher.     It  is  not 
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intimated  here  that  irregularities  of  this  kind  ever  ex- 
isted, but  making  such  a  thing  above  suspicion  and 
practically  impossible,  will  commend  the  system  to  the 
public.  No  <lifticulty  has  been  met  in  finding  bankers 
willing  to  make  their  own  bonds  and  to  do  this  work  for 
nothing.  In  fact,  most  communities  have  sharp  contests 
among  the  bankers  as  to  who  shall  have  the  privilege  of 
carrying  the  account.  The  State  Examiners  have  ex- 
pressed unqualitied  endorsement  and  approval  of  the 
change  thus  effected  in  the  manner  of  paying  teachers. 

COUNTY  SUPERINTENDENTS. 

The  records  show  that  a  larger  percentage  of  county 
superintendents  are  now  devoting  themselves  wholly  to 
the  duties  of  their  office  than  at  any  other  time  in  the 
history  of  Alabama.  Many  of  them  are  highly  efficient 
schoolmen,  able  to  make  valuable  suggestions  to  the 
teachers  whom  they  visit.  All  of  them  are  practical 
men  and  by  visiting  a  school  would  lend  encouragement 
to  the  t^eacher  and  the  community  through  the  very  fact 
that  the  county  superintendent  had  made  such  a  visit. 
The  teacher,  the  pupils  and  the  community  will  all  be 
more  diligent  in  jwomoting  the  interests  of  the  school 
and  its  surroundings  if  by  the  custom  of  the  county  su- 
perintendent he  is  liable  to  visit  them  at  an  hour  when 
they  know  not. 

The  cordial  relations  and  the  hearty  co-operation  ex- 
isting between  this  office  and  the  strong  body  of  men 
who  constitute  the  county  superintendents  of  Alabama 
is  one  of  the  most  gratifying  features  connected  in  any 
personal  way  with  my  administration.  They  have  my 
warmest  commendation  for  the  good  w^ork  done. 

Slightly  more  than  half  the  county  superintendents 
who  served  during  the  four-year  period  just  ended  will 
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continue  for  another  term  of  four  years  just  begun.  My 
heartiest  good  wishes  are  extended  to  the  new  men  who 
have  entered  upon  this  responsible  relationship  to  the 
public  schools  as  well  as  to  those  who  have  served  in 
the  past  and  who  will  continue  for  the  future.  It  is  dif- 
ficult to  believe  that  any  State  Superintendent  ever  had 
or  ever  can  have  any  more  fully  and  completely  the  cor- 
dial co-operation  of  the  county  superintendents  of  Ala- 
bama than  has  been  accorded  to  me  during  my  term.  It 
has  been  my  earnest  desire  to  serve  the  public  through 
them  and  to  make  the  State  Department  of  Education 
as  helpful  to  the  oflSce  of  county  superintendent  as  it  is 
possible  to  make  it.  I  shall  ever  treasure  the  personal 
friendship  and  my  official  relations  with  the  county  su- 
perintendents. 

PUBLIC  SCHOOL  LANDS. 

During  the  past  three  years  a  large  share  of  my  at- 
tention has  been  given  in  an  earnest  effort  co-operating 
with  the  State  Land  Agent,  Hon.  W.  J.  Martin,  to  re- 
cover for  the  State  those  sixteenth  section  lands  which, 
according  to  the  records  in  the  Land  Office,  still  belong 
to  the  State  as  school  lands,  although  occupied  and 
claimed  in  many  instances  by  others.  The  Board  of 
Compromise,  consisting  of  the  Governor,  the  Attorney- 
General,  and  the  Superintendent  of  Education,  is  au- 
thorized under  the  law,  to  adjust  all  conflicting  claims 
of  this  kind,  and  the  board  is  pursuing  an  aggressive 
policy  in  its  determination  to  clear  up  these  conflicting 
claims  between  the  State  and  the  citizens,  having  a  care 
always  both  for  the  protection  of  the  public  school  fund 
and  for  the  individual  rights,  whatever  they  may  be,  of 
the  claimants  of  any  of  these  lands. 
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During  the  year  covered  by  this  report,  the  sum  of 
$25,571.23  was  paid  into  the  treasury  as  an  addition  to 
the  permanent  school  fund  on  which  the  public  schools 
are  to  receive  through  all  time  an  income  of  6%  annual- 
l3\  The  larger  part  of  this  income  during  the  past  year 
was  derived  from  sixteenth  section  and  indemnity  lands 
sold  by  the  Superintendent  of  Education  with  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Governor.  No  school  land  is  sold  except 
following  a  public  advertisement  through  newspapers 
for  several  weeks,  announcing  the  time  and  place  at 
which  bids  will  be  received.  Unless  thorough  investi- 
gation showed  that  the  price  offered  was  a  full  valua- 
tion of  the  land,  such  bids  were  always  rejected.  It  is 
not  improbable  that  many  thousands  of  acres  of  these 
school  lands  during  the  past  fifty  years  have  been  lost 
to  the  State  through  a  policy  pursued  in  such  matters 
less  vigorous  than  the  interests  in  hand  made  necessa- 
ry. In  many  instances  squatters  took  possession  of  the 
land,  remaining  unmolested  for  many  years,  perhaps 
selling  to  innocent  purchasers.  These  purchasers  after- 
wards resold  to  other  innocent  purchasers  who  now  oc- 
cupy some  of  these  lands  rightfully  belonging  to  the 
school  children  of  Alabama.  An  aroused  public  inter- 
est is  now  manifest  on  this  subject,  more  pronounced, 
perhaps,  and  offering  a  brighter  prospect  for  a  clearing 
of  the  situation  than  at  any  time  in  the  past. 


ADOPTION  OF  TEXT-BOOKS. 

During  the  year  just  closed,  it  became  necessary,  un- 
der the  Text-book  Law,  at  the  end  of  a  five-year  period, 
to  select  and  adopt  public  school  textbooks  for  a  period 
of  five  years  beginning  Sept.  1,  1913.  Under  the  terms 
of  the  present  law  the  Text-book  Commission  cannot  be 
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appointed  until  March  1st  in  the  year  of  adoption,  and 
the  work  of  the  Text-book  Commission  must  be  com- 
pleted in  time  for  all  the  books  selected  to  be  stamped 
with  the  Alabama  price  and  distributed  throughout  the 
State  by  Sept.  1st  following,  in  the  same  year.  Six 
months  is  not  enough  time  in  which  to  discharge  this 
responsible  duty  and  to  permit  the  Text-book  Commis- 
sion to  satisfy  itself  on  both  the  merits  of  the  boo^s  and 
the  comparative  prices  at  which  the  books  are  offered. 

In  selecting  textbooks  for  another  five-year  period  the 
present  Text-book  Commission  readopted  72%  of  the 
books  in  use  during  the  preceding  five  years  ( not  count- 
ing copy  books  and  drawing  books  which  are  not  sub- 
ject to  exchange).  In  addition  to  saving  without  change 
nearly  three-fourths  of  the  books  already  in  the  hands 
of  the  children,  the  Text-book  Commission  secured  from 
the  publishers  a  highly  advantageous  concession  known 
as  "promotional  exchange"  which  allows  a  student 
when  promoted  to  a  higher  grade  to  offer  his  old  books 
at  half  the  value  of  their  original  cost  in  part  payment 
for  new  books  on  the  same  subject  in  the  next  higher 
grade.  This  promotional  exchange  privilege  is  in  addi- 
tion to  the  regular  exchange  privileges  which  have  al- 
ways existed  during  the  ten  years'  operation  of  the 
Text-book  Law,  which  requires  the  publishers  to  sell  at 
half  price  any  adopted  book  when  a  corresponding  old 
book  is  offered  in  exchange  for  it.

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BOARD  OF  EXAMINERS. 

The  State  Board  of  Examiners  for  Teachers,  of  which 
the  Superintendent  of  .Education  is  ex-oflficio  chairman, 
is  an  adjunct  department  of  the  Superintendent's  of- 
lice  y(»t  separate  and  apart  in  a  large  measure  in  the 
administration  of  its  own  duties.  This  board  is  charged 
with  the  duty  of  maintaining  the  highest  possible 
scholastic  standing  among  teachers,  recognizing  that  a 
number  of  applicants  suflBciently  large  to  meet  all  rea- 
sonable demands  for  supplying  the  schools,  must  be 
granted  certilicates.  During  the  year  covered  by  this 
report,  more  than  ten  thousand  applicants  took  the  ex- 
amination in  April,  July  and  December.  Approximate- 
ly half  of  them  were  successful.  Having  met  the  test  of 
an  examination,  every  holder  of  a  teacher's  certificate  is 
not  ne<*essarily  a  successful  teiicher.  County  boards  of 
education  and  local  boards  should,  through  personal 
knowledg(\  determine  whether  such  perscm  be  the  pos- 
sessor of  those  attributes  which  go  to  make  the  success- 
ful teacher. 

All  the  expenses  incurred  in  the  printing  and  hand- 
ling of  the  questions,  the  transmission  of  the  examina- 
tion pap(Ts,  the  expenses  of  conducting  the  examina- 
tions, the  salaries  of  all  persons  actively  connected  with 
the  boards,  are  paid  from  the  fees  of  those  who  apply 
for  certificates.  After  paying  all  expenses,  the  net  bal- 
ance this  year  turne<l  into  the  educational  fund  was 
about  twenty-three  hundred  dollars.  The  two  appoint- 
ive members  of  this  board.  Prof.  P.  W.  Hodges,  and 
Miss  Cora  Pearson,  are  highly  eflScient  and  they  have 
been  faithful,  earnest  and  diligent.  Aly  personal  and 
my  official  relations  with  the  members  of  this  board 
have  been  at  all  times  the  most  cordial.     The  ability 
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and  the  tactfulness  with  which  they  have  discharged  the 
responsible  trust  reposed  in  them  secures  from  me  and 
from  the  teaching  force  of  Alabama  a  gi*ateful  acknowl- 
edgment of  duty  well  done. 


EMPLOYEES  IN  THE  OFFICE. 

During  the  past  few  years,  the  growth  in  the  volume 
of  work  required  of  the  State  Department  of  Education 
is  vastly  more,  than  could  be  estimated  by  any  one  who 
has  not  kept  in  close  touch  with  the  constantly  enlarg- 
ing scope  of  activities  touching  the  public  schools  of 
this  State.  Besides  the  transaction  of  the  immense  vol- 
ume of  business  conducted  through  this  office,  the  daily 
correspcmdence  is  exceedingly  heavy.  These  duties  and 
responsibilities  could  not  be  met  except  through  the 
most  diligent  and  faithful  services  of  every  one  connect- 
ed with  the  department.  There  are  no  idle  periods  and 
no  idle  days.  The  highest  quality  of  efficiency  in  the 
accurate  and  rapid  dispatch  of  business  is  required  of 
every  employee.  It  is  most  gratifying  to  state  that  the 
entire  personnel  of  the  office  force  is  all  that  could  be 
desired.  Special  recognition  is  accorded  my  chief  clerk, 
Hon.  W.  F.  Feagin,  whose  untiring  energy  and  capacity 
for  work,  together  with  his  familiarity  with  the  public 
school  system  through  his  long  connection  with  it, 
makes  his  services  well  nigh  inestimable.  The  public 
service  of  a  superintendent  of  education  is  made  valua- 
ble only  by  the  most  cordial  co-operation  and  efficient 
qualifications  of  all  those  upon  whom  he  must  depend. 

In  this  connection  I  take  the  liberty  of  quoting  from 
a  report  made  to  you  a  few  days  ago  by  the  Hon.  J.  T. 
Gorman,  State  Examiner  of  Accounts : 
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"In  obedience  to  instructions  received  from  the 
Executive  Office,  I  have  examined  the  books,  ac- 
counts and  vouchers  of  Hon.  H.  J.  Willingham, 
State  Superintendent  of  Education,  from  Oct.  1st, 
1912,  to  Sept.  30,  1913. 

His  books  are  correctly  and  accurately  kept  in 
every  department. 

Proper  vouchers  are  on  file  for  all  receipts  and 
disbursements. 

There  has  been  much  improvement  and  develop- 
ment in  the  educational  system  in  every  depart- 
ment. 

There  is  an  annual  increase  in  the  State  appro- 
priation for  the  schools. 

The  teachers'  institutes  are  being  better  attended 
and  the  rural  schools  are  being  systematically  in- 
spected. 

In  most  of  the  counties  the  superintendents  of 
education  have  been  placed  on  salaries  instead  of 
commissions,  and  are  devoting  their  entire  time  to 
the  supervision  of  the  schools  in  their  respective 
counties. 

The  schools  require  more  money,  and  a  more  lib- 
eral method  of  local  taxation  should  be  provided. 
When  this  is  done,  Alabama  will  soon  have  one  of 
the  most  successful  and  efficient  systems  of  public 
education  in  the  United  States." 


FINALLY. 

Not  being  eligible,  under  the  law,  for  re-election,  and 
having  accepted  at  the  hands  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 
the  presidency  of  the  State  Normal  School  at  Florence, 
the  writing  of  this  report  terminates  my  official  connec- 
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tioii  with  the  office  of  State  Superintendent  of  Educa- 
tion. 

Through  you,  Governor,  I  am  giving  back  to  the  peo- 
pk»  of  Alabama  the  responsible  office  which  their  gener- 
o.*^ity  placed  in  my  hands.  During  the  three  years  of 
my  incuml)ency  I  have  given  to  it  the  best  services  of 
which  I  was  capable.  It  has  had  my  whole  thought,  my 
whole  time,  and  my  whole  energy.  In  the  transaction 
of  the  people's  business,  the  doors  of  my  office  have  been 
kept  wide  open,  and  I  have  tried  at  all  times  to  remem- 
ber that  "a  public  office  is  a  public  trust."

My  Dear  Mr.  Willingham  :  I  am  submitting  to  you, 
in  accordance  with  your  request,  a  brief  statement  set- 
ting forth  the  progress  of  the  University  of  Alabama 
during  the  past  year. 

A  distinguished  American  who  thoroughly  under- 
stands educational  conditions  in  this  country  recently 
remarked  to  me  that,  considering  the  resources  at  our 
command,  no  American  college  is  able  to  produce  a  rec- 
ord of  such  substantial  progress  as  has  characterized 
the  recent  history  of  the  University  of  Alabama.  This 
progress  has  touched  many  phases  of  our  life  and  ac- 
tivity. 

1.  The  financial  status  of  the  University  of  Alabama^ 
in  spite  of  the  very  inadequate  support  it  is  receiving 
from  the  Legislature,  has  been  steadily  improving  in 
view  of  the  rigid  economy  practiced.  A  modern  system 
of  accounting  has  been  inaugurated.  The  whole  scheme 
of  business  administration  has  been  revolutionized. 

2.  The  curriculum  of  the  college  of  arts  and  sciences 
has  been  enlarged  by  the  creation  of  a  separate  depart- 
ment of  economics  and  sociology.  The  student  body  is 
liberally  electing  these  new  courses. 
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3.  The  law  school  has  been  vastly  strengthened  by 
the  appointment  of  two  full  time  professors.  The  cur- 
riculum has  been  enriched. 

4.  The  campus,  one  of  the  most  beautiful  in  the  coun- 
try, has  been  greatly  improved  by  grading  and  by  the 
construction  of  new  road-ways  and  granolithic  walk- 
ways. 

5.  The  old  college  buildings  have  been  renovated. 
The  exterior  painting  has  brought  them  into  harmony 
with  the  handsome  modern  structures,  thus  giving  the 
effect  of  uniformity  to  the  entire  group. 

6.  Additional  dormitory  space  has  been  provided.  It 
is,  however,  a  fact  that  largely  increased  dormitory  fa- 
cilities are  still  urgently  needed. 

7.  New  quarters  have  been  provided  for  the  Young 
Men's  Christian  Association.  Here  let  me  remark  that 
the  religious  life  of  the  student  body  is  as  fine  as  any 
that  I  have  known. 

8.  The  student  body  has  grown  rapidly.  During  the 
year  1911-12,  including  the  school  of  medicine  and  the 
summer  school,  the  University  of  Alabama  registered 
785  students.  This  session  the  total  will  considerably 
exceed  1,300.  Two  years  ago  there  were  enrolled  at 
Tuscaloosa  in  the  regular  session  only  390  students. 
For  the  present  session  we  have  already  passed  the  six 
hundred  mark. 

9.  The  summer  school  has  developed  with  remarkable 
rapidity.  Two  years  ago  there  were  only  243  students 
enrolled.    Last  summer  we  registered  562. 

10.  The  high  standards  of  admission  have  been  fairly 
enforced  by  Dean  Barnwell.  The  high  school  record  of 
each  student  admitted  has  been  printed  for  public  dis- 
tribution. The  specialist  in  higher  education  of  the  U. 
S.  Bureau  of  Education  at  Washington,  after  examin- 
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ing  this  publication,  says:  "It  shows  on  the  part  of 
the  administration  courage  in  facing  difficulties  in  deal- 
ing with  your  high  schools  and  certain  competing  in- 
stitutions." The  secretary  of  the  General  Education 
Board,  New  York,  writes:  "It  is  really  very  interesting 
and  highly  satisfactory/'  The  former  secretary  of  the 
Carnegie  Foundation,  New  York,  makes  this  comment: 
"You  certainly  have  taken  the  lead  in  cleaning  the 
decks,  so  far  as  the  question  of  admission  is  concerned 
at  the  University  of  Alabama."  The  present  secretary 
of  the  Foundation  strongly  commends  "the  excellent 
method  of  presenting  the  academic  records  of  students 
who  enter  the  University  of  Alabama  as  freshmen." 

11.  The  great  national  standardizing  educational 
agencies  continue  to  show  their  appreciation  of  the 
work  done  by  the  University  of  Alabama.  The  high  rat- 
ing given  the  institution  bj^  impartial  experts  justifies 
every  sacrifice  that  has  been  made  by  its  friends  to 
make  the  University  in  fact  as  well  as  in  name  the  fore- 
most seat  of  learning  in  this  commonwealth.  Fortu- 
nately, intelligent  people  can  not  today  be  deceived  con- 
cerning the  real  standing  of  a  college  as  easily  as  was 
the  case  prior  to  the  coming  of  the  non-partisan  expert. 
The  intelligent  masses  of  the  i)resent  time  are  influ- 
enced by  the  verdict  of  the  disinterested  (»xperf  rather 
than  l)y  the  pleas  of  the  interested  partisan. 

\2.  The  list  of  high  schools  afliliated  with  the  Uni- 
versity of  Alabama  continu(*s  to  expand  in  spite  of  the 
fact  that  certain  so-called  '*colleges''  are  continuing  to 
accept  students  up<m  certificate  from  schools  that  are 
U(.l  standardized.  The  growth  of  the  high  school  sys- 
tem of  Alabanm  is  indeed  a  splendid  spectacle. 

i;^.  The  college  of  engineering  in  all  its  departments 
is  flourishing.    The  fact  that  it  maintains  a  reasonable 
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standard  of  admission  guarantees  the  right  kind  of  stu- 
dent body.  The  substantial  gain  in  numbers  during  the 
last  two  years  shows  that  Alabama  is  more  than  ever  in- 
clined to  support  a  high-grade  college  of  engineering. 
Of  course,  the  demand  for  our  engineering  graduates 
each  year  vastly  exceeds  the  supply. 

14.  The  school  of  education  has  shown  steady  devel- 
opment. It  is  attracting  larger  numbers  each  year.  It 
is  rendering  conspicuous  service  to  the  whole  system  of 
education  in  Alabama.  The  Peabody  chair  of  education, 
established  in  1912,  has  greatly  strengthened  and  en- 
larged the  work  of  this  school. 

13.  The  school  of  medicine  in  Mobile  maintains  its 
high  rank  as  a  Class  A  institution.  It  is  growing  in 
strength  and  efficiency  each  year. 

16.  The  graduate  school  of  medicine  in  Birmingham 
is  beginning  its  work  under  favorable  auspices.  The  au- 
thorities of  the  school  are  co-operating  in  the  present 
movement  for  a  free  dispensary  for  which  the  sum  of 
150,000  has  already  been  subscribed  by  the  citizens  of 
Birmingham. 

17.  The  athletic  interests  of  the  University  are  being 
sanelj"  administered.  We  are  unwilling  to  make  athletic 
achievement  the  matter  of  first  concern.  We  prefer  to 
control  inter-collegiate  sports  by  wise  regulations. 
There  has  been  no  professionalism  at  the  University  of 
Alabama.  We  have  protected  our  academic  standards. 
There  has  not  been,  directly  or  indirectly,  any  evasion 
of  the  letter,  or  the  spirit,  of  the  rules  governing  our 
athletic  relations  with  other  colleges.  To  be  able  to  say 
this  with  good  conscience  is  worth  a  thousand  victories. 

18.  The  recognition  of  the  University  of  Alabama  by 
the  Phi  Beta  Kappa  fraternity,  an  order  based  on  schol- 
arship, is  another  evidence  of  the  high  standing  of  the 
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University  among  the  colleges  of  the  country.    Only 
standard  colleges  are  admitted  to  this  order. 

19.  The  spirit  and  the  atmosphere  of  the  University 
of  Alabama  is  in  every  way  fine  and  helpful.  This  is  its 
largest  asset. 

20.  It  is  proper  to  add  to  this  statement  an  expres- 
sion of  appreciation  of  a  great  gift  recently  made  to  the 
University  by  Mr.  T.  H.  Aldrich,  a  distinguished  citizen 
of  Birmingham.  This  gift,  consisting  of  hundreds  of 
scientific  books  and  a  huge  collection  of  shells,  is  pne  of 
rare  value.  It  will  be  a  perpetual  memorial  to  the 
scholarly  tastes  of  a  man  who  has  amid  a  busy  career 
kept  alive  his  interest  in  natural  history. 

The  University  of  Alabama  rejoices  in  its  greatly  en- 
larged opportunity  to  serve  the  commonwealth  in  high 
and  helpful  ways.  It  invokes  the  aid  of  all  good  citi- 
zens as  it  is  striving  day  by  day  "to  lengthen  its  cords 
and  to  strengthen  its  stakes."

R^HE  forty-first  year  (1913-14)  of  the  history  of  the 
r^^  Alabama  Polytechnic  Institute  was  characterized 
HH  by  continued  prosperity  and  a  spirit  of  excellent 
work  and  fine  observance  of  the  laws  of  the  college  by 
the  student  body. 

Although  the  college  authorities  have  advanced  the 
requirements  for  admission  by  an  additional  year  of 
high  school  preparation,  the  enrollment  for  1912-13  was 
805.  The  senior  and  junior  classes  were  the  largest  in 
the  history  of  the  institution. 

Some  of  the  largest  county  delegations  were  as  fol- 
lows: Lee,  103;  Jefferson,  89;  Montgomery,  38;  Wil- 
cox, 22;  Mobile,  19;  Escambia,  18;  Bibb,  16;  Marengo, 
15.  There  were  in  attendance  students  from  sixteen 
other  States  of  the  Union,  and  four  foreign  countries, 
as  follows:  Georgia,  Florida,  South  Carolina,  Tennes- 
see, Mississippi,  Texas,  Louisiana,  North  Carolina, 
Kentucky,  Virginia,  New  Mexico,  Michigan,  New  York, 
Indiana,  Illinois,  West  Virginia,  Cuba,  Mexico,  Guata- 
mala,  and  Peru. 

The  classification  of  students  was  as  follows :  "^ 

Engineering — Electrical  Engineering,  95 ;  Mechan- 
ical Engineering,  108;  Mining  Engineering,  97;  Civil 
Engineering,  36;  Surveying„^139;  Architecture,  38;  Me- 
chanical Drawing,  258 ;  Descriptive,  97 ;  Mechanic  Arts, 
338. 

Agriculture — ^Agriculture,  281 ;  Animal  Industry, 
.334;  Horticulture,  90;  Chemistry,  475;  Botany,  169; 
Veterinary  Medicine,  56 ;  Pharmacy,  68. 
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Academic — English,  550;  History,  364;  Mathematics, 
510. 

(1)  The  College  of  Engineering  and  Mines  includes 
a  teaching  staff  of  twenty-one,  seven  professors  as  heads 
of  departments  and  fourteen  instructors — the  entire 
number  of  students  in  this  department  being  376. 

(2)  Agricultural  College:  Instruction  is  given  to 
345  students  in  this  college  by  a  staff  of  twenty-three 
— eight  professors,  heads  of  departments,  and  fifteen 
instructors.  There  has  been  a  gratifying  revival  of  in- 
terest in  agricultural  education  in  the  college.  Many  of 
our  most  talented,  mature,  and  serious  students  are  en- 
tering into  this  field  of  education.  Most  notable  is  the 
increased  demand  for  men  thoroughly  trained  in  agri- 
cultural subjects. 

EMPLOYMENT  OF  STUDENTS. 

Perhaps  one  of  the  most  satisfactory  evidences  of  the 
sterling  qualities  of  technical  training  given  by  the  Ala- 
bama Polytechnic  Institute  is  afforded  by  the  great  de- 
mand in  all  quarters  for  Auburn  men.  It  is  impossible 
for  the  college  to  supply  the  demand  for  highly  trained 
men  in  every  line  of  industrial  work. 

The  graduating  class,  the  largest  in  the  history  of  the 
Institute,  134,  entered  immediately  into  the  professions 
for  which  they  had  been  specifically  trained  at  Auburn 
— in  industrial  plants  like  the  General  Electric  Co.,  the 
Westinghouse  Co.,  the  Tennessee  Coal,  Iron  and  Kail- 
road  Co.,  in  district  agricuiUiral  schools,  in  commercial 
enetrprises,  in  horticulture,  dairying,  general  farming, 
etc.  Thousands  of  young  men  who  have  gone  out  from 
Auburn  are  engaged  in  developing  the  industrial  re- 
sources of  the  State  that  go  to  ameliorate  the  hard  con-* 
ditions  of  life.    And  it  may  be  added  that  while  the  abil- 
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ity  of  a  young  man  to  capitalize  his  education  is  not  the 
sole  end  of  education,  it  is,  I  think,  a  highly  valuable 
end. 

The  greatest  hydro-electric  development  in  Alabama 
and  in  the  South  has  been  conceived  and  carried  to  a 
successful  issue  by  a  young  Alabama  boy  who  secured 
his  knowledge  of  electrical  engineering  in  the  lecture 
room  at  Auburn.  The  opportunity  for  training  given  to 
this  one  young  man  by  the  State  has  resulted  in  the  in- 
vestment of  millions  of  foreign  capital  in  our  borders 
and  in  the  potential  development  of  other  millions  in 
industries  for  our  home  people.  This  is  the  rich  in- 
crement that  comes  to  any  commonwealth  for  money  in- 
vested in  brains.  There  is  perhaps  no  greater  need  in 
our  industrial  life  in  Alabama  and  in  the  South  than 
this  mechanical  sense  or  ability  to  employ  machinery, 
to  employ  the  powers,  of  steam  and  electricity  instead 
of  mere  muscle  and  animal  power  both  in  farm  and  in 
factory.  The  great  prizes  of  modern  industrial  life  are 
the  rewards  of  efficiency  and  the  greatest  efficiency 
arises  from  the  maximum  amount  of  machinery  and  the 
minimum  amount  of  crude  muscle. 

WOBK  OF  PROFESSORS. 

I  take  pleasure  in  calling  attention  to  the  several 
books  published  durjng  the  year  by  members  of  the  col- 
lege staff.  Prof.  J.  R.  Rutland  has  issued  an  excellent 
edition  of  Irving's  "Tales  of  a  Traveler,"  which  has  been 
recognized  in  academic  circles  as  a  scholarly  commen- 
tary upon  this  piece  of  American  literature.  Prof.  L. 
N.  Duncan  has  issued  a  notable  series  of  farm  readers 
adapted  for  use  in  all  classes  interested  in  rural  life. 
The  idea  is  entirely  original  and  has  been  worked  out  in 
a  very  striking  fashion,  having  attracted  the  attention 
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of  the  entire  educational  world.  Prof.  M.  T.  FuUan  has 
issued  a  pamphlet  upon  the  construction  of  physical  ap- 
paratus for  schools.  In  this  connection,  I  wish  to  call 
attention  to  the  work  done  in  this  line  by  Prof.  Fullan. 
His  s<>;gestions  as  to  home-made  physical  apparatus  con- 
structed by  manual  training  schools  together  with  the 
actual  specimens  which  he  exhibits  have  created  a  deep 
imi)ression  on  the  entire  school  system,  especially  in 
Ahibnma  and  Georgia.  Furthermore,  his  artistic  pro- 
ductions in  concrete  and  brass  also  illustrate  the 
ac^stlietic  and  useful  ends  to  which  we  may  put  the  com- 
monest materials. 

'  I  beg  h^ave  to  call  special  attention  to  the  installing 
of  thi»  station  for  wireless  telegraphy.  The  college  has 
(H)me  into  possession  of  a  first-class  equipment  for  this 
l)uri)ose  through  the  generosity  of  Mr.  Miller  Reece 
Hutchinson,  Orange,  N.  J.,  a  former  student  in  elec- 
trical engineering  in  this  institution.  Mr.  Hutchinson 
Ims  achieved  not  only  national  but  international  dis- 
linriion  in  electrical  engineering  through  his  numerous 
notable  invi4itit)ns  in  electrical  appliances.  He  is  now 
Chief  EngincH^r  and  personal  representative  to  Mr. 
Thos.  A.  lOdison.  He  has  always  kept  in  affectionate 
r(nn(*mbranc(*  his  alma  mater,  and  I  desire  to  make  this 
special  nuMuorandum  of  his  generous  thought  fulness  of 
the  institution. 

SUMMER  SESSION. 

During  the  summer  of  1913  a  course  of  summer  work 
was  otfered  by  the  college,  instruction  being  given  in 
thirteen  regular  departments.  The  purpose  was  to  util- 
ize the  plant  of  the  institution  in  vacation.  Only  the 
regular  instruction  which  is  offered  during  the  regular 
session  was  given  in  the  summer  course.    Especial  em- 
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phasis  was  laid  upon  vocational  education  in  agricul- 
ture and  mechanics.  Opportunity  was  also  offered  to 
students  who  were  preparing  to  enter  college  and  to 
make  up  deficiencies  in  their  course  of  study.  The  dates 
were  fixed  at  the  end  of  the  summer,  July  25th  to  Sep- 
tember 5th,  in  order  to  avoid  confiict  with  other  insti- 
tutions giving  summer  work.  The  attendance  was  in 
every  way  satisfactory,  being  100.  Quite  a  number  of 
these  students  .were  teachers  taking  regular  college 
work  in  agriculture  and  manual  training. 

FARMERS^  SUMMER  SCHOOL. 

The  Eleventh  Annual  Farmers'  Summer  School  was 
held  August  Ist  to  9th,  the  attendance  being  about  800. 
This  session  lasts  seven  days  and  instruction  is  given 
eight  hours  per  day  in  all  lines  of  agricultural  work. 
Theoretical  instruction  is  offered  by  lectures,  this  being 
followed  by  practical  demonstrations  in  all  lines  of 
work'on  the  farm.  The  work  accomplished  by  this  farm- 
ers' summer  school  has  been  of  incalculable  value  to 
thousands  of  farmers  throughout  the  State.  It  is  one  of 
the  moat  inspiring  gatherings  in  all  the  work  of  the  col- 
lege throughout  the  year. 

FORTY-SECOND  SESSION,  1913-14. 

The  forty-second  session  of  the  Alabama  Polytechnic 
Institute  has  opened  under  the  most  auspicious  occa- 
sion in  the  history  of  the  college,  the  enrollment  today 
being  800,  which  is  largely  in  excess  of  last  year's  at- 
tendance. 

The  facilities  and  equipment  of  the  institution  are 
excellent,,  but,  of  course,  the  college  is  always  in  need 
of  improvements  to  keep  pace  with  the  scientific  prog- 
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ress  of  the  day  and  to  keep  pace  with  the  growth  in  at- 
I  tendance. 

The  greatest  need  of  the  South  today  is  a  full  supply 
of  young  men  who  have  sound  character  and  trained 
skill  to  develop  the  immense  material  resources  that  lie 
at  our  gates. 
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ALABAMA  GIRLS'  TECHNICAL  INSTITUTE 


By  Thomas  W.  Palmer,  President. 


BHE  prof^i-ess  of  the  Alabama  Girls'  Technical  In- 
stitute for  session  1912-lJJ  was  very  gratifying. 
The  enrollment  of  students  reached  the  number 
525,  the  largest  in  the  Institute's  history.  A  considera- 
ble numl)er  had  to  be  denied  admission  for  the  want  of 
boarding  accommodations.  Inasmuch  as  there  are  prac- 
tically no  boarding  houses  •in  the  community,  the 
numl)er  of  matriculates  cannot  be  increased  until  other 
dormitories  are  added. 

The  academic  standard  was  by  resolution  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  raised  one  year,  the  lowest  class  be- 
ing eliminated  ard  the  Senior  class  made  one  year 
higher. 

The  technical  courses  have  for  several  years  been 
considerably  in  advance  of  those  offered  by  institutions 
of  like  grade  in  the  Southern  States.  The  Home  Eco- 
nomics course  was  again  strengthened  by  the  addition 
of  one  year's  work. 

A  minor  course  in  pottery  has  been  offered  for  some 
years  and  arrangements  were  made  at  the  close  of  the 
session  for  extending  this  work  for  next  year. 

The  work  done  by  teachers  and  pupils  was  all  that 
rould  be  expected  when  one  considers  the  difficulties 
with  which  they  have  to  contend  on  account  of  poor 
equipment  for  teaching.  The  recitation  rooms  are  most- 
ly worn  out  temporary  structures  erected  fifteen  years 
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ago  to  be  used  for  only  two  or  three  years.  They  are 
still  in  service  today.  The  last  Legislature  made  an  ap- 
propriation for  the  displacement  of  these  make-shift 
class  rooms  by  modern  academic  and  technical  build- 
ings suitable  for  the  great  work  for  which  this  Institute 
was  designed.  It  is  earnestly  hoped  that  this  appropri- 
ation will  be  available  during  the  next  year.

OBSERVATIONS  AND  RECOMMENDATIONS 


#Y%iHE  educational  year  under  review  reveals  much 
*   *    activity  and  fair  progress.    Public  education  is  a 


s 


living,  growing  organism,  and  no  one  realizes 
more  than  the  present  Superintendent  how  the  condi- 
tions and  tendencies  of  today  owe  their  origin  to  those 
who  have  gone  before.  At  the  very  outset  of.  my  admin- 
istration I  stated  that  any  seeming  uplift  that  might 
come  to  educational  affairs  and  interests  during  my 
term  of  office  would  be  largely  a  continuation  and  devel- 
opment of  the  plans  and  policies  of  my  predecessors. 

My  appointment  to  fill  the  unexpired  term  of  Dr. 
Henry  J.  Willingham,  who  resigned  to  accept  the  presi- 
dency of  the  State  Normal  School  at  Florence,  and  my 
close  personal  acquaintance  with  him  and  his  more  im- 
mediate predecessors,  all  of  whom  were  men  of  extraor- 
dinary ability,  and  with  whom  I  was  intimately  asso- 
ciated while  officially  connected  with  the  Department  of 
Education,  confirm  me  in  the  belief  that  my  administra- 
tion must  of  necessity  succeed  or  fail  in  proportion  as  it 
shall  witness  a  consummation  of  those  major  policies 
for  which  they  so  faithfully  planned  and  worked. 

Unsatisfactory  conditions  still  obtain,  but  in  extenua- 
tion thereof,  let  it  be  said  that  educational  progress  in 
Alabama  at  present  is  impeded  much  more  by  the  need 
of  progressive  legislation  and  by  constitutional  inhibi- 
tion than  by  a  lagging  public  sentiment  or  a  lack  of  ef- 
fort on  the  part  of  those  engaged  in  educational  work. 
Many  of  our  laws  were  enacted  for  conditions  that  pre- 
vailed long  ago,  but  are  now  cumbersome  and  obstruct- 
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ive.    Until  they  are  revised  and  rewritten  it  is  vain  to 
hope  for  decided  improvement. 

COMMUNITY  OKGANIZATIOX 

Anion<»:  the  sifj:nificant  movements  of  the  year  has  been 
the  effort  to  i)romote  community  organization  as  the  one 
salvation  for  rural  life.  This  is  Alabama's  fundamental 
need  for  adequate  physical,  economic,  social,  intellec- 
tual, and  moral  conditions.  It  does  not  take  much  of 
an  economist  to  show  that  all  of  our  wealth  comes  from 
the  soil,  and  that  the  prosperity  and  perpetuity  of  the 
commonwealth  inhere  in  agriculture.  Our  state  pride 
tempts  us  to  give  glowing  accounts  of  our  wonderful  re- 
sources and  of  our  increasing  productions.  This  opti- 
mistic viewpoint  is  praiseworthy  as  a  general  proposi- 
tion, but  we  are  blind  indeed  if  we  let  it  obscure  the 
basal  facts. 

The  drift  of  our  rural  population  towards  the  towns 
and  cities,  the  failure  of  production  to  keep  pace  with 
our  increasing  population,  the  extraordinary  enhance- 
ment in  value  of  farm  lands,  the  decrease  of  farm  own- 
ership and  the  increase  of  farm  tenancy,  are  unmistak- 
al>le  signs  that  the  stability  of  our  commonwealth  is  im- 
periled unless  rural  life  can  be  rejuvenated  and  i^edi- 
rected. 

The  common  school  is  the  institution  nearest  the  soil, 
and  it  should  be  made  the  apostle  of  intelligence,  of  in- 
dustry and  of  thrift  for  the  regeneration  of  our  rural 
life;  and  yet  it  lias  the  humblest  home,  the  most 
wretched  equipment  and  the  most  miserly  support.  Its 
term  is  the  shortest,  its  attendance  the  poorest,  and  its 
teachers  the  most  transient  and  inexperienced.  If  the 
state  depends  upon  agriculture,  if  agriculture  depends 
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upon  the  intelligence,  industry  and  skill  of  the  tillers  of 
the  soil,  and  if  these  in  turn  depend  very  largely  upon 
the  rural  school,  we  are  forced  to  the  conclusion  that  the 
common  school  must  be  made  strong  enough  and  re- 
sourceful enough  to  fully  equip  for  country  life. 

In  the  effort  to  help  the  school  to  do  its  proper  work 
in  the  community,  its  course  of  study  has  been  enlarged, 
its  doors  have  been  thrown  open  more  than  ever  before 
to  the  general  public,  suggestive  programs  have  been 
prepared  and  sent  out,  and  extension  work  has  been 
undertaken  by  all  of  our  higher  institutions  of  learning, 
more  especially  by  our  county  high  schools.  Most  of 
the  publications  of  this  Department  and  practically  all 
of  its  aims  and  utterances  have  looked  toward  the  school 
as  the  one  democratic  institution  about  which  all  the 
people  of  the  community  could  gather,  and  as  the  one 
agency  that  could  mold  a  public  opinion  favorable  to 
such  legislation  as  must  be  enacted  before  Alabama  can 
have  a  public  school  system  that  will  be  properly  quali- 
fied to  promote  and  foster  our  expanding  oi)portunities 
and  ideals. 

We  purpose  to  continue  our  efforts  until  the  State  has 
a  Country  Life  Commission  composed  of  a  number  of 
our  strongest  men  and  women,  to  serve  as  a  clearing- 
house of  information  and  ideas  and  to  promote  the  de- 
velopment of  community  organization  throughout  the 
State  and  until  each  county  has  a  central  committee 
somewhat  similarly  constituted  to  encourage  and  fos- 
etr  local  community  effort  and  activity.  Given  these 
organizations  to  li^ad  and  point  the  way  we  may  justly 
hope  to  weld  the  people  of  any  district  of  not  too  large 
area  into  one  coherent  whole  for  its  own  uplift  with  the 
country  schoolhouse  as  the  base  of  operation. 
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SCHOOL  IMPROVEMENT 

This  work  grows  out  of  the  community-organization 
idea,  and  is  part  of  it.  The  frequent  opening  of  the 
school  as  a  neighborhood  center  is  something  to  be 
greatly  desired,  not  only  on  account  of  the  beneficial  re- 
sults upon  the  environment  of  the  school,  but  also  be- 
cause of  the  reaction  upon  the  life  of  the  school  and  of 
the  community.  Any  one  who  does  any  work  for  the 
school  or  makes  frequent  visits  to  it  is  sure  to  give  it  a 
more  intelligent  and  active  interest  which  is  enthusias- 
tically caught  up  and  reflected  by  the  pupils. 

It  is  erroneous  to  suppose  that  the  public  schools  of 
any  town  or  community  can  be  improved  only  by  legis- 
lation or  by  main  force  of  official  action.  There  must 
be  an  alert  and  sustained  interest  of  the  people  if  a  high 
measure  of  efficiency  is  to  be  secured  and  maintained. 
The  sympathetic  co-operation  and  active  support  of  the 
state  and  local  school  improvement  associations  have 
done  much  to  inspire  permanent  progress.  During 
the  year  now  closing,  this  organization  has  expended 
?86,928  on  our  white  schools,  an  increase  of  27%  over 
the  preceding  year,  and  ?7,603  on  our  negro  schools,  an 
increase  of  78%.  It  is  also  noticeable  that  two-thirds  of 
the  funds  raised  for  white  schools  were  expended  in  the 
country  and  the  remaining  one-third  in  the  cities.  The 
amount  raised  for  the  negro  schools  was  expended  in 
equal  ratio. 

Mrs.  E.  D.  Thames,  the  retiring  president  of  the  state 
association,  and  Mrs.  E.  L.  Faucett,  her  successor,  have 
displayed  a  profound  degree  of  intelligence,  enthusiasm, 
self-sacrifice,  and  loyalty  that  has  made  possible  the  fine 
work  accomplished  in  all  parts  of  the  State  this  year. 
Nor  should  we  fail  to  note  that  their  efforts  have  awak- 
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ened  a  hearty  response  on  the  part  of  many  faithful 
county  and  district  presidents,  and  of  a  still  larger  num- 
ber of  those  engaged  in  the  work  of  teaching  and  super- 
vision everywhere  who  have  so  frequently  taken  the  lead. 

TEACHERS^  INSTITUTES 

An  institute  for  teachers  is  held  for  one  week  in  each 
county  each  year  some  time  during  the  months  of  July, 
August  and  September.  All  teachers  except  those  hold- 
ing life  certificates  are  required  to  attend  upon  penalty 
of  having  their  certificates  revoked.  Despite  the  fact 
that  teachers  receive  no  remuneration  for  attending,  the 
per  cent  of  attendance  is  large  and  there  is  a  noticeable 
improvement  in  their  attitude.  This  is  to  be  attributed 
to  the  good  work  of  those  who  conduct  these  institutes, 
as  well  as  to  a  growing  professional  spirit  among  our 
teachers. 

The  program  for  the  summer  of  1914  was  so  pre- 
pared as  to  emphasize  three  things,  namely,  the  teaching 
of  English,  community  organization,  and  vocational 
training. 

Fewer  institute  workers  than  heretofore  were  se- 
lected, and  they  were  arranged  in  pairs  so  far  as  was 
practicable,  in  the  hope  of  making  the  work  more  uni- 
form and  intensive. 

A  conference  was  held  in  the  city  of  Montgomery  in 
the  early  summer,  at  which  the  program  prearranged  by 
the  Department  was  tried  out,  with  the  assistance  of 
three  or  four  specialists  from  other  states.  This  uniform 
program  provided  for  typical  opening  exercises,  for 
daily  class  work  in  Colgrove's  "The  Teacher  and  the 
School,"  one  of  the  books  of  our  State  Beading  Circle 
course,  for  departmental  work  in  English,  and  for  the 
discussion  of  some  phase  of  community  organization  each 
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morning;  and  for  a  discussion  of  club  and  extension 
work,  and  departmental  work  in  manual  training  and 
domestic  science  and  art  each  afternoon.  On  Monday 
evening  the  annual  institute  social  was  held;  on  Tues- 
day the  Twilight  Story  Hour  was  observed ;  and  on 
Wednesday  the  State  Superintendent  of  Education  or 
his  representative  was  on  hand  to  discuss  educational 
conditions,  with  constructive  suggestions  for  their  bet- 
terment. On  Thursday  afternoon  there  was  usually  an 
old-fashioned  spelling-match,  and  the  four  persons  of 
either  sex  who  remained  standing  longest  were  given 
valuable  prizes  which  had  been  previously  donated  by 
the  business  men  of  the  town.  These  prizes  were  such 
as  could  be  used  by  the  teachers  in  the  vocational  work 
at  their  individual  schools  the  coming  year.  One  day  of 
the  week,  usually  Friday,  was  set  apart  as  "Patrons' 
and  Trustees'  Day,"  and  the  work  of  the  institute  was 
planned  accordingly. 

There  was  at  the  outset  some  misgiving  as  to  the  wis- 
dom of  placing  emphasis  on  manual  training,  but  the 
hearty  way  in  which  the  teachers  entered  upon  the  work 
leaves  no  doubt  that  its  introduction  was  timely  and 
will  immediately  be  tried  out  in  many  even  of  our  one- 
room  country  schools.  This  is  further  assured  by  the 
enthusiastic  reception  given  to  the  school-credit-for- 
home-work  idea.  A  specimen  report  prepared  by  the 
Department  of  Education  was  placed  in  the  hands  of 
each  teacher  and  due  explanation  given.  Many  of  our 
county  boards  have  officially  adopted  it,  and  from  the 
numerous  orders  already  placed,  its  use  will  be  state- 
wide. In  a  word,  a  child's  progress  is  reckoned  by 
what  he  does  during  the  twenty-four  hours  of  the  day 
and  not  merely  by  what  he  does  in  the  school.  It  places 
a  premium  upon  the  many-sided  activities  of  the  home, 
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dignifies  manual  work,  and  becomes  a  common  bond  of 
sympathy  between  the  home  and  the  school. 

A  comprehensive  manual  for  institute  workers  was 
prepared  outlining  the  program  in  detail  and  giving  a 
fair  presentation  of  each  subject,  and  this  was  closely 
followed. 

One  significant  feature  which  relates  to  community 
organization  directly  was  stressed  in  each  county,  name- 
ly, the  observance  next  year  of  four  special  days  by 
every  rural  public  school  in  the  State,  as  follows : 

School  Improvement  Day^  October  30, 1914 ; 
Good  Roads  Day^  January  15,  1915 ; 
Health  Day^  February  12,  1915 ; 
Better  Farming  Day,  March  12,  1915. 

Suitable  programs  for  their  observance  had  been  pre- 
viously arranged  and  were  given  to  the  teachers  present. 
There  can  be  no  doubt  that  if  these  days  shall  be  widely 
observed, — and  they  will  be, — the  entire  state  will  re- 
ceive a  practical  demonstration  of  the  value  of  the  school 
to  the  community. 

Prom  the  reports  that  came  to  the  Department  at  the 
close  of  each  institute,  it  is  manifest  that  these  annual 
sessions  have  been  more  popular  and  serviceable  this 
year  than  ever  before.  Time  and  again  has  the  com- 
ment been  made:  "This  is  the  first  time  the  program 
has  been  planned  to  meet  the  especial  needs  of  the  coun- 
try teacher  and  the  country  community." 

data  from  institute  enrollment  cards 

Seven  thousand  one  hundred  and  fifty-six  white  teach- 
ers were  enrolled  in  our  institutes  this  summer.  Of  this 
number,  2,155,  or  30%,  were  males,  and  5,001,  or  70%, 
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were  females.    These  teachers  held  certificates  as  fol- 
lows : 

Life  grade 499,  or    7% 

First  grade 1,431,  or  20% 

Second  grade  2,648,  or  37% 

Third  grade  2,578,  or  36% 

The  statistics  in  this  report  show  that  7,522  white 
teachers  taught  in  our  public  schools  during  the  year. 
Inasmuch  as  the  teachers  in  all  the  schools  in  Mobile 
county  and  those  in  the  city  high  schools  of  the  State 
who  do  not  teach  subjects  upon  which  applicants  for 
certificates  are  examined,  are  exempt  from  the  necessity 
of  holding  State  certificates,  the  above  number  is  re- 
duced to  7,317  who  actually  hold  State  certificates,  as 
follows : 

Life  grade 857,  or  12% 

First  grade 1,515,  or  21% 

Second  grade  2,689,  or  36% 

Third  grade  2,256,  or  31% 

It  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  holders  of  life 
certificates  are  not  required  to  attend  teachers'  insti- 
tutes, and  the  number  enrolled  does  not  fairly  represent 
the  proportion  which  they  bear  to  our  total  teaching 
force.  It  does  show,  however,  that  one-half  of  these 
teachers  have  that  degree  of  professional  pride  that  will 
make  them  participate  in  our  institutes  even  though  the 
law  excuses  them.  If  we  examine  the  figures  for  the 
first,  second,  and  third  grade  teachers  in  both  of  the 
above  instances,  we  shall  find  that  there  is  apparently  a 
scarcity  of  teachers  holding  first  and  second  grade  cer- 
tificates and  a  surplus  of  those  holding  third  grade  cer- 
tificates. 
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The  average  term  of  service  of  the  teachers  who  at- 
tended was  four  and  three-tenths  sessions  of  seven 
months,  only  one-fifth  of  which  time,  that  is,  approxi- 
mately one  and  one-half  sessions,  was  spent  in  the  posi- 
tion last  held.  In  the  matter  of  their  training,  there  is  a 
considerable  number  who  have  not  so  much  as  complet- 
ed the  elementary  course  of  study  covering  seven  grades^ 
and  only  73%  of  the  teachers  claim  to  have  had  any 
training  whatsoever  above  the  seven  elementary  grades. 
The  number  having  any  training  above  the  high  school 
other  than  in  summer  schools  is  as  follows : 

Not  more  than  one  year  of  training. 21% 

More  than  onfe  year,  but  not  more  than  two  years — 15% 
More  than  two  years,  but  not  more  than  three  years  9% 
More  than  three  years 5% 

Another  form  of  professional  training  is  that  given  in 
summer  schools.  Those  who  attended  summer  sessions 
are  as  follows : 

Number  who  attended  one  six- weeks'  term 22% 

Number  who  attended  two  six-weeks'  terms 8% 

Number  who  attended  three  six- weeks'  terms 3% 

Number  who  attended   four  or    more    six-weeks' 
terms  1%% 

One  thousand  seven  hundred  and  ninety  teachers  were 
enrolled  in  our  institutes  this  summer.  Of  this  number, 
398,  or  22%,  were  males,  and  1,392,  or  78%,  were  fe- 
males.   These  teachers  held  certificates  as  follows : 

Life  grade 72,  or    4% 

First  grade 17,  or     1% 

Second  grade 530,  or  30% 

Third  grade  1,170,  or  65% 
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This  report  shows  that  2,516  negro  teachers  taught  in 
our  public  schools  during  the  year,  but  this  number,  be- 
cause of  exemptions,  is  reduced  to  2,410  holders  of  cer- 
tificates, as  follows : 

Life  grade 117,  or    5% 

First  grade 29,  or     1% 

Second  grade 510,  or  21% 

Third  grade  1,754,  or  73% 

The  figures  derived  from  the  enrollment  cards  for 
negroes  are  not  altogether  as  trustworthy  as  those  for 
the  whites,  because  institutes  were  held  in  only  one-half 
of  the  counties  of  the  State  and  those  who  failed  to  at- 
tend represent  the  poorer  class  of  our  negro  teachers. 
From  the  statement  of  those  who  attended,  the  average 
number  of  years  taught  is  5.9,  with  an  average  of  two 
and  one-half  sessions  in  the  last  position.  Fifty-two 
per  cent  of  the  negro  teachers  claim  to  have  had  training 
above  the  elementary  course  of  study  of  seven  grades. 
No  fair  conclusion  can  be  drawn  from  the  institute  en- 
rollment cards  as  to  the  professional  training  of  our 
negro  teachers,  due  partially  to  a  misunderstanding  of 
the  questions  asked  and  to  a  lack  of  uniformity  in  the 
replies. 

CHANGES  IX  COURSES  OF  STUDY 

Some  decided  changes  in  the  courses  of  study  of  our 
Statci  normal,  district  agricultural,  and  county  high 
schools  have  been  made  during  the  year.  The  effort  was 
to  define  the  sphere  of  each  class  of  schools  and  to  ar- 
range such  courses  of  study  as  would  limit  them  to  what 
seemed  to  be  their  proi)er  function,  at  the  same  time 
avoiding  the  waste  that  comes  from  needless  duplica- 
tion. 
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Under  the  changed  order  of  things,  the  normal  schools 
are  now  to  confine  their  work  to  the  preparation  of 
teachers  for  elementary  rural  and  small-town  schools. 
The  course  of  study  for  these  institutions  was  prepared 
by  the  presidents  thereof  pursuant  to  a  resolution  of  the 
Normal  School  Board. 

The  course  of  study  for  the  county  high  schools  has 
also  been  recast  with  a  view  to  reducing  the  emphasis 
placed  on  certain  academic  branches,  notably,  the  dead 
languages,  and  increasing  that  placed  on  the  sciences 
and  manual  and  household  arts.  Abundant  experiments 
and  work  both  in  the  laboratory  and  in  the  field  are  re- 
quired, and  faculties  for  the  coming  year  have  been  cho- 
sen with  a  view  to  their  fitness  to  faithfully  and  intelli- 
gently interpret  the  course  of  study. 

The  same  general  plan  of  revision  has  also  been  car- 
ried out  in  our  district  agricultural  schools,  and  there 
seems  to  be  no  good  reason  why  any  and  all  of  these  in- 
stitutions may  not  now  do  just  the  character  of  work 
they  can  reasonably  hope  to  successfully  accomplish 
with  the  amount  of  funds  at  their  disposal. 

ADOPTION  OP  TEXT-BOOKS 

Uniform  text-books  have  been  adopted  for  all  of  these 
schools,  and  the  students  in  our  county  high  schools  and 
district  agricultural  schools  can  secure  their  books  as 
cheaply  as  they  are  sold  anywhere  in  the  United  States 
during  the  four  years  for  which  the  adoption  has  been 
made.  The  same  courtesies  of  exchange  and  purchase 
may  be  enjoyed  by  all  other  schools  of  like  grade,  wheth- 
er private  or  public,  that  may  care  to  avail  themselves 
of  the  privilege.  Besides  unifying  and  standardizing 
the  work,  these  adoi)tions  guarantee  an  annual  saving  to 
patrons  of  thousands  of  dollars. 
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HIGH  SCHOOL  MANUAL 

Growing  out  of  the  adoption  of  a  new  course  of  study 
and  basal  texts,  was  the  necessity  for  a  new  manuaL  In 
order  to  assure  the  proper  scholarship  on  the  one  hand 
and  the  practical  bearing  on  the  other,  each  subject  was 
assigned  to  a  professor  of  some  college  or  university  and 
to  some  principal  or  teacher  in  a  high  school,  with  the 
request  that  each  should  work  out  his  treatise  separate- 
ly and  later  collaborate  their  papers.  Those  who  assist- 
ed in  the  preparation  of  the  manual  did  admirable  work, 
and  they  have  the  gratitude  of  all  friends  of  secondary 
education. 

STRATEGIC  POSITION  OF  COUNTY  HIGH  SCHOOLS 

It  is  not  too  much  to  say  that  our  county  high  schools 
are  our  most  potent  agencies  for  building  up  a  healthy 
educational  sentiment  at  home  as  well  as  for  encourag- 
ing higher  training.  Many  of  these  schools  have  had 
sessions  on  Saturday,  during  the  year  now  closing,  in 
order  that  their  teachers  might  go  into  the  rural  dis- 
tricts on  Monday  and  give  intelligent  help  and  direction 
to  needy  country  schools.  Each  rural  school  is  the  com- 
mon property  of  the  community,  and  rural  teachers  are 
learning  from  the  attitude  and  service  of  county  high 
school  teachers  that  they  have  unfailing  friends  who 
know  and  will  to  help  them  in  this  work  of  social  and 
community  uplift. 

This  work  should  extend  rapidly  the  coming  year,  for 
the  high  school  is  the  property  of  the  county,  of  the  en- 
tire county,  and  no  high  school  principal  or  teacher  has 
any  conception  of  the  call  to  service  which  comes  to  him 
by  virtue  of  his  position  unless  he  is  willing  to  assist 
with  all  his  might  the  humblest  school  in  the  remotest 
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section  of  his  county  insofar  as  he  may  do  so  without 
neglecting  his  immediate  duties  at  home.  That  the  true 
spirit  of  service  which  is  inspiring  our  high  school  teach- 
ers to  lay  themselves  out  in  the  unselfish  task  of  bring- 
ing help  and  direction  to  the  rural  schools  of  the  entire 
county  is  finding  expression  more  and  more,  is  one  of  the 
most  promising  omens  in  our  educational  outlook. 

TRI-CX)UNTY  SURVEY 

It  has  already  been  said  that  educational  conditions 
in  Alabama  are  no  more  favorable  because  of  inadequate 
and  restrictive  legislation  and  a  lack  of  an  enlightened 
popular  sentiment  to  justify  and  demand  them.  Believe 
ing,  therefore,  that  a  definite  background  of  facts  based 
upon  a  detailed  first-hand  study  of  conditions  in  con- 
crete situations  would  reenforce  our  efforts  for  reme- 
dial and  constructive  legislation,  and  assuming  that  our 
lawmakers  who  have  heretofore  been  unwilling  to  map 
out  a  program  of  educational  reform  based  merely  upon 
inference  or  surmise  would  be  willing  to  pass  any  meas- 
ures that  were  justified  by  an  actual  and  minute  investi- 
gation of  conditions,  an  educational  survey  of  the  coun- 
ties of  Morgan,  Macon  and  Covington  was  made.  Inas- 
much as  these  counties  are  found  in  the  main  geographi- 
cal divisions  of  the  State  and  the  conditions  prevailing 
in  them  are  typical  of  their  respective  sections,  the  find- 
ings clearly  portray  our  weaknesses  and  suggest,  by  in- 
ference at  least,  the  reforms  that  must  be  undertaken  to 
remedy  them. 

The  greatest  care  was  exercised  in  preparing  the 
forms,  in  securing  the  data,  in  tabulating  the  same,  and 
in  the  employment  of  expert  advice  from  the  very  in- 
ception to  the  completion  of  the  work. 
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The  entire  history  of  the  survey  is  contained  in  Bul- 
letin 43  of  this  Department,  which  has  received  wide 
recognition  and  generous  commendation  from  the 
United  States  Commissioner  of  Education  and  many 
other  eminent  educators.  No  better  argument  could  be 
advanced  in  Alabama  for  local  taxation,  consolidation 
of  schools,  better  supervision,  and  compulsory  educa- 
tion than  is  afforded  in  this  publication. 

ILLITERACY  IN  ALABAMA — SCHOOL  CENSUS — 1914* 

The  law  requires  that  our  biennial  census  shall  ascer- 
tain the  number  of  children  of  school  age  from  seven  to 
twenty-one  in  the  several  districts  in  the  several  counties 
of  the  State.  It  has  been  the  custom  to  supplement  this 
requirement  and  segregate  the  data  both  by  race  and  by 
sex. 

Before  the  recent  census  was  taken,  the  county  su- 
perintendents were  called  into  conference,  and  after 
much  free  and  frank  discussion  it  was  decided  to  se- 
cure in  addition  to  the  above,  statistics  for  each  county 
including  every  rural  district  and  incorporated  town 
therein,  showing  the  number  of  persons  by  years  and 
by  races  who  could  read  and  write  as  well  as  those 
who  could  not  read  and  write,  in  this  way  classifying 
them  as  literate  or  illiterate. 

In  continuation  of  the  plan,  the  State  Superintend- 
ent of  Education  met  the  county  superintendents  in 
groups  and  carefully  went  over  the  work  to  be  under- 
taken, acquainting  them  with  the  forms  that  had  been 
prepared  and  advising  with  them  about  the  minutest 
details,  especially  insisting  upon  the  appointment  of 
competent  enumerators  to  do  the  work.    The  execution

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of  the  plans  was  entered  upon  with  a  remarkable  degree 
of  enthusiafim  in  the  hope  that  accurate  findings  and  a 
detailed  study  of  the  same  might  make  it  possible  to 
devise  ways  and  means  for  erasing  the  dark  stain  of 
gross  ignorance  which  beclouds  many  regions  and  en- 
shrouds many  individuals  in  Alabama. 

The  chart  which  follows  givee  the  number  of  pupils 
by  ages  and  classifies  them  as  literate  and  illiterate 
except  the  children  seven  years  old,  in  which  case  the 
number  only  of  such  children  is  given.  Inasmuch  as 
children  eight  and  nine  years  of  age,  even  under  the 
most  favorable  circumstances,  have  had  not  more  than 
one  or  two  years  of  school  at  the  most,  it  would  seem 
unfair  to  reckon  them  as  illiterates  in  any  technical 
sense.  They  are  set  down  in  the  columns  "Literate  and 
Illiterate,"  but  no  account  is  taken  of  them  in  reckon- 
ing the  rank  of  any  county.  The  ranking  of  the  coun- 
ties following  the  census  statistics  is  based  altogeth- 
er on  the  figures  for  the  ages  from  ten  to  twenty,  inclu- 
sive. These  are  the  ages  upon  which  the  government 
bases  it«  estimates  in  similar  investigations  and  will 
therefore  by  common  consent  be  considered  fair  and 
equitable. 

There  is  no  room  for  doubt  that  in  apportioning  our 
State  funds  we  would  better  begin  with  the  age  of  five 
and  conclude  with  the  age  of  eighteen  years.  In  this 
way  we  would  be  able  to  have  the  State  put  its  stamp 
of  approval  upon  kindergarten  training  and  at  the 
same  time  avoid  the  inconsistency    of    appropriating  j 

money  for  elementary  school  purposes  for  pupils  who 
either  are  no  longer  in  school  or  are  in  some  higher  in- 
stitution of  learning.  An  examination  of  the  data 
herein  given  will  show  that  it  is  practically  impossible 
to  secure  complete  returns  for  the  ages  of  nineteen 
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and  twenty.  The  dropping-oflf  in  the  number  for  these 
ages  is  relatively  uniform  and  may  be  accounted  for 
largely  by  the  fact  that  persons  of  this  age  are  mar- 
ried or  are  engaged  in  such  occupations  as  lead  the 
individuals  themselves  to  misrepresent  their  ages,  or 
make  those  who  are  conducting  the  census  suspect  that 
they  are  already  beyond  school  age. 

The  several  counties  of  the  State  are  ranked  in  Table 
I  according  to  white  literacy,  in  Table  II  according  to 
negro  literacy,  and  in  Table  III  according  to  the  com- 
bined literacy.  This  gives  definite  information  as  to 
the  relative  standing  of  each  and  every  county  in  the 
State.  The  superintendents  and  school  officials  of  the 
several  counties  will  find  it  comparatively  easy  from 
the  compilation  sheets  and  census  booklets  in  their 
possession  to  work  out  the  conditions  that  prevail  in 
any  district  and,  in  fact,  to  secure  the  names  and  ad- 
dresses of  every  illiterate  in  every  district  in  the  county. 

To  be  illiterate,  in  the  sense  in  which  it  is  used  in 
this  census,  may  not  be  any  reflection  upon  the  indi- 
vidual who  is  so  unfortunate,  but  it  is  a  reflection  upon 
somebody,  and  for  him  to  much  longer  remain  illiter- 
ate with  such  data  at  our  command  as  this  pamphlet 
furnishes,  cannot  be  considered  less  than  culpable  on 
the  part  of  the  individual  himself  and  much  more  so 
upon  the  part  of  those  who  have  the  opportunity  to 
minister  to  these  afflicted  ones. 

Illiteracy  in  Alabama  is  excessive,  alarmingly  ex- 
cessive, and  is  due  largely  to  lack  of  adequate  school 
facilities  and  the  presence  of  an  unfortunate  race  which 
has  made  progress  very  difficult  indeed  for  both  races. 
There  are  in  the  State  of  Alabama  35,495  white  per- 
sons and  29,843  negroes  ten  years  of  age;  of  the  for- 
mer, 6,707,  or  19^s  and  of  the  latter  14,730,  or  49%,  can 
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neither  read  nor  write.  There  are  31,406  white  and 
22,994  negro  children  eleven  years  of  age;  4,340,  or 
14%  of  the  former,  and  9,531,  or  41 9^©  of  the  latter,  can 
neither  read  nor  write.  There  are  34,316  white  and 
31,004  negro  children  twelve  years  of  age;  of  the  for- 
mer 3,657,  or  11%,  and  10,966,  or  35%  of  the  latter,  can 
neither  read  nor  write.  There  are  30,519  white  and 
25,041  negro  children  thirteen  years  of  age;  of  the  for- 
mer, 2,595,  or  8V2^,  and  7,405,  or  29%  of  the  latter, 
can  neither  read  nor  write.  There  are  31,202  white 
and  29,827  negro  children  fourteen  years  of  age ;  2,144, 
or  6%  of  the  former,  and  7,264,  or  24%  of  the  latter, 
can  neither  read  nor  write.  There  are  27,338  white 
and  19,602  negro  children  fifteen  years  of  age;  1,572, 
or  5%%  of  the  former,  and  4,333,  or  22%  of  the  latter, 
can  neither  read  nor  write.  There  are  28,955  white 
and  24,018  negro  children  sixteen  years  of  age;  of  the 
former,  1,480,  or  5%,  and  of  the  latter  4,612,  or  19%, 
can  neither  read  nor  write.  There  are  25,979  white 
and  18,808  negro  children  seventeen  years  of  age ;  1,199, 
or  4.6%  of  the  fotmer,  and  3,640,  or  19%  of  the  latter, 
can  neither  read  nor  write.  There  are  25,126  white 
and  17,475  negro  children  eighteen  years  of  age ;  of  the 
former,  1,131,  or  4%,  and  of  the  latter,  3,427,  or  19%, 
can  neither  read  nor  write. 

In  the  aggregate  there  are  306,857  white  children  in 
Alabama  between  the  ages  of  ten  and  twenty,  inclusive. 
Of  this  number  280,598  are  literate  and  26,259  are  il- 
literate. This  means  that  one  out  of  every  twelve,  al- 
though he  has  had  the  opportunity  of  public  education 
for  three  years  or  even  much  more,  is  still  unable  to 
read  and  write.  There  are  240,814  colored  children 
in  the  State  between  the  ages  of  ten  and  twenty,  inclu- 
sive, of  whom  170,567  are  literate  and  70,247  are  illiter- 
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ate.  This  means  that  one  negro  in  four,  between  the 
aforesaid  ages,  cannot  read  and  write.  For  our  com- 
bined population  there  are  547,671  children  between  the 
ages  of  ten  and  twenty,  inclusive,  and  of  this  number 
451,165  are  literate  and  96,506  are  illiterate.  In  other 
words,  one  person  out  of  every  six  of  our  total  popu- 
lation within  the  above  age  limits,  despite  the  fact  that 
he  has  recently  had  the  opportunity  of  public  educa- 
tion for  a  considerable  period  of  years,  still  remains 
absolutely  helpless  and  unlearned.  When  we  think  of 
how  many  avenues  of  progress  are  closed  and  barred 
to  so  many  near-citizens  of  Alabama,  in  this  day  of  op- 
portunity, we  can  but  realize  the  magnitude  of  the 
well-nigh  superhuman  task  that  challenges  the  most 
heroic  efforts  of  those  who  believe  in  the  gospel  of  free- 
public  education  for  the  masses. 

Any  fair  consideration  of  the  figures  just  quoted  will 
prove  conclusively  that  if  we  are  to  progress  material- 
ly under  these  conditions,  we  shall  have  to  have  more 
money  to  provide  longer  and  better  schools,  better 
housed  and  equipped,  and  with  a  better  teaching  force, 
to  which  our  children  shall  be  required  to  go. 

That  conditions  are  gradually  improving,  no  one  can 
deny,  but  if  our  number  of  illiterates  decreases  in 
future  census  decades  by  the  number  that  it  decreased 
in  the  last  census  decade,  it  will  require  just  sixty- 
five  years  to  place  Alabama  and  the  people  of  Alabama 
where  they  ought  to  be  when  educational  opportunity 
is  equalized  and  utilized.  With  the  most  favorable 
legislation  that  could  possibly  come,  and  with  the  most 
favorable  reception  and  operation  of  that  legislation, 
we  would  still  require  a  profound  degree  of  consecra- 
tion, self-sacrifice  and  service  on  the  part  of  a  great 
many  volunteers  for  the  work  of  bringing  light  to  the 
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districts  where  the  gloom  of  illiteracy  now  casts  its 
black  pall,  and  to  the  benighted  individuals  who  feel 
its  cold  clutch;  light  in  carrying  home  and  making 
real  the  conviction  that  equality  of  educational  oppor- 
tunity is  the  birthright  of  every  American  child  and 
must  be  given  him  no  matter  in  what  part  of  our  com- 
monwealth he  may  chance  to  have  been  born  or  to  live ; 
light  to  those  persons  of  maturer  years  who  for  one 
reason  or  another  have  been  denied  the  privilege  of  at- 
tending school  and  have  therefore  no  ability  to  add  to 
their  feeble  store  of  learning  except  as  they  may  see  or 
hear  or  be  told. 

A  little  woman  in  a  backwoods  Kentucky  county 
had  a  vision,  set  agoing  the  Moonlight  Schools  of 
Rowan  county,  and  in  the  short  space  of  a  very  few 
years  practically  wiped  out  illiteracy  in  that  county. 
The  contagion  of  her  ideals  and  example  spread  to 
other  counties,  and  so  rapidly  the  sentiment  grew  that  a 
state  commission  was  appointed  to  completely  remove 
illiteracy  from  Kentucky.  Our  Federal  Commissioner 
of  Education  is  formulating  a  program  for  a  nation- 
wide campaign  against  illiteracy  as  a  direct  outgrowth 
of  the  work  w^hich  had  its  inception  in  the  Blue  Grass 
State. 

We  may  be  sure  that  there  are  a  number  of  individuals 
in  this  State  who  are  patriotic  enough  to  give  them- 
selves over  to  the  task  of  making  a  crusade  against 
illiteracy  in  their  communities,  if  we  only  knew  how 
to  find  them.  Here  lies  the  opportunity  for  the  far- 
sighted  county  superintendent  of  education  and  for 
any  other  patriotic  citizen  who  can  catch  the  inspira- 
tion that  actuated  Mrs.  Cora  Wilson  Stewart.  For 
such  as  these  this  pamphlet  is  being  sent  out  and  in 
the  belief  that  any  soul  who  gives  himself  to  a  task 
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like  this,  namely,  that  of  bringing  light  and  help  and 
cheer  to  those  who  have  never  learned  to  know  the  in- 
dependence, the  self-respect,  the  information,  and  the 
delight  that  are  contained  in  the  written  or  printed 
page,  is  worthy  of  honorable  mention  whenever  we  call 
to  mind  those  true  patriots  who  serve  humanity  and 
glorify  the  State. 

This  Department  invites  the  closest  scrutiny  of  the 
figures  contained  in  this  report  and  stands  ready  to 
cooperate  to  the  fullest  degree  with  any  individual  or 
group  of  individuals  who  may  get  a  vision  of  the  pos- 
sibilities for  service  in  this  field  and  be  willing  to  do 
anything  for  the  alleviation  of  the  same. 

BETTER  SUPERVISION 

Through  the  generosity  of  the  General  Education 
Board,  two  rural  school  agents,  one  for  white,  and  one 
for  colored  schools,  work  out  from  the  State  Depart- 
ment of  Education,  and  give  their  entire  time  to  the 
improvement  of  rural  schools.  The  salaries  and  ex- 
penses of  these  agents  are  borne  entirely  by  the  General 
Education  Board,  whose  liberality  deserves  our  sincere 
appeciation.  A  law  providing  that  county  superinten- 
dents of  education  may  be  employed  for  full  time  and 
placed  upon  a  salary  rather  than  upon  a  percentage  ba- 
sis, and  a  further  provision  authorizing  the  employment 
of  assistants  to  the  county  superintendent  for  supervis- 
ory as  well  as  for  clerical  work,  has  been  operative  this 
year  for  the  first  time.  Thirty-nine  counties  have  paid 
supervisors  who  give  their  entire  time  to  the  work.  The 
monthly  reports  made  by  them  show  that  a  number  of 
schools  which  were  not  visited  at  all  before  the  law  was 
enacted,  and  many  others  that  were  visited  only  once  a 
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year,  are  now  visited  regularly.  The  records  of  visits 
made  by  supervisors  to  rural  schools  for  last  year  and 
this  are  as  follows :

A  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court  upholding  this  law  is 
a  signal  victory  for  better  supervision  and  will  grow  in 
magnitude  and  importance  with  each  succeeding  year. 

Some  phases  of  the  work  which  supervision  has 
stressed  and  some  results  which  in  part  have  come  from 
it  are  contained  in  the  statistics  which  follow :

Inasmuch  as  the  schoolhouses  owned  by  the  State 
were  erected  with  State  aid,  the  above  figures  show  that 
175  new  houses  were  erected  during  the  year  now  clos- 
ing, under  the  provisions  of  this  law.  The  total  number 
of  schools  aided  during  the  year,  however,  was  452, 
showing  that  277  buildings  were  repaired  with  assist- 
ance from  the  State  treasury. 


COUNTY  SEVENTH  GRADE  EXAMINATION 

This  movement,  inaugurated  in  Alabama  two  years 
ago  when  there  were  ten  counties  conducting  it,  has 
grown  phenomenally.  The  plan  contemplates  the  prep- 
aration of  uniform  examinations  for  the  public  schools 
of  any  county  on  the  subjects  of  arithmetic,  language, 
geography,  history,  physiology  and  spelling.  This,  of 
course,  is  based  upon  the  presumption  that  the  county 
board  of  education  has  authorized  it  and  that  the  county 
superintendent,  who  is  an  ex-oflficio  member  of  the  coun- 
ty board,  with  the  principal  of  the  county  high  school, 
shall  ccmstitute  at  least  two  of  the  five  members  of  the 
examining  committee.  The  several  members  of  the  com- 
mittee prepare  the  questions  and  turn  them  over  to  the 
county  superintendent,  who  sends  them  under  seal  to 
the  persons  authorized  to  conduct  the  examination  at 
the  ten  or  twelve  centers  in  the  county.  The  teachers 
in  charge  are  usually  the  best  to  be  found  in  the  county, 
and  absolute  fairness  is  aimed  at.  After  the  conclusion 
of  the  examination,  the  papers  are  returned  under  seal  to 
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the  county  superintendent,  who  distributes  the  papers 
among  the  members  of  the  examining  committee,  giving 
to  each  one  the  papers  upon  the  subject  or  subjects  upon 
which  he  prepared  the  questions.  These  examinations  are 
usually  held  at  the  close  of  the  term  in  the  spring.  The 
papers  are  graded  and  those  pupils  ivho  are  successful 
meet  at  the  county  high  school  for  their  commencement 
exercises  on  some  day  set  apart  during  the  regular  com- 
mencement week  of  the  high  school.  The  progress  of  this 
movement  during  the  present  year  and  the  large  attend- 
ance in  our  high  schools  this  fall  give  unmistakable  evi- 
dence that  the  increased  attendance  in  all  of  our  second- 
ary schools  owes  much  to  the  opportunity  which  the  sev- 
enth grade  examination  afifords  pupils  to  visit  their 
county  high  school  under  the  most  favorable  conditions. 
They  thereby  get  a  taste  for  high  school  advantages 
which  influences  a  large  number  of  them  to  enroll  the 
coming  year. 


STANDARDIZATION  OF  RURAL  SCHOOLS 

When  any  school  possesses  a  certain  number  of  points 
of  excellence  in  the  character  of  its  building,  grounds, 
equipment,  administration,  and  vitalizing  agencies,  it 
may  apply  to  the  county  superintendent  to  be  gi'aded. 
lie  and  the  principal  of  the  county  high  school  are  au- 
thorized to  visit  the  school  while  in  session,  in  person, 
and  if  100  points  are  scored,  to  report  the  matter  to  the 
State  Superintendent  of  Education  who  thereupon  is- 
sues a  Standard  Diploma  good  for  one  year.  During 
the  year  1912-13  six  diplomas  were  awarded.  During 
the  past  year,  twenty-four  Standard  Diplomas  have  been 
awarded  as  follows :

When  any  school  desires  to  be  graded  for  a  Superior 
Diploma  and  it  is  believed  it  can  score  120  points  on  the 
several  lines  mentioned  above,  the  State  Department  of 
Education  should  be  notified,  and  as  early  thereafter  as 
practicable  the  State  Superintendent,  or  his  personal 
representative  from  the  Department,  in  company  with 
the  county  superintendent  of  education,  will  visit  the 
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school  and  grade  it.  If  the  school  scores  the  requisite 
number  of  points  a  Superior  Diploma  will  be  granted 
good  for  one  year.  During  the  year  1912-13  one  Supe- 
rior School  received  a  diploma.  During  the  current 
year,  eleven  Superior  Diplomas  have  been  granted,  as 
follows  :

The  increase  of  school  libraries  shown  above  will  give 
some  idea  of  the  fine  results  that  are  coming  from  the 
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provisions  of  the  State  library  law,  the  benefits  of  which 
are  limited  to  rural  districts  and  to  towns  of  less  than 
1,000  inhabitants.  When  any  school  district  raises 
$10,  the  fact  is  reported  to  the  court  of  county  com- 
missioners, which  is  authorized  to  appropriate  an  addi- 
tional $10.  This  fact  is  then  certified  to  the  State 
Department  of  Education  and  a  third  $10  is  added. 
The  378  libraries  aided  this  year  show  that  more 
than  $11,000  worth  of  books  have  been  placed  with- 
in reach  of  our  rural  school  children  during  the 
last  twelve  months.  When  we  recall  the  fact  that 
the  books  purchased  must  be  taken  from  a  carefully  se- 
lected list  and  at  a  minimum  price,  we  may  get  further 
insight  into  the  blessings  that  are  being  taken  to  our 
rural  school  children  in  the  way  of  good  literature. 
Under  the  Rural  Library  law  $100  is  set  apart  an- 
nually for  each  county  and  the  unexpended  bal- 
ances at  the  end  of  the  year  are  reapportioned  to  the 
counties  as  a  whole  the  following  year,  in  addition  to 
the  yearly  appropriation.  Any  county  in  Alabama,  in 
other  words,  during  the  year  1913-14,  by  meeting  the  re- 
quirements, could  have  had  eighteen  libraries  installed 
with  State  aid.  Because  of  the  failure  of  some  counties 
to  make  use  of  their  funds,  nineteen  libraries  will  be 
available  for  each  county  the  coming  year. 

TOTAL  RECEIPTS  AND  EXPENDITURES 

The  receipts  for  the  maintenance  of  our  State  system 
of  public  schools  for  the  year  ending  September  30,  1914, 
including  city  and  rural,  total  $4,446,076.  This  is  an 
increase  of  more  than  $450,000  or  11%  over  the  same 
sum  a  year  ago.  Of  this  amount,  the  cities  contributed 
$2,231,931  as  compared  with  $2,105,468  the  preceding 
year.  The  counties  through  their  local  one-mill  tax 
contributed  $599,991,  an  increase  of  more  than  $41,000 
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over  last  year's  figures.  The  cities  appropriated  for  the 
support  of  their  schools  through  municipal  taxation, 
?r):Jl,937,  an  increase  of  more  than  f  88,000  over  the  pre- 
ceding year.  f311,854,  or  60%,  of  this  total,  was  raised 
in  the  city  of  Birmingham. 

These  figures  coupled  with  others  in  this  report  show 
that  the  increase  in  our  school  funds  is  not  keeping  pace 
with  our  increasing  school  population,  and  this  conclu- 
sion is  also  attested  by  the  decrease  in  the  per  capita  for 
each  child  of  school  age,  for  the  coming  year,  from  |2.84 
to  |2.75.  Inasmuch  as  our  Supreme  Court  has  ruled  that 
city  boards  of  education,  as  has  already  been  held  in  the 
ease  of  county  boards  of  education,  have  no  right  to  col- 
lect an  incidental  fee  except  for  necessary  incidental  ex- 
penses such  as  heating  and  lighting,  and  that  no  part  of 
such  fee  can  be  used  to  pay  the  salaries  of  teachers,  edu- 
cation in  Alabama  will  receive  a  serious  setback  in  our 
cities,  as  well  as  in  our  counties,  unless  our  people  are 
authorized  to  provide  the  necessary  funds  through  local 
taxation. 

VALUATION  OP  SGHOOLHOUSBS  AND  EQUIPMENT 

'This  report  shows  that  the  value  of  schoolhouses  and 
equipment,  including  their  sites,  is  at  present  |7,675,386. 
This  is  an  increase  of  about  7%,  or  almost  one-half  mil- 
lion dollars  over  last  year's  figures.  In  the  matter  of 
equipment,  the  combined  figures  show  a  valuation  of 
1741,905,  or  an  increase  of  approximately  7%,  more  than 
148,000  in  excess  of  last  year's  figures. 

CITY  SCHOOLS 

Our  municipalities  are  so  much  better  provided  for  in 
the  matter  of  funds,  supervision,  buildings,  equipment, 
longer  terms,  competent  teachers,  and  the  like,  than  our 
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rural  schools,  that  the  State  Department  has  felt  it  to  be 
its  duty  to  give  the  maximum  of  its  attention  and  effort 
to  the  more  needy  class.  However,  it  is  with  pride  that 
we  chronicle  the  steady  progress  of  our  city  and  town 
schools,  which  is  exceedingly  gratifying  and  which  goes 
far  to  lessen  the  opprobium  which  has  been  heaped  upon 
our  educational  system.  The  increase  in  the  enrollment 
and  in  the  attendance  upon  our  city  schools  is  in  every 
way,  including  both  elementary  and  high  schools  for  both 
races,  greater  than  the  corresponding  figures  for  our 
rural  schools.  Below  are  given  figures  for  the  year  1913- 
14  for  our  white  schools  along  a  number  of  lines,  and  the 
corresponding  increase  or  decrease  over  the  year  1912- 
13,  is  indicated  by  the  plus  or  minus  sign.  The  figures 
for  the  colored  schools  are  not  given,  but  the  percen- 
tages of  increase  or  decrease  based  upon  the  figures  of 
1912-13  are  placed  in  a  column  parallel  to  the  one  for 
the  whites :

♦The  figures  below  are  given  for  their  individual  value  and  should 
not  be  confused  with  the  total  expenditures  for  city  and  town 
schools. 
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The  above  and  many  other  points  of  excellence  which 
characterize  our  city  and  town  schools  have  been 
bronght  out  and  commented  on  from  time  to  time  in  this 
volume.  In  the  light  of  all  that  is  shown,  any  fair-mind- 
ed student  of  education  will  admit  that  the  opportunity 
for  any  great  advance,  even  in  our  more  fortunate  cities 
and  towns,  is  closed  and  with  no  hope  of  substantial  re- 
lief unless  local  taxation  shall  make  it  possible  to  pro- 
vide it. 

COUNTY  HIGH  SCHOOLS 

The  State  appropriates  |3,000  annually  for  the  main- 
tenance of  county  high  schools  in  any  county  that  has 
erected  a  suitable  building,  and  donated  not  less  than 
five  acres  of  land.  The  State  High  School  Commission, 
composed  of  the  Governor,  State  Auditor,  and  the  State 
Superintendent  of  Education,  has  located  four  of  these 
schools  during  the  year  now  closing ;  one  in  Conecuh 
county  has  been  completed  and  is  now  in  session;  one 
each  in  Chilton  and  Payette  counties  is  in  process  of 
erection  and  will  begin  work  in  January,  1915 ;  the  one 
in  Jefferson  county  will  probably  be  in  service  in  the 
fall  of  1915.  There  are  at  present,  therefore,  fifty-three 
counties  w^hich  are  enjoying  the  benefits  of  this  form  of 
secondary  education. 

The  total  enrollment  in  these  schools  last  year  was 
4,996,  an  increase  over  the  preceding  year  of  426,  or  an 
average  of  approximately  100  in  each  school.  These 
schools  maintain  a  standard  four-year  high  school 
course  and  some  of  them  maintain  a  seventh  grade 
in  addition,  where  local  conditions  seem  to  make  it 
wise,  provided  funds  are  raised  outside  of  the  State 
appropriation.  Of  high  school  pupils  proper,  during 
the  year  now  closing,  there  were  4,183  as  against  3,697 
the  preceding  year,  an  increase  of  more  than  500.    The

number  of  seventh  grade  pupils,  however,  shows  a  de- 
crease of  60,  or  from  873  to  813.  This  would  indicate 
that  these  schools  are  devoting  themselves  more  con- 
sistently to  the  work  of  secondary  education  proper. 

Of  these  students,  1,968,  or  about  40%,  attend  these 
schools  from  a  distance.  The  number  of  teachers  em- 
ployed during  the  year  numbered  174.  The  average  age 
of  the  pupils  was  17  years  and  the  number  of  graduates 
371,  an  excess  of  72  over  the  corresponding  number  for 
the  year  preceding.  These  schools  are  inspected  from 
time  to  time  by  experts,  two  in  number,  who  work  out 
from  this  Department.  One  of  them  is  a  member  of  the 
faculty  of  the  University  of  Alabama,  and  the  other  of 
the  Alabama  Polytechnic  Institute,  which  institutions 
graciously  donate  their  services. 

It  is  not  too  much  to  say  that  our  county  high  schools 
are  doing  as  much,  if  not  more,  to  popularize  education 
in  general  than  any  other  agency. 

AGRICULTURAL  SCHOOLS 

The  State  maintains  an  agricultural  school  in  each 
congressional  district  for  the  instruction  of  the  youth 
thereof  in  agriculture  and  kindred  branches,  with  an 
annual  appropriation  of  |4,500  for  each  school. 

The  total  enrollment  in  these  schools  last  year  was 
1,141),  or  an  average  of  161  for  each  school.  The  number 
of  graduates  was  142.  These  figures  show  a  slight  de- 
crease over  the  preceding  year's  figures,  which  is  proba- 
bly due  to  the  increasing  competition  on  the  part  of  the 
county  high  schools,  and  a  partial  duplication  of  work. 

NORMAL  SCHOOLS 

Alabama  provides  six  normal  schools  for  white  teach- 
ers and  one  normal  school  for  colored  teachers,  and  in 
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addition  contributes  to  the  maintenance  of  two  colored 
normal  schools,  one  at  Tuskegee  and  the  other  at  Nor- 
mal. The  normal  schools  for  white  teachers  are  ranked 
a.s  Class  A  and  Class  I>.  In  Class  A  belong  the  schools 
at  Florence,  Jacksonville,  Livingston  and  Troy,  four  in 
number,  and  in  Class  B,  the  schools  at  Daphne  and 
Moundville,  two  in  number.  The  annual  appropriation 
to  Class  A  schools  is  $20,000,  and  to  those  in  Class  B, 
§5,000  each.  Reference  to  the  changes  in  the  course  of 
study  and  the  functions  of  these  schools  has  been  made 
elsewhere  in  this  volume. 

The  enrollment  in  the  white  normal  schools  last  year 
was  2,275,  or  an  average  of  379,  23  more  than  that  of 
the  year  before.  The  number  of  graduates  totaled  130, 
which  is  4  less  than  the  previous  year.  The  number  of 
teachers  employed  in  these  schools  was  105.  In  the 
three  negro  schools  maintained  on  the  whole  or  in  part 
from  State  funds,  there  was  an  enrollment  during  the 
year  of  3,317,  or  an  average  of  1,105.  The  number  of 
graduates  in  these  institutions  last  year  was  248.  The 
members  of  their  faculties  numbered  251. 

It  is  probable  that  during  the  year  now  beginning 
these  schools  will  undergo  a  decrease  in  patronage  in  a 
general  way,  but  a  large  increase  on  the  part  of  those 
who  are  making  special  preparation  for  the  work  of 
teaching,  and,  after  all,  there  is  no  greater  service  possi- 
ble in  Alabama  than  the  preparation  of  an  adequate 
teaching  force  for  our  elementary,  rural  and  small-town 
schools,  to  which  work  our  normal  schools  are  now  giv- 
ing their  undivided  attention. 

UXIVEB.SrrY^  AIBIRN,  MONTEVAUiO 

The  University  of  Alaliama,  the  Polytechnic  Institute, 
and  the  Girls'  Technical  School  have  had  most  success- 
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ful  sessions.  The  enrollment  for  the  University,  includ- 
ing the  summer  session,  was  1,283,  the  largest  in  its  his- 
tory. The  Polytechnic  Institute  had  an  enrollment  of 
820,  and  the  Girls'  Technical  School  of  496.  All  of  these 
institutions  are  doing  first-class  work  and  are  taxed  to 
their  capacities.  An  interesting  and  detailed  statement 
of  the  year's  progress  at  each  school,  prepared  by  its 
president  and  therefore  authoritative,  may  be  found 
elsewhere  in  this  volume. 

PRIVATE  AND  DENOMINATIONAL  SCHOOLS 

The  reports  from  these  institutions  are  sent  in  volun- 
tarily on  blanks  furnished  by  the  Department,  there  be- 
ing no  authority  to  require  them.  It  is  refreshing  to 
note  that  those  at  the  head  of  these  schools  are  liberal 
enough  and  that  the  ethics  of  the  profession  is  high 
enough  in  most  cases,  to  make  it  possible  to  secure  these 
valuable  statistics  which  otherwise  might  be  lost.  The 
statistics  of  the  present  year  compared  with  those  of  the 
preceding  one  indicate  substantial  progress,  the  number 
of  pupils  enrolled  in  the  white  schools  growing  from 
7,361  to  8,318,  or  13%,  and  in  the  colored  schools  from 
9,018  to  9,552,  an  increase  of  6%.  In  the  white  schools 
544  teachers  were  employed,  an  increase  of  2%  over  the 
number  employed  the  year  before,  and  in  the  colored 
schools  the  number  decreased  from  370  to  361,  or  slight- 
ly more  than  2%.  Of  the  8,318  pupils  enrolled  in  the 
white  schools,  3,047  were  boarding  pupils  and  5,271  were 
day  pupils.  4,384  of  the  whole  number  were  enrolled  in 
elementary  grades,  2,808  in  secondary  grades,  and  1,126 
in  the  collegiate  departments.  The  average  length  of 
term  was  approximately  200  days,  and  the  number  ot 
graduates  for  the  year  was  431,  an  increase  of  19%  over 
the  corresponding  figures  for  the  preceding  year.    Of  the 
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9,552  pupils  enrolled  in  colored  schools,  1,859  were 
boarders  and  7,693  were  day  pupils.  Of  this  total  num- 
ber 8,206  were  enrolled  in  elementary  grades,  1,212  in 
secondary  grades,  and  132  in  the  collegiate  departments. 
The  average  length  of  term  was  about  160  days,  and  the 
number  of  graduates  for  the  year  was  260,  a  decrease  of 
8  from  the  figures  for  the  preceding  year.  The  combined 
value  of  buildings  and  equipment  of  these  schools  in- 
creased from  13,889,692  to  f4,292,691,  or  a  net  increase 
of  10%.  The  total  amount  expended  during  the  year 
reaches  the  grand  total  of  f  733,238. 

These  schools  fill  a  need  and  will  always  have  a  place, 
and  rightly  so,  because  of  the  varying  capacities  of  pu- 
pils and  of  different  ideals  about  the  function  and  pur- 
pose of  training. 

In  the  light  of  the  figures  above  and  the  statistics 
given  elsewhere  in  this  volume,  there  can  be  no  doubt 
that  the  increased  patronage,  the  growing  maintenance, 
and  the  permanent  holdings  of  these  institutions  make 
possible  a  quality  of  work  which  is  highly  acceptable  to 
those  who  patronize  and  support  them,  and  merits  the 
congratulations  of  all  friends  of  liberal  culture. 

ALABA^IA  EDUCATIONAL  AS^^^OCIATION 

This  body,  which  meets  annually,  is  the  most  impor- 
tant gathering  of  teachers  in  Alabama.  Early  in  April 
each  year  more  than  2,000  teachers  assemble  for  three 
days  of  general  and  departmental  work.  No  profes- 
sional organization  in  Alabama  is  so  representative  or 
carries  with  it  the  prestige  of  this  association  and  no 
citizen  of  the  state,  whether  in  private  life  or  in  public 
service,  can  afford  to  treat  lightly  any  recommendation 
it  may  make.    At  the  1914  session,  the  following  resolu- 
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tion  was  presented  by  the  Resolution  Committee  of  its 
own  volition,  and  adopted : 

^'Whereas,  It  is  manifest  that  the  elementary 
public  schools  of  Alabama  are  in  urgent  need  of 
longer  school  terms,  increased  attendance,  better 
organization  and  more  effective  supervision ;  and, 

^'Whereas,  We  cannot  hope  to  meet  these  needs 
without  a  substantial  increase  in  school  revenue, 
equitably  raised  and  wisely  expended ;  and, 

^'Whereas,  It  is  an  established  principle  in  Amer 
ica  that  a  free  elementary  education  is  the  birth- 
right of  every  child  and  the  "wealth  of  the  State 
should  be  taxed  to  help  educate  the  children  of  the 
State; 

^^Therefore,  be  it  resolved,  by  the  Alabama  Edu- 
cational Association,  That  we  favor  such  legislation 
as  will  secure : 

"First:  Local  taxation  within  reasonable  limits, 
both  by  county  and  by  district; 

"Second :  The  creation  of  a  state  board  of  educa- 
tion with  such  powers  and  duties  as  are  usually 
conferred  on  such  boards; 

"Third :  The  consolidation  of  rural  schools  and 
the  transportation  of  pupils  at  public  expense ; 

"Fourth:  A  reasonable  compulsory  education 
law." 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  this  resolution,  which  may  be 
found  on  Page  13  of  the  Annual  Proceedings,  was  the 
first  one  adopted  by  the  association  with  a  membership 
drawn  from  all  ranks  of  the  profession  and  from  all 
parts  of  the  State,  and  in  view  of  the  further  fact  that 
the  needs  embodied  in  this  resolution  were  considered 
the  greatest  ones  confronting  our  educational  forces  at 
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this  time  when  the  quadrennial  session  of  our  legislature 
is  imminent^  it  does  seem  that  the  program  outlined  is 
entitled  to  most  careful  consideration. 


NEEDED  LEGISLATION 

The  constructive  educational  legislation  required  in 
Alabama  is,  in  the  main,  outlined  in  the  resolution  of  the 
Alabama  Educational  Association  quoted  above.  The 
University  of  Alabama,  the  Polytechnic  Institute,  the 
Girls'  Technical  Institute,  our  State  Normal  Schools, 
and,  in  fact,  all  of  our  higher  institutions  of  learning  are 
in  need  of  advanced  legislation  and  additional  appropri 
ations  to  enable  them  to  meet  the  growing  demands 
made  upon  them.  These  institutions  are  doing  invalua- 
ble work  and  should  receive  our  heartiest  encourage- 
ment and  support.  If  higher  education  is  good  for  our 
doctors,  our  lawyers,  and  our  clergymen,  is  not  the  right 
kind  of  higher  training  equally  as  valuable  for  our  farm- 
ers who  supply  the  world's  need  and  that  other  large 
class  of  men  and  women  who  do  its  real  work?  This  is 
the  one  time,  however,  when  these  institutions  should 
waive  their  claims  for  additional  funds  in  order  that  we 
may  lay  deeply  and  broadly  the  foundations  of  those 
schools  which  must  prepare  the  way  for  all  higher  train- 
ing— OUR  ELEMENTARY  SCHOOLS.  In  recounting,  there- 
fore, the  lines  of  improvement  which  we  should  imme- 
diately enter  upon  in  Alabama  if  the  next  Legislature 
will  make  the  same  possible,  no  account  is  taken  of  our 
higher  institutions  other  than  the  benefits  that  will  come 
to  them  when  our  elementary  public  school  system  has 
been  enlarged  and  strengthened. 

Teachers. — One  of  the  most  patent  needs  in  the  educa- 
tional   system    of    Alabama  is  experienced  and  well- 
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trained  teachers  for  the  rural  schools.  For  a  long  time 
it  has  been  thought  that  any  one  could  teach  a  country 
school,  and  the  result  has  been  that  many  young  men 
and  women  without  having  so  much  as  a  high  school  ed- 
ucation and  without  any  knowledge  of  child-life,  have 
gone  into  the  rural  schools  to  get  experience  that  would 
fit  them  for  work  in  some  city  or  town.  More  than 
fifteen  hundred  white  teachers  begin  work  in  our  ele- 
mentary rural  and  small-town  schools  each  year,  and, 
upon  the  basis  of  our  institute  enrollment  cards,  twelve 
hundred  of  them  have  had  no  professional  training 
whatsoever.  There  is  one  expert  supervisor  in  our  cities 
for  every  seventeen  teachers  engaged.  This,  too,  where 
there  is  only  one  grade  to  be  taught  by  a  teacher  who  is 
supposed  to  be  well-prepared.  How  is  it  in  the  country 
where  seven  grades  are  to  be  taught  by  a  teacher  who  is 
not  reckoned  as  qualified  to  teach  one  grade  in  the  town? 
In  most  counties  of  Alabama,  we  have  at  least  75  to  100 
teachers  to  the  supervisor.  If  the  town  where  every 
teacher  can  be  seen  in  one  day  requires  one  supervisor 
for  every  seventeen  teachers,  surely  the  country  requires 
both  better  supervision  and  a  better  qualified  teaching 
force.  The  town  teacher  must  know  the  subject  matter 
and  do  the  work  of  one  grade ;  the  rural  teacher  of  seven. 
The  town  teacher  is  surrounded  by  a  group  of  trained 
co-workers  with  whom  she  may  advise  at  any  moment; 
the  rural  teacher  must  stand  alone. 

It  is  unfortunate  that  the  impression  has  prevailed 
even  among  country  people  that  any  one  can  teach  a 
country  school.  If  there  are  to  be  any  low  standards  in 
respect  to  the  preparation  and  training  of  teachers,  they 
certainly  should  not  obtain  in  a  rural  community. 

No  teacher  can  do  his  best  work  without  special  train- 
ing.   A  knowledge  of  the  subject-matter  of  geography  is. 
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a  very  diflferent  thing  from  a  knowledge  of  how  to  teach 
geography,  because  of  the  presence  of  a  new  purpose  and 
of  a  new  personality.  Our  teachers  should  be  required 
to  pursue  professional  study  before  their  certification, 
but  we  have  no  leverage  and  perhaps  no  moral  right  to 
require  it  under  our  existing  salary  conditions.  It  is  a 
fair  conclusion  that  in  respect  to  wages  the  country 
teacher  should  be  as  well  paid  as  the  city  teacher,  and 
that  much  more  consideration  should  be  shown  them  by 
country  people;  but  we  cannot  expect  a  full  spirit  of 
cooperation  nor  a  large  measure  of  hospitality  to  pro- 
gressive methods  in  education  on  the  part  of  our  rural 
folk  until  we  improve  the  quality  of  those  who  go  among 
them  to  teach. 

The  day  has  now  fully  come  in  Alabama  when  profes- 
sionally trained  teachers  are  an  absolute  necessity. 
These  teachers  must  come  from  high-grade  schools,  col- 
leges and  universities  fully  equipped  for  that  purpose. 
There  is  no  way  to  exalt  the  school  except  by  the  exalta- 
tion of  the  teacher. 

Increased  revenue  is  also  needed  to  maintain  the  pres- 
ent character  even  of  our  teaching  force,  as  will  appear 
from  the  statistics  of  this  report  by  a  comparison  of  the 
average  yearly  salaries  of  our  teachers ;

The  striking  thing  about  these  figures  is  the  fact  that 
without  exception  the  salaries  in  the  rural  schools  have 
been  materially  decreased,  both  for  male  and  female, 
during  a  time  when  the  cost  of  living  has  been  material- 
ly increased.  At  the  same  time  there  has  been  a  uniform 
increase  in  the  salaries  of  the  teachers  in  our  cities,  but 
this  is  due  to  appropriations  from  the  city  treasuries. 
There  seems  to  be  no  reason  why  a  white  man  who  hap- 
pens to  be  teaching  in  the  country  should  receive  $700 
less  than  his  fellow- teacher  in  the  city ;  or  that  a  woman 
in  the  country  should  have  to  teach  for  f240  per  year 
less  than  her  city  cousin.  Nor  is  there  any  ground  for 
giving  a  colored  man  who  teaches  in  the  country  f 223 
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less  than  his  friend  in  the  city,  or  his  sister  |139  less 
than  her  female  city  friend. 

It  is  only  fair  to  conclude  that  the  best  teachers  of 
both  races  will  gravitate  toward  the  cities  and  towns 
more  strongly  than  ever  unless  our  present  salaries  are 
increased,  and  any  thought  of  decided  improvement 
along  the  lines  indicated  above  will  make  it  clear  that 
we  shall  never  have  the  funds  until  our  Constitution  is 
so  amended  as  to  make  it  possible  for  us  to  provide  them 
by  local  taxation. 

Building  and  Equipment. — The  present  school  law 
authorizes  a  grant  of  f  200  to  any  community  that  will 
raise  not  less  than  this  amount,  donate  two  acres  of 
land,  and  erect  or  repair  a  building  after  plans  ap- 
proved by  the  State  Department.  The  wording  of  the 
law  is  such,  however,  that  the  aid  is  given  before  the 
work  is  done,  and  therefore  the  purpose  of  the  law  is  in 
practice  seldom  carried  out.  This  law  should  be  amend- 
ed, if  a  better  one  cannpt  be  passed,  so  as  to  require  a 
satisfactory  completion  of  the  building  before  State  aid 
is  received.  The  present  law  was  enacted  in  1907  and  in 
1911  a  bill  amending  it  passed  both  Houses  by  practi- 
cally a  unanimous  vote.  This  amendment  contained 
many  excellent  features,  but  was  declared  unconstitu- 
tional because  of  the  omission  of  a  single  word  in  en- 
grossing it.  The  principal  provisions  of  this  amendment 
should  be  re-enacted  with  such  additional  ones  as  will 
make  it  possible  to  substantially  encourage  the  build- 
ing of  comfortable  and  commodious  houses  for  consoli- 
dated schools. 

Second  only  in  importance  to  the  teacher  is  the  school 
building  and  its  surroundings.  Not  only  are  the  minds 
and  the  characters  of  our  children  molded  by  the  influ- 
ences of  the  school,  but  their  physical  welfare  is  likewise 
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in  a  large  measure  determined  by  schoolroom  environ- 
ment. Every  school  child,  no  matter  where  he  lives,  is 
entitled  to  clean,  wholesome,  and  safe  surroundings,  and 
no  community  has  discharged  its  obligations  to  its  chil- 
dren until  its  school  building  measures  up  to  these  stan- 
dards. 

Contrary  to  prevailing  belief,  the  changes  which  are 
necessary  to  put  any  schoolhouse  in  a  reasonably  satis- 
factory condition  need  not  be  unduly  expensive.  The 
rearrangement  of  the  windows,  the  provision  of  a  venti- 
lating stove,  the  installation  of  modern  equipment,  and 
the  erection  of  decent  out-houses  are  within  the  means 
of  any  community,  but  the  sad  thing  about  our  present 
law  is  that  it  seems  to  make  people  believe  that  just  the 
opposite  is  true.  As  much  as  we  may  feel  the  need  of 
comfortable  and  attractive  schoolhouses,  and  as  much  as 
we  may  do  to  improve  those  we  already  have,  they  will 
continue  to  be  the  exception  and  not  the  rule  in  Alabama 
until  we  have  more  money  and  better  machinery  for  rais- 
ing and  expending  it,  and  only  proper  legislation  can 
give  us  the  same. 

Health. — Very  little  is  done  in  our  schools  to  train  the 
child  for  right  living.  The  teacher,  especially  the  rural 
teacher,  should  be  a  public  educator.  If  so  trained,  he 
could  do  for  the  public  health  in  the  country  what  the 
medical  inspector  and  nurse  do  in  the  city — point  the 
way  to  clean  living,  teach  the  child  to  protect  himself 
from  disease  by  contamination,  and  stamp  out  conta- 
gion. Until  our  teachers  are  so  trained,  however,  we 
should  clothe  our  county  boards  of  education  with  the 
power  to  authorize  and  require  teachers  to  exclude  from 
school  those  children  whose  presence  would  exj>ose  their 
classmates  to  infection  and  to  provide  for  the  medical 
inspection  of  all  school  children. 
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A  fine  example  of  the  possibilities  in  this  kind  of  work 
comes  from  Chilton  county  where  the  county  board  of 
education  has  employed  a  school  nurse  who  goes  from 
school  to  school  and  from  home  to  home  instructing  the 
teachers,  the  pupils,  and  the  parents.  By  this  means  the 
physical  welfare  of  the  county  is  being  cared  for,  and 
typhoid  fever,  which  was  once  found  there,  is  rapidly 
.  disappearing.  The  w^ork  being  done  in  Chilton  should 
extend  to  many  other  counties  in  the  State.  It  is  a  well 
attested  fact  that  40%  of  all  deaths  are  from  preventa- 
ble diseases,  and  it  is  equally  as  patent  that  the  school- 
room is  the  most  prolific  breeder  of  contagion.  It  is  not 
too  much,  therefore,  to  suggest  that  county  boards  of 
education  should  have  plenary  power  to  safeguard  the 
health  conditions  in  the  public  schools  of  the  county. 

Teachers^  Institutes. — The  professional  training  of 
the  teacher  furnishes  a  problem  that  is  not  easy  of  so- 
lution. When  the  law  governing  the  present  manner  of 
holding  teachers'  institutes  was  enacted,  decided  effort 
was  made  to  include  in  the  same  a  provision  for  remu- 
nerating teachers  for  attendance  by  paying  them  as  for 
time  taught.  Under  the  present  plan,  those  teachers 
whose  schools  are  in  session  must  not  only  suspend  for 
the  week  and  lose  the  time,  so  far  as  their  pay  is  concern- 
ed, but  they  must  also  incur  considerable  expense  while 
attending  the  sessions  of  the  institute.  If  the  remunera- 
tion of  teachers  were  as  liberal  as  it  ought  to  be,  there 
would  probably  be  no  ground  for  compensating  them  for 
attending  the  meetings  which  are  designed  specifically 
for  their  instruction  and  growth.  Under  present  condi- 
tions, however,  it  seems  only  fair  that  they  should  re- 
ceive pay  with  such  restrictions  as  would  make  it  neces- 
sary for  them  to  teach  a  certain  time  before  receiving 
pay  for  said  institute  attendance.    This  would  also  make 
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it  possible  to  require  the  attendance  of  teachers  holding 
life  grade  certificates  who  should  be  present  at  the  ses- 
sions of  the  institute  both  for  help  and  for  service. 

The  penalty  for  failure  to  attend  the  institute  is  can- 
cellation of  the  teacher's  certificate  unless  the  teacher  is 
excused  by  the  State  Superintendent  on  proof  that  he 
has  attended  a  higher  institution  of  learning  for  three 
weeks  and  has  pursued  a  strictly  professional  course  of 
study;  or  unless  a  teacher  is  excused  by  the  county  su- 
perintendent of  education  with  the  approval  of  the 
chairman  of  the  county  board  because  of  sickness  or 
some  urgent  reason.  It  would  undoubtedly  simplify  mat- 
ters and  facilitate  the  enforcement  of  the  law,  if  teach- 
ers were  required  to  produce  their  certificates  before 
school  officials  could  enter  into  contract  with  them. 

There  are  some  other  minor  changes  that  should  be 
made  in  this  law  in  order  to  make  it  still  more  benefi- 
cial, such  as  the  right  to  hold  the  institute  at  any  time 
during  the  year  and  the  ability  to  provide  uniform  sala- 
ries for  institute  workers. 

Enrollment  and  Attendance. — There  are  in  Alabama 
432,551  white  children  and  342,425  colored  children  of 
school  age.  The  number  of  white  children  enrolled  in 
the  public  schools  during  the  year  was  320,342^  and  the 
number  of  colored  children  enrolled  was  147,812.  Com- 
I)ared  with  the  figures  of  last  year,  there  has  been  an 
increase  of  9%  in  the  enrollment  of  white  children  and 
of  the  same  per  cent  in  the  enrollment  of  negro  children. 
Only  74%  of  the  white  children  were  enrolled  in  the 
public  schools  and  only  43%  of  the  negro  children  were 
enrolled  in  their  schools.  These  percentages  are 
somewhat  increased  when  the  numbers  enrolled  in  pri- 
vate and  denominational  schools  are  included.  However, 
one-fifth  of  our  white  children  and  one-half  of  our  col- 
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ored  chUdren  were  not  in  school  for  a  day  last  year.  The 
white  children  enrolled  in  the  public  schools  attended 
61%  of  the  time  and  negro  children  attended  62%  of  the 
time  the  schools  were  open  to  them.  These  figures  are 
also  increased  by  the  statistics  from  the  private  and  de- 
nominational schools,  but  there  is  still  a  loss  of  more 
than  one-third  of  the  time  in  each  school  on  the  part  of 
the  pupils  enrolled. 

If  we  base  the  percentage  of  attendance  upon  the 
number  of  children  of  school  age  instead  of  on  the  num- 
ber enrolled,  we  shall  find  the  figures  for  the  whites  to 
be  approximately  50%  and  for  the  negroes  approximate- 
ly 30%.  This  means  that  our  white  public  schools  are 
only  one-half  as  efficient  as  they  might  be  if  every  child 
of  school  age  attended  for  the  full  term  the  schools  were 
open  to  him,  and  our  negro  schools  are  barely  one-third 
as  efficient  as  they  might  be  if  their  children  attended 
the  full  term  for  which  the  rural  schools  are  open  to 
them. 

It  would  be  possible  to  make  a  much  better  showing 
if  we  should  use  the  census  figures  of  1912,  the  ones  upon 
which  last  year's  percentages  were  based,  instead  of  those 
of  the  current  biennial  census  completed  in  August  of 
this  year.  We  are  of  the  opinion,  however,  that  absolute 
honesty,  rather  than  any  elBfort  to  show  progress  by  ma- 
nipulating figures,  should  control  what  purports  to  be 
the  history  of  our  progress  during  the  year  under  re- 
view. 

From  the  practice  in  Alabama,  and  as  evidenced  by 
the  above  figures,  we  do  not  seem  to  think  the  State  has 
any  right  to  compel  the  attendance  of  school  children. 
It  is  difficult  to  justify,  however,  the  levy  and  collection 
of  the  three-mill  constitutional  tax  and  the  legislative 
appropriations  for  education  and  then  permit  these  to  be 
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defeated  by  indiflferent  and  selfish  parents.  The  parent 
has  rights  and  so  has  the  child  and  society.  No  one 
would  question  for  a  moment  that  the  State  has  the  right 
to  compel  the  parent  to  feed  and  clothe  his  child,  and 
to  carry  the  law-breaking  child  to  the  reformatory  or 
the  jail  to  protect  society.  Has  not  the  state  an  equal 
right  to  require  the  parent  to  send  his  child  to  school  in 
order  to  save  him  from  that  reformatory  or  that  jail  and 
to  make  him  a  producer  rather  than  a  mere  consumer  of 
the  wealth  of  the  State?  Alabama  needs,  in  other  words, 
a  modified  form  of  compulsory  education  which  should 
be  as  rigid  and  as  progressive  as  our  ability  to  cope  with 
the  situation  will  make  possible.  This  is  more  clearly 
shown  by  the  figures  contained  in  this  report. 

Longer  School  Terms. — The  average  length  of  the 
school  term  this  year  was  135  days  for  the  white  chil- 
dren and  104  days  for  the  negro  children,  a  net  increase 
of  2  days  for  the  former  and  of  7  days  for  the  latter 
over  the  corresponding  terms  of  last  year.  Inasmuch  as 
these  averages  include  the  reports  from  the  cities  and 
towns  which  have  sessions  of  nine  months  and  have  not 
been  lengthened,  it  is  quite  clear  that  the  better  showing 
is  due  wholly  to  the  extension  of  terms  in  our  rural 
schools.  The  average  term  of  our  negro  schools,  which 
shows  a  relatively  much  larger  increase  than  that  of  our 
white  schools,  is  yet  shorter  by  one  and  one-half  months 
than  theirs.  This  is  to  be  accounted  for  in  part  by  the 
considerable  excess  of  funds  raised  by  supplement  and 
fees  which  are  collected  in  the  white  schools.  The  law 
directs  that  the  public  funds  shall  be  apportioned  to  the 
counties  according  to  the  number  of  children  of  school 
age  therein,  and  by  the  county  boards  of  education  to  the 
several  school  districts  of  the  county  so  as  to  maintain 
all  the  schools  for  as  nearly  as  practicable  the  same 
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length  of  term ;  but  it  cannot  be  doubted  that  the  stan- 
dards now  employed  in  setting  aside  funds  for  the 
schools  of  the  two  races  still  work  to  the  disadvantage  of 
the  more  unfortunate  race. 

No  one  will  question  that  a  child  who  is  in  school  150 
days  in  the  year  will,  all  things  being  equal,  be  better 
educated  at  any  given  age  than  the  one  who  goes  to  school 
for  only  135  days  in  the  year.  This  is  another  way  of  say- 
ing that  our  school  terms  should  be  lengthened  in  the 
interest  of  the  better  education  of  our  children  as  well 
as  for  the  better  class  of  teachers  that  would  be  attract- 
ed to  the  profession  if  they  were  assured  of  employment 
for  longer  terms. 

Certification  of  Teachers. — The  present  law  governing 
the  certification  of  teachers  in  Alabama  has  gone  far  to- 
wards elevating  the  standard  of  those  engaged  in  the 
profession.  However,  there  are  some  limitations  which 
are  hurtful  and  manifestly  unfair.  These  restrictions 
were  well  enough  in  the  past,  and,  in  fact,  were  necessa- 
ry, until  the  requirements  of  the  law  could  be  properly 
dignified  by  universal  and  exact  observance.  However, 
the  time  has  come,  it  appears,  when  some  of  these  restric- 
tions should  be  removed.  There  seems  to  be  no  good 
reason  why  the  graduates  of  our  higher  institutions,  who 
have  pursued  a  professional  course  of  study  approved 
by  this  Department,  should  not  be  allowed  to  enter  the 
profession  without  the  formality  of  a  specific  examina- 
tion. This  consideration  would  attract  many  to  the  pro- 
fession who  now  shrink  from  the  ordeal  of  an  examina- 
tion, and  would  also  tend  to  popularize  the  professional 
training  of  teachers,  both  of  which  results  would  tend  to 
elevate  the  standard  of  the  profession  in  the  State. 

Again,  there  can  be  no  justification  for  our  refusal  to 
accept  for  their  unexpired    terms    the   credentials    of 
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teachers  from  other  states  whose  requirements  for  cer- 
tification are  as  high  as  those  in  Alabama.  By  this 
means  alone  we  are  shutting  the  door  in  the  face  of  many 
teachers  who  are  succeeding  in  other  states  and  will  not 
make  the  change  to  Alabama  so  long  as  the  grind  of  an 
examination  is  a  condition  precedent  to  admission  here. 
As  it  is,  a  temporary  certificate  is  issued,  good  until  the 
next  succeeding  examination,  and  because  one  who  se- 
cures it  may  teach  until  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Ex- 
aminers subsequent  to  the  next  examination,  many  of 
the  transient  class  teach  for  a  short  time  in  Alabama 
and  then  move  on. 

Consolidation. — Everybody  knows  that  the  one-room 
school  with  its  overcrowded  course  of  study  is  not  the 
type  of  institution  that  can  best  do  the  work  it  already 
has,  and  to  make  any  further  requirement  of  it  is  only 
to  aggravate  the  tragedy  of  the  situation.  In  the  aban- 
donment of  the  little  one-room  school,  except  in  sparsely 
settled  and  isolated  areas,  and  in  the  substitution  of  in- 
telligently planned  and  wisely  located  consolidated 
schools,  and  in  the  making  of  these  schools  the  center  of 
a  new  community  life,  lies  probably  the  only  satisfacto- 
ry solution  we  shall  ever  find  for  our  rural  problems. 
To  expect  consolidation  to  be  voluntarily  effected  is  to 
expect  the  impossible.  Most  country  folks  will  have  to 
have  an  ocular  demonstration  of  the  consolidated  school 
to  convince  them  of  its  value.  If  our  legislators  will  ac- 
cept the  unanimous  experience  of  other  states  there  is  no 
doubt  that  we  shall  have  appropriate  legislation  author- 
izing the  consolidation  of  schools  and  the  transportation 
of  pupils  at  public  expense. 

The  schools  for  white  children  during  the  current  year 
numbered  4,727,  an  increase  of  42,  or  1%,  over  the  num- 
ber reported  a  year  ago,  while  the   number   of   negro 
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schools  shows  a  decrease  of  106,  or  5%  from  the  total  of 
2,132  for  the  same  time.  The  increase  in  the  number  of 
white  schools  shows  that  the  tendency  to  multiply  our 
schools  is  encouraged  under  our  present  administrative 
machinery  and  that  consolidation  cannot  be  seriously 
undertaken  without  suitable  legislation.  The  decrease 
in  the  number  of  negro  schools  has  resulted  in  a  longer 
term  and  fewer  teachers,  which  means  that  the  schools 
have  not  been  wisely  consolidated  but  that  more  pupils 
have  been  given  to  one  teacher,  thereby  taxing  further 
the  already  overcrowded  conditions. 

The  smallest  school  that  can  make  any  adequate  re- 
sponse to  the  demands  of  country  life  is  a  three-teacher 
school  with  a  principal  who  is  skilled  in  agriculture  and 
manual  arts,  with  one  assistant  versed  in  domestic 
science  and  art,  and  another  who  excels  in  literature, 
drawing,  and  music,  all  of  whom  must  be  skilled  in 
teaching.  This  school  should  have  a  room  for  each 
teacher,  with  a  workshop,  a  kitchen,  and  an  auditorium 
to  accommodate  all  general  community  meetings.  It 
should  be  situated  on  not  less  than  five  acres  of  land, 
preferably  more,  with  ample  provision  for  playground, 
shade  trees,  flowers,  school  gardens,  and  demonstration 
plats.  In  order  to  enable  the  teacher  to  integrate  him- 
self into  the  life  of  the  community  the  year  round,  there 
should  be  a  teacher's  cottage  for  the  use  of  the  princi- 
pal, and  he  in  turn  should  board  his  assistants.  These 
reforms  would  make  the  schools  truly  educational  and 
would  place  them  and  the  communities  they  serve  in  the 
right  relationship.  The  inevitable  concomitant  of  all 
this  is  the  authority  to  consolidate  schools  and  trans- 
port pupils  at  public  expense. 

Administration. — There  is  a  marked  tendency 
throughout  the  entire  country  to  make  the  county  the 
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unit  of  administration  for  our  elementary  schools.  This 
distributes  authority  over  a  relatively  large  area  and 
makes  for  the  equalization  of  educational  advantages 
and  opportunities. 

As  far  as  can  be  judged  from  current  opinion  and 
practice,  it  would  seem  that  the  chief  detriment  to  pub- 
lic school  administration  in  our  counties  is  political  in 
its  nature.  The  county  superintendent  must  become  a 
resident  and  a  voter,  must  gain  a  standing  in  the  domi- 
nant political  party,  must  continually  be  thinking  of 
how  he  may  retain  the  popular  favor  of  his  own  party, 
and  in  some  instances  must  out-general  the  opposing 
party  as  well.  It  is  useless  to  expect  a  high  quality  of 
service  until  this  office  has  been  placed  upon  a  profes- 
sional rather  than  a  political  basis,  and  is  open  to  both 
men  and  women. 

Again,  a  county  board  of  education  to  which  women 
shall  be  eligible,  composed  of  members  elected  by  the 
people  of  the  county  as  a  whole  instead  of  by  district 
trustees,  as  at  present,  and  in  such  a  way  as  not  to 
change  the  personnel  of  the  majority  of  the  board  at  any 
one  election,  would  be  a  decided  improvement  over  our 
present  machinery.  If  this  board  could  have  ample  au- 
thority to  manage  the  schools  of  the  county  as  a  unit, 
except  those  under  separate  city  or  town  boards  of  edu- 
cation, appoint  the  county  superintendent  of  education 
and  on  his  nomination,  assistant  superintendents,  spe- 
cial supervisors,  and  the  clerical  help  necessary  to  prop- 
erly take  care  of  the  business  of  the  office,  and  could 
also  be  clothed  with  full  power  to  abolish  needless  dis- 
tricts, reorganize  the  educational  system  of  the  county 
according  to  some  rational  plan,  consolidate  schools  and 
transport  pupils,  our  county  administration  might  then 
be  as  liberal  and  as  progressive  as  present  conditions 
require. 
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Over  and  above  this  county  board  of  education  there 
should  be  a  State  Board  of  Education  exercising  a  legit- 
imate sphere  of  power  that  will  make  it  sustain  the 
same  healthy  relation  to  the  county  board  that  it  in 
turn  should  exercise  over  the  individual  schools.     It 
should  be  organized  upon  a  sufficiently  broad  basis  to 
permit  the  administration  of  the  state's  educational  af- 
fairs in  such  a  way  as  to  most  easily  make  for  those  re- 
sults which  the  State  sets  before  herself  as  the  chief 
business  of  education.    This  board  should  be  composed 
of  educators  and  men  of  professional  and  business  abil- 
ity, some  of  whom  should  not  be  engaged  in  the  work 
of  teaching.    This  board  might  also  exercise  in  one  body 
the  powers  now  residing  in  the  Board  of  Trustees  of 
the  State  Normal  Schools,  the  Board  of  Control  of  the 
District  Agricultural   Schools,   and    the    State    High 
School  Commission.     It  is  not  difficult  to  see  how  a 
properly  framed  law  of  this  kind  would  reduce  the 
present  cost  of  administration  and  at  the  same  time  con- 
fine these  several  institutions  to  what  may  legitimately 
be  regarded  as  their  proper  spheres. 

Local  Taxation. — The  several  lines  of  improvement 
suggested  in  this  report,  including  better  teachers,  lon- 
ger terms,  better  attendance,  better  buildings,  better 
equipment,  better  organization,  better  administration, 
better  supervision,  all  depend  upon  the  willingness  and 
authority  of  the  taxpayers  to  finance  the  same.  We 
have  reached  a  point  in  Alabama  where  no  decided  im- 
provement can  be  made  over  existing  conditions  until 
much  more  money  is  to  be  had, — and  local  taxation  is 
the  only  source  from  which  we  may  hope  to  adequately 
derive  it.  The  fact  is,  that  the  amount  received  from 
the  State  tax  and  the  State  treasury  is  sufficient  to  give 
several  counties  in  which  the  percentage  of  negro  chil- 
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dren  is  excessive  and  under  the  plan  of  apportionment 
now  operative  in  these  counties,  enough  funds  to  enable 
them  to  run  their  schools  comfortably  for  eight  months, 
while  in  many  other  counties,  in  which  there  are  but 
few  negro  children,  it  is  barely  possible  for  the  schools 
to  continue  for  even  five  months.  To  give  more  money 
to  the  former  counties  is  but  to  encourage  waste  and  to 
inhibit,  if  not  entirely  crush  out  local  interest  and  ef- 
fort. To  fail  to  make  some  provision  for  the  latter  coun- 
ties is  to  keep  their  children  forever  handicapped  in  an 
unequal  struggle.  State  aid  in  Alabama,  in  other  words, 
has  reached  its  equilibrium,  and,  from  the  present  con- 
dition of  the  treasury,  its  limit  as  well.  The  only  pro- 
cess for  evening  up  conditions,  therefore,  between  these 
divergent  sections  is  local  self-help, — a  privilege  now 
practically  denied  by  an  iron-clad  constitutional  provi- 
sion, which,  whether  we  will  it  or  not,  tends  to  crush 
out  local  pride,  preclude  self-reliance,  and  inhibit  local 
initiative. 

Prom  the  continuous  complaints  that  are  always 
pouring  into  this  office,  community  after  community  is 
disgruntled  and  factional  strife  has  developed  because 
of  the  necessity  of  providing  for  the  lengthening  of 
terms  by  means  of  supplements,  excessive  incidental  and 
matriculation  fees,  and  tuition  charges.  The  extent  and 
increase  of  this  practice  is  indicated  in  the  figures  taken 
from  this  and  last  years'  reports : 

From  matriculation  and  incidental  fees: 

1912-13 I  354,702 

1913-14 429,605 

an  increase  of  approximately  f  75,000. 

This  unpleasant  and  embarrassing  condition  must 
continue  so  long  as  there  are  those  who  try  to  dodge 
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their  responsibilities  and  an  equally  large  number  who 
are  too  poor  to  pay  fees  for  the  education  of  their  chil- 
dren. Taxation  is  the  only  remedy,  inasmuch  as  it  re- 
quires every  citizen  to  contribute  just  so  much  of  the 
funds  to  be  raised  as  the  value  of  his  property  is  of  the 
total  valuation  of  property  in  the  area  of  taxation.  If 
all  value  that  attaches  to  property  is  purely  conven- 
tional and  the  creature  of  education,  and  if  all  rights 
to  property  are  conserved  only  because  of  education, 
it  is  an  incontrovertible  conclusion  that  value,  which 
is  the  creature  of  education,  should  justly  contribute 
its  full  quota  to  maintain  educational  facilities. 

We  defend  the  State  tax  on  the  ground  that  it  fur- 
nishes the  most  equitable  plan  for  equalizing  both  the 
burdens  and  advantages  of  education.  The  conditions 
that  prevail  throughout  the  State  prevail  in  miniature 
in  the  several  counties  thereof.  There  are  broad  areas 
which  will  always  support  a  large  and  wealthy  popula- 
tion, and  there  are  other  regions  which  will  always  be 
sparsely  inhabited  and  relatively  poor.  The  location  of 
railroads,  mines,  mills,  factories,  and  other  enterprises 
will  tend  to  further  increase  the  disparity  in  different 
sections  even  in  different  counties.  No  such  condition, 
however,  prevails  in  the  distribution  of  children.  They 
are  plentiful  everywhere  and  usually  more  so  in  the  less 
favored  regions.  If  educated  citizens  are  desirable  and 
are  the  State's  best  asset,  there  is  no  earthly  justifica- 
tion for  giving  excellent  opportunities  to  those  who  hap- 
pen to  live  in  one  locality  and  very  meagre  ones  to  those 
who  live  in  some  other.  The  only  argument  for 
public  education,  under  our  present  system  of  govern- 
ment, is  that  it  makes  the  strong  help  the  weak.  The 
county  tax  would  largely  remove  the  inequalities  that 
now  exist  and  lift  the  heavy  load  under  which  many 
of  them  are  now  laboring.    It  would  do  more, — ^it  would 
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build  up  a  local  pride  which  is  and  will  always  continue 
to  be  defective,  if  not  wholly  lacking,  so  long  as  money 
is  handed  out  at  long  range  from  the  State  Treasury. 

Over  72%  of  the  school  revenue  of  the  United  States 
is  raised  by  local  taxation,  the  proportion  varying  from 
97%  in  Massachusetts  to  24%  in  Alabama.  It  is  also 
significant  that  while  Alabama  receives  70%  of  her 
funds  from  the  State  tax,  Massachusetts  derives  only 
1%  from  the  same  source,  and  what  is  still  more  strik- 
ing, those  states  like  Massachusetts  that  stand  high- 
est in  educational  rankings,  raise  at  least  one-half  of 
their  funds  from  local  sources,  while  those  furthest 
down  the  scale,  like  Alabama,  secure  most  of  theirs  in 
some  other  way.  The  justice,  the  wisdom,  and  the  nec- 
essity for  local  taxation  for  educational  purposes,  suf- 
ficient to  adequately  supplement  the  State  fund  and  to 
encourage  a  due  measure  of  local  pride,  initiative  and 
interest,  cannot  be  successfully  refuted  by  any  patri- 
otic Alabamian  who  is  willing  to  attach  any  credence 
whatsoever  to  the  history  of  education  in  the  United 
States. 

The  county  one-mill  tax  which  has  been  voted  by 
more  than  forty-five  Alabama  counties,  and  which  has 
never  failed  to  be  revoted  except  in  two  Black  Belt 
counties,  one  of  which  receives  enough  money  from  the 
State  treasury  to  maintain  an  eight-months'  term  of 
its  public  schools,  and  another  in  which  it  was  thought 
best  to  use  the  tax  in  building  good  roads,  and  the  fur- 
ther fact  that  the  present  law  requires  a  three-fifths'  ma- 
jority to  levy  the  tax,  show  conclusively  that  the  peo- 
ple of  Alabama  can  be  trusted  to  provide  further  edu- 
cational opportunities  for  their  children  if  a  hide-bound 
constitutional  provision  did  not  absolutely  deny  them 
the  right  of  local  self-government  in  this  the  most  im- 
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portant  of  all  interests,  and,  in  fact,  the  only  one  that 
can  make  local  self-government  wise,  independent  and 
continuous. 

This  course  of  reasoning  should  be  extended  even  fur- 
ther. The  local  community,  whether  city  or  rural, 
should  have  the  additional  right  to  vote  upon  itself  a 
modest  tax  for  building,  equipment,  supplies,  and  trans- 
portation. This  should  not  be  permitted  to  the  exclu- 
sion or  embarrassment  of  the  county  tax  which  ought 
invariably  to  precede  it,  but  should  be  allowed  within 
due  bounds  and  under  fair  restrictions  in  order  that 
the  people  of  our  country  districts  more  especially,  may 
no  longer  be  compelled  to  resort  to  the  uncertain,  in- 
adequate, dangerous,  and  unfair  plan  of  private  sub- 
scriptions to  meet  such  obligations. 

In  a  word,  if  Alabama's  educational  needs  were  to  be 
resolved  into  one  supreme  requirement  and  that  re- 
quirement were  translated  into  law,  it  should  be  writ- 
ten large:    Local  taxation^  first  by  counties^  and

IN  CONCLUSION. 

In  transmitting  to  you.  Honored  Sir,  and  through 
you  to  the  people  of  Alabama,  this  record  of  the  year 
educationally,  together  with  the  observations  and  recom- 
mendations contained  herein,  permit  me  to  say  that  I 
have  been  actuated  throughout  by  the  sincere  desire  to 
do  the  best  I  could  to  serve  and  harmonize  our  educa- 
tional forces  and  to  keep  in  the  best  working  order  all 
the  parts  of  our  educational  machinery,  never  losing 
sight  of  the  especial  needs  of  our  elementary  rural 
schools. 

In  the  light  of  the  many  concrete  instances  of  your 
constant  encouragement  and  interest  in  all  matters  per- 
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taining  to  the  improvement  of  our  schools,  I  am  presum- 
ing to  request  that  you  will  embody  the  more  important 
recommendations  outlined  herein  in  your  Message  to 
the  Legislature,  with  a  special  proviso  that  the  Gov- 
ernor of  Alabama  be  authorized  to  appoint  a  commis- 
sion composed  of  members  from  both  the  Senate  and 
the  House  of  Representatives  to  recodify  our  Public 
School  Laws.

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UNIVERSITY  OP  ALABAMA. 
University,  Ala. 


The  following  statement  is  a  brief  summary  of  the  leading  facts 
touching  the  condition  and  the  needs  of  the  University  of  Alabama: 

1.  There  has  been  for  the  third  consecutive  year  a  large  increase 
in  the  student-body.  Substantially  thirteen  hundred  and  fifty  stu- 
dents have  been  enrolled  in  all  departments  of  the  University  of 
Alabama,  including  the  summer  school. 

2.  There  has  been  continued  evidence  of  a  growing  recognition 
by  the  national  standardizing  agencies  of  the  high  standard  of 
work  which  the  University  of  Alabama  has  pledged  itself  to  exact. 

3.  By  the  exercise  of  the  most  rigid  economy  we  have  been  able 
to  do  our  work,  handicapped  and  restricted  in  many  ways,  without 
incurring  debt.  It  is  a  fact  that  the  legislature  has  provided  an  un- 
conditional, permanent  appropriation  of  only  $26,000  per  annum 
for  the  maintenance  of  the  college  of  arts  and  sciences,  the  coUeg^e 
of  engineering,  the  school  of  education,  and  the  school  of  law. 

4.  For  the  maintenance  of  the  summer  school  for  teachers,  which 
is  now  serving  approximately  660  Alabama  men  and  women,  the 
meagre  sum  of  $6,000  per  annum  is  provided. 

6.  The  average  per  capita  cost  of  instruction,  on  the  basis  of  our 
total  income,  is  approximately  $100.  This  is  less  than  one-half  the 
average  per  capita  cost  of  instruction  in  the  tax-supported  univer- 
sities of  other  American  commonwealths. 

6.  The  average  per  capita  cost  of  instruction,  on  the  basis  of  ap- 
propriations made  by  the  State,  is  reduced  to  the  remarkable  min- 
imum of  $26.  There  is  no  parallel  for  such  a  situation,  so  far  as 
we  have  been  able  to  ascertain. 

7.  The  University  of  Alabama  is  compelled  to  restrict  its  work 
within  narrow  limits,  to  neglect  many  things  that  it  ought  to  do,  to 
overburden  its  teaching  force,  and  at  times  to  over-crowd  its  class- 
rooms in  order  to  exist. 

8.  The  erection  of  the  first  unit  of  a  modem  dormitory  for 
women  and  the  appointment  of  a  dean  of  women  constitute  the 
most  important  forward  step  taken  by  the  University  authorities 
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during  the  past  year.    The  effect  of  this  action  on  the  public  school 
sysetm  of  the  State  will  be  far-reaching. 

9.  The  needs  of  the  University  are  many  and  urgent.  It  would 
be  impossible  to  enumerate  them  in  this  brief  statement.  Among 
the  most  pressing  may  be  mentioned: 

(a)  The  whole  field  of  extension  work.  There  is  need  to  organ- 
ize and  equip  a  bureau  of  educational  co-operation  and  a  bureau 
of  public  service. 

(b)  A  larger  maintenance  fund  to  provide  a  teaching  force  ade- 
quate to  the  task  of  giving  undergraduate  instruction  to  the  large- 
ly increased  student-body. 

(c)  The  strengthening  of  the  graduate  departments. 

(d)  A  new  dormitory  for  men  to  provide  living  quarters  for  the 
rapidly  growing  student-body. 

(e)  A  fire-proof  library  building  to  take  care  of  a  coUection  of 
books  of  the  greatest  possible  value  to  this  commonwealth. 

(f )  The  completion  of  the  new  dormitory  for  women. 

(g)  A  gjrmnasium  building  that  will  provide  adequate  and 
proper  facilities  for  the  physical  development  of  the  student-body. 

(h)  A  modem  chemical  laboratory  that  will  meet  the  needs  of 
the  greatly  enlarged  classes  in  Chemistry. 

<i)  Furnishings  for  the  dormitories  occupied  by  the  young  men. 

(j)  A  college  hospital  or  infirmary  that  will  be  open  to  sick  stu- 
•dents  free  of  charge. 

(k)  A  fund  for  the  proper  care  of  the  buildings  and  grounds. 

(1)  Library  and  laboratory  equipment.  The  only  funds  now 
available  for  the  purchase  of  books  and  laboratory  equipment  are 
derived  from  special  student  fees  which  amount  to  an  insignificant 
sum. 

We  refrain  from  giving  an  itemized  statement  of  the  cost  of  the 
various  needs  enumerated  for  the  simple  reason  that  we  fully  rec- 
ognize that  the  sum  total  required  would  far  exceed  the  amount  of 
money  that  the  legislature  is  in  condition  to  appropriate.  It  is  a 
matter  of  many  years  of  patient  waiting.  We  are  hoping,  however, 
that  by  taking  one  step  at  a  time  we  may  finally  reach  the  goal.

Sir: — ^I  have  the  honor  to  submit  to  you  a  general  summary  of 
the  work  of  the  CoUegre  for  the  year  1913-14. 

The  enrollment  for  the  year  was  1,003,  the  largest  in  the  history 
of  the  Institution.  This  does  not  include  the  Summer  School  for 
Parmers  conducted  at  the  College,  which  enrolled  808  farmers  from 
every  county  in  the  State  and  from  several  other  Southern  States. 
The  regular  attendance  was  drawn  from  every  county  in  Alabama, 
fifteen  states  of  the  Union,  and  five  foreig:n  countries.  This  wide- 
spread patronage  throughout  the  State  and  throughout  the  South 
is  a  gratifying  testimonial  to  the  appreciation  of  the  worth  of  the 
education  and  technical  training  offered  by  the  Institution.  The 
following  states,  and  countries,  outside  of  Alabama,  were  repre- 
sented: Georgia,  Florida,  South  Carolina,  Mississippi,  Texas,  Ten- 
nessee, Louisiana,  Indiana,  Illinois,  Kentucky,  New  Mexico,  New 
York,  South  Dakota,  and  West  Virg^inia; — ^foreign  countries:  Mex- 
ico, Peru,  Cuba,  China,  Guatemala. 

The  number  of  students  in  the  College  Departments  was  as  fol- 
lows:

All  of  the  departments  were  full  to  their  utmost  capacity,  both 
as  to  space  and  teaching  force.  The  work  of  the  year  1913  was 
the  best  in  the  history  of  the  Alabama  Polytechnic  Institute. 
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CONDUCT— HONOR  SYSTEM 

The  deportment  of  the  student  body  for  the  year  1913-14  was 
worthy  of  the  highest  commendation.  Especially  to  be  mentioned 
is  the  fact  that  the  students  voluntarily,  through  their  appointed 
leaders,  eliminated  the  practice  of  hazing.  Likewise  to  be  especial- 
ly noted  was  the  operation  of  the  system  in  effect  in  examinations, 
namely,  the  Honor  System.  Throughout  the  session  experience 
with  the  system  was  in  every  way  satisfactory,  high  standards 
having  been  upheld  by  the  student-committee,  and  it  was  felt  that 
a  distinctly  elevating  influence  was  exerted  in  the  student  body  by 
this  voluntary  enforcement  of  their  own  laws  and  regulations. 

COLLEGE  HONORS 

Several  marked  honors  were  bestowed  upon  our  students  this 
year.  Among  these  may  be  mentioned  a  valuable  post-graduate 
scholarship  in  the  University  of  Illinois;  scholarships  in  the  Uni- 
versity of  Wisconsin;  the  principalships  of  several  leading  state 
high  schools  in  Alabama,  Georgia,  and  Texas;  scholarships  with 

I  the  Westinghouse  Company,  Pittsburg;  with  the  General  Electric 

Company,  Schenectady,  etc. 

I  Widespread  attention  has  been  given  to  the  work  of  Prof.  M.  T. 

I  FuUan,  in  the  home-manufacture  of  physical  apparatus  and  in  the 

work  of  manual  training  in  our  schools  of  Alabama. 

HEALTH 

Among  the  820  students  enrolled  throughout  the  year  there  was 
.    no  serious  illness — a  truly  remarkable  record. 

IMPROVEMENT  IN  COURSES 

For  the  academic  year  1914-16,  the  Alabama  Polytechnic  Insti- 
tute has  required  for  unconditioned  admission  to  the  Freshman 
Class  fourteen  units  of  high  school  work.  At  all  times,  every  effort 
has  been  made  to  correlate  the  Institution  with  the  preparatory 
schools  of  the  State.  The  youth  of  our  country  districts  have  had 
only  meagrre  high  school  facilities  and  are  yet  sadly  handicapped, 
but  with  the  gradual  development  of  the  county  high  school  sys- 
tem it  was  felt  that,  without  violation  of  its  duty  to  its  own  con- 
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stituency,  the  college  could  now  advance  the  requirements  for  ad- 
mission to  the  highest  point. 

WIRELESS  TELEGRAPHY 

In  the  department  of  Electrical  Engineering,  in  response  to  the 
widespread  employment  of  wireless  telegraphy,  a  new  course  in 
this  subject  has  been  added  to  the  work  in  the  Engineering  College. 

CHANGES  IN  THE  FACULTY 

The  college  has  been  highly  fortunate  in  securing  the  services  of 
Prof.  Ernest  Walker  as  head  of  the  department  of  Horticulture. 
Prof.  Walker  is  a  graduate  of  Cornell  University,  and  is  regarded 
as  one  of  the  most  experienced  and  capable  Horticulturists  in  the 
South.  At  the  time  of  accepting  our  call,  he  was  head  of  the  de- 
partment of  horticulture  and  State  Horticulturist  at  the  Univer- 
sity of  Arkansas. 

Prof.  G.  S.  Templeton,  of  the  College  of  Agriculture  and  Me- 
chanical Arts,  Texas,  was  elected  a  year  ago  as  head  of  the  de- 
partment of  Animal  Husbandry.  Prof.  Templeton  is  a  graduate  of 
the  University  of  Missouri,  and  has  had  several  years  experience 
in  teaching  and  research  work  in  the  Texas  College  and  Station, 
and  came  with  the  highest  testimonials  from  the  University  of 
Missouri  and  the  College  in  Texas.  During  the  leave  of  absence  of 
Prof.  E.  R.  Miller,  the  work  of  the  department  in  Pharmacy  has 
been  under  the  control  of  Prof.  L.  S.  Blake,  who  holds  his  degree 
from  the  University  of  Michigan,  an  Institution  which  enjoys  the 
distinction  of  offering  one  of  the  strongest  courses  in  Pharmacy  in 
the  United  States. 

COMPARATIVE  EXPENSES 

The  Alabama  Polytechnic  Institute  as  a  teaching  body,  offering 
education  to  the  student  body,  is  conducted  on  a  smaller  per  capita 
expense  per  student,  and  on  smaller  salaries  for  its  officers  and 
professors  than  any  leading  institution  in  the  United  States.  The 
following  exhibit  taken  from  the  statistics  of  state  universities  and 
other  institutions  of  higher  education  for  the  year  ending  June  30, 
1912,  issued  by  the  United  States  Bureau  of  Education  shows  the 
relative  income  of  similar  colleges  for  teaching  purposes,  and  the 
salaries:

STATE  FUND  FOR  AGRICULTURAL  EXPERIMENT  STATION 

The  Legislature  in  1907  appropriated  annually  to  the  Alabama 
Experiment  Station  the  sum  of  $27,600.  As  in  the  case  of  the 
HATCH  and  ADAMS  Acts  not  a  cent  of  this  money  is  available 
for  teaching  purposes,  but  it  is  spent  away  from  the  college 
throughout  the  State  for  the  purpose  of  promoting  the  Boys'  Com 
Clubs,  Girls'  Canning  Clubs,  Pig  Clubs,  local  experiments  with  fer- 
tilizers, testing  varieties  of  seeds,  com,  cotton,  oats,  alfalfa,  bur 
clover,  crimson  clover,  soy  beans;  raising  hogs  under  normal  and 
economic  conditions,  beef  raising,  poultry  raising,  horticultural 
work,  spraying,  marketing,  truck  gardening,  etc.;  the  direct  study 
of  the  progress  of  the  boll  weevil,  plant  diseases,  cotton  wilt,  corn- 
smut,  anthracnose,  etc.  It  must  be  emphasized  that  this  money  is 
applied  largely  by  a  staff  of  men  already  organized,  whose  salaries 
are  paid  from  other  funds,  thus  enabling  the  State  to  get  the  great- 
est possible  good  out  of  the  appropriation  for  the  minimum  ex- 
penditure for  salaries  and  administration.  I  regard  the  good  ac- 
complished by  this  fund  to  the  agricultural  interests  of  the  State 
to  be  of  well  nigh  incalculable  value. 

COLLEGE  WORK 

Faculty  of  Engineering  and  Mines: — ^There  are  eight  depart- 
ments in  the  College  of  Engineering  and  Mines:  1.  Civil  Engineer- 
ing, 2.  Electrical  Engineering,  3.  Mechanical  Engineering,  4.  Tele- 
phone Engineering,  5.  Mining  Engineering,  6.  Architectural  En- 
gineering, 7.  Machine  Design  and  Mechanical  Drawing,  8.  Mechanic 
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Arts; — ^there  being  eight  full  professors  and  fourteen  assistants, 
who  give  instruction  to  396  students.  The  department  of  civil  en- 
gineering was  established  in  1872,  one  of  the  oldest  engineering 
departments  in  the  South.  Each  one  of  the  above  departments  of 
engineering  is  the  pioneer  in  Southern  education  in  its  line.  Our 
shops  and  laboratories  are  crowded  to  the  utmost  capacity.  Since 
1872  over  seven  thousand  young  men  have  been  educated  in  the 
departments  of  engineering  and  are  scattered  throughout  the  State 
and  South.  The  graduates  of  the  engineering  college  first  gave  the 
Institution  its  national  reputation.  Highway  construction  and  en- 
g^ineering  have  been  taught  since  1872,  and  the  improved  roads  of 
nearly  every  county  of  the  State  have  been  built  by  graduates  of 
this  department.  The  professor  of  civil  engineering  is  ex-officio 
member  of  the  State  Highway  Commission. 

Faculty  of  Agricultural  Sciences: — ^This  faculty  includes  the  de- 
partments of,  1.  Chemistry,  2.  Agriculture,  3.  Veterinary  Science, 
4.  Botany,  6.  Horticulture,  6.  Animal  Industry,  7.  Entomology,  8. 
Plant  Pathology;  there  being  nine  full  professors,  two  associate 
professors,  three  assistant  professors,  and  fourteen  assistants.  It 
must  be  remembered  that  the  work  of  this  staff  is  of  two-fold  na- 
ture:— (1)  imparting  instruction  to  students,  and  (2)  practical 
work  in  the  field  of  applied  agriculture,  that  is,  experiment  station 
work. 

It  is  gratifying  to  report  the  continued  increase  in  attendance  of 
the  classes  of  Agriculture, — ^the  number  now  being  365.  The  abil- 
ity and  capacity  of  the  agricultural  students  rank  among  the  very 
best  in  the  Institution.  Various  professional  positions  of  value 
now  offering  in  all  lines  of  agricultural  work,  together  with  the 
increased  attractions  and  profit  of  farming  are  drawing  our  tal- 
ented young  men  more  and  more  into  agricultural  studies.  The 
marked  improvement  in  the  conditions  of  agriculture  is  noted  by 
the  advance  of  Alabama  in  ten  years  from  the  position  of  twentieth 
to  fourteenth  in  the  rank  of  production  of  the  States  of  the  Union. 

The  Veterinary  Department: — ^The  Veterinary  College  continues 
to  prosper,  and  its  condition  is  in  every  way  satisfactory.  The 
students  who  have  been  educated  in  this  department  have  suc- 
ceeded well  and  have  been  able  to  secure  remunerative  work  and 
gain  excellent  livelihoods.  The  staff  consists  of  seven  professors 
and  instructors,  the  number  of  students  in  attendance  this  year  be- 
ing 69.     The  following  is  a  summary  of  the  Farmers'  Institutes 
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I 

conducted  by  the  head  of  the  department  of  Veterinary  Science  , 

during  the  year  1913-14:  , 

"During  the  year  1913  Farmers'  Institutes  were  held  in  seven-  | 

teen  counties  of  Alabama;  total  numbers  in  attendance,  6,254;  num-  i 

ber  of  sessions,  45;  average  attendance  per  session,  117.    The  Sum-  i 

mer  School,  or  Round-up  Farmers  Institute,  was  held  at  Auburn, 
August  1st  to  9th,  1913.  All  of  the  counties  of  the  State  were 
represented  and  seven  other  states.  The  interest  taken  by  the 
men,  women,  boys  and  g^rls  was  all  that  could  be  desired." 
,  Experiment  Station: — ^The  entire  teaching  staff  of  the  college  of 
Agriculture  is  also  engaged  in  work  of  experimentation  or  investi- 
gation in  all  lines  that  concern  agriculture.  This  station  has  been 
in  operation  now  for  twenty-six  years,  and  is  one  of  the  oldest  in 
the  United  States.  Without  a  careful  investigation,  it  is  impossi- 
ble to  appreciate  the  tremendous  amount  of  work  accomplished  by 
these  experts  in  a  year.  This  work  covers  every  agricultural  ef- 
fort. It  must  be  painstaking  and  scientifically  accurate  to  stand 
the  test  of  both  the  scientists  and  practical  farmers.  I  may  pre- 
sume to  state  that  the  work  done  in  connection  with  the  cultivation 
and  breeding  of  cotton  by  Director  J.  F.  Duggar  has  made  this 
station  an  authority  throughout  the  entire  world. 

Animal  Industry: — The  work  of  the  department  of  Animal  In- 
dustry is  becoming  more  and  more  important  with  each  year.  The 
increase  in  the  demand  for  meat,  together  with  the  decrease  in  its 
supply,  is  making  the  question  of  meat  production  of  vital  impor- 
tance in  the  United  States.  Experiments  conducted  by  our  de- 
partment of  Animal  Industry,  especially  in  raising  beef,  have  been 
declared  by  the  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry,  United  States  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture,  as  of  national  importance.  The  entire  work 
of  the  Alabama  Experiment  Station  is  more  and  more  appreciated 
every  year  by  the  farmers  of  the  State. 

The  Lever  Bill: — The  measure  long  discussed,  and  widely  known 
throughout  the  country  as  the  Lever  Agricultural  Extension  Bill, 
has  now  become  a  law,  and  the  official  assent  of  the  Governor  of 
Alabama  was  promptly  given  to  this  Institution  as  the  proper  ben- 
eficiary of  the  provisions  of  the  measure.  It  is  difficult  to  over- 
state the  possible  value  of  this  great  law,  and  it  is  to  be  profoundly 
hoped  that  our  State  will  be  able  to  measure  up  to  the  possibilities 
of  the  situation. 
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For  nearly  a  third  of  a  century,  highly  valuable  results  have 
been  wrought  out  by  the  experiment  station  staff  in  connection 
with  all  problems  of  agriculture,  but  these  valuable  discoveries 
have  been  available  to  relatively  a  small  per  cent  of  the  masses  of 
the  people.  Through  the  financial  aid  of  the  Lever  Bill  this  knowl- 
edge wil}  now  be  carried  directly  to  the  man  on  the  farm.  Al- 
ready, valuable  work  had  been  accomplished  under  our  local  ex- 
periment staff;  but  through  the  provisions  of  this  law  the  work 
will  be  conducted  on  an  infinitely  larger  scale. 

However,  in  this  connection  it  is  necessary  to  state  that  the  col- 
lege as  a  teaching  body  will  not  be  benefited  in  any  degree  by  the 
measure.  It  is  explicitly  directed  by  the  law  that  none  of  this 
money  shaU  be  spent  at  the  college; — Section  2  of  the  act  being  as 
follows:  "Co-operative  agricultural  extension  work  shall  consist 
in  the  giving  of  instruction  and  practical  demonstration  in  agri- 
culture and  home-economics  to  persons  not  attending  or  resident  in 
said  colleges.*'  Indeed,  the  Lever  Bill  rather  brings,  without  addi-. 
tional  recompense,  an  additional  burden  and  occasion  of  thoughtful 
solicitude  to  the  administrative  officers,  and  the  heads  of  the  agri- 
cultural departments  of  the  Institution,  as  well  as  additional  de- 
mands upon  the  funds  of  the  college  proper. 

NEEDS  OF  THE  COLLEGE 

In  repetition  of  my  recommendations  at  the  last  meeting  of  the 
Board,  I  beg  leave  to  urge  the  immediate  necessity  of  the  follow- 
ing improvements: 

(1)  Farm  Machinery  Building. 

(2)  Equipment  for  Agrciultural  Departments  and  Laboratories. 

(3)  Heating  Plant  for  Main  Building. 

(4)  Chemical  Building. 

(5)  Veterinary  Building. 

(1)  One  of  the  demands  in  Southern  Agriculture  today  is  intelli- 
gent use  of  machinery.  With  such  a  building  as  indicated  in  sev- 
eral of  my  previous  reports,  costing  about  $5,000,  the  College  will 
be  enabled  to  secure,  free  of  cost,  thousands  of  dollars  worth  of 
valuable  machinery  from  manufacturers  anxious  to  put  on  exhibit 
their  products.  Furthermore,  with  this  equipment,  it  will  be  pos- 
sible to  introduce  this  subject  of  farm  machinery  as  a  practical 
teaching  subject  in  the  courses  offered  in  agriculture. 
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(2)  The  equipment  of  the  handsome  afirricultural  hall  is  still 
sadly  deficient.  Seats  are  needed  for  the  auditorium,  and  labora- 
tory desks  and  equipment  are  especially  needed  for  the  department 
of  agronomy,  including  soil  physics,  cotton  grading,  etc.  The  work 
of  the  department  of  animal  industry  will  be  immensely  improved 
by  the  addition  of  suitable  equipment  in  the  basement  roopi  for  an 
exhibit  of  stock  to  the  various  classes,  and  by  suitable  bams  and 
stables. 

(8)  I  again  call  attention  to  the  great  economy  that  could  be 
effected  by  the  heating  of  the  main  building  with  steam.  At  pres- 
ent, fuel  is  carried  up  three  flights  of  stairs  in  a  most  primitive 
manner — ^the  negro  janitor  and  coal  scuttle  being  the  method  of 
elevation.  There  is  at  hand  an  enormous  amount  of  exhaust  steam 
which  could  be  readily  utilized  at  no  expense  whatsoever,  provided 
the  main  building  were  fitted  with  a  steam  heating  plant.  The 
saving  in  fuel  accomplished  would  in  three  years  pay  for  the  en- 
tire installation. 

(4)  One  of  the  most  urgent  demands  of  the  Institution  is  a 
Chemical  Building  adequate  to  the  work  of  the  great  department 
which  is  connected  with  the  Institution.  It  is  the  largest  college 
department  of  Chemistry  in  the  entire  South,  with  the  largest  at- 
tendance, both  in  students  of  general  chemistry,  and  students  in 
the  laboratory.  Moreover,  for  forty  years  an  enormous  amount  of 
analytical  work  has  been  performed  here  for  the  State.  There  are 
made  the  analyses  of  all  the  fertilizers,  feed  stuffs  for  animals,  and 
food  for  men,  drugs,  illuminating  oils  that  are  consumed  by  the 
people  of  the  State;  and  it  is  only  proper  that  facilities  should  be 
supplied  commensurate  with  the  enormous  services  rendered  by 
the  department. 

(5)  The  Veterinary  Medical  College  of  this  Institution  is  the 
only  one  of  the  kind  in  the  South.  Its  high  grade  and  satisfactory 
work  has  been  referred  to  in  a  previous  section.  The  efficiency  of 
this  work  would  be  immensely  advanced  if  the  department  were 
properly  accommodated  in  laboratories  and  lecture  rooms.  I  again 
recommend  the  advisability  of  erecting  a  suitable  building  for  this 
important  department  at  a  cost  of  $30,000.

For  the  past  three  years  there  has  been  no  material  change  in 
the  number  of  students  enrolled^  the  number  each  year  being  about 
five  hundred. 

Three  years  ago  every  available  space  was  utilized  and  there 
can  be  no  more  increase  in  numbers  until  more  dormitories  and 
recitation  buildings  are  erected.  The  greatest  needs  at  this  time 
are  buildings  for  teaching  purposes  in  all  lines.  All  the  buildings 
that  we  have  for  teaching  are  old,  worn  out,  mere  temporary  build- 
ings in  the  beginning.  However,  at  the  time  of  this  writing,  the 
final  plans  for  a  large  technical  building  are  being  considered  and 
no  doubt  will  be  in  process  of  construction  before  this  report  will 
be  published.  This  building  will  accommodate  all  classes  in  Domes- 
tic Art,  Domestic  Science,  Fine  Arts,  Bookkeeping,  Stenography, 
Telegraphy,  Chemistry,  Physics,  Agriculture,  Horticulture  and 
Floriculture. 

The  completion  of  this  building  will  relieve,  to  some  extent,  the 
strain  under  which  the  teachers  are  now  laboring.  There  is  an  im- 
mediate need  for  a  similar  building  for  all  academic  subjects,  for 
music,  for  library,  for  administration  offices,  for  gymnasium,  and 
a  public  auditorium.  After  the  completion  of  these  various  build- 
ings additional  dormitories  should  be  erected.  The  number  of  stu- 
dents would  be  doubled  in  a  short  time  if  room  was  provided  for 
them.  This  is  the  only  technical  institution  maintained  by  the 
State  for  its  young  women.  There  is  a  greater  demand  for  such 
training  than  any  other,  and  hence  no  argument  is  needed  for  the 
Legislature  to  make  adequate  provision  for  the  enlargement  of  the 
equipment.
